New: 

1) Character based Event Log. The Event Log is activate by checking the 
appropriate box on the Program tab of the Setup window. A number of events 
are now logged to a separate window. Events include things such as 
Proximity alarms, Tracking update events, incoming messages, transmitted 
text via the RF port, ranging requests, APRServe connect/disconnect times, 
and other data. These events are color coded. Alerts in red, incoming 
messages in brown, etc. The font is user selectable. The Event Log is 
saved on program exit in the file called EventLog.RTF. The Event Log is in 
Rich Text Format. Files can be read by programs such as Microsoft Word or 


WordPad with color and font preserved. The Event log can be made the top 
most window making it always visible. It can also be made small without a 
title bar so as to take up minimal space. See the View menu. 

2) The program is getting ready for future updates to APRServe by Steve 
Dimse, K4HG. There is now a space to enter the APRServe Logon password. 
Currently, this is not required, but in the future it will be, when the 
ability to gate RF to RF via the Internet is available. 

3) Tracking: You can now zoom to the most recently heard Posit for stations 
in the tracking list. Check the zoom box on the Tracking page. 

4) Directed Query: When you issue a directed query, APRS+SA then begins to 
look for a Posit from that station. When it is heard, it is processed as if 
it were in the tracking list. Thus, if tracking is enabled, auto update on, 
and zoom enabled, A map will be drawn showing the location of the Posit when 
ever it is heard.

Apologies for the dual post, but this is very short fuze: 


As an experiment to provide improved visibility during school tracking 
of MIR, the MIREX team has authorized a nationwide APRS experiment 

on two orbits only between 1455z to 1651z on 10 March, 1998. 

Anyone with a 2 meter FM radio on 145.985 and a packet TNC may 
participate. To allow the maximum number of successful stations 

the objective is for every station to successfully digipeat only 

ONE brief position packet per pass. Stations running APRS will see 
all such station Icons on their maps instantly. Stations without 
APRS can have students plot the positions on a paper map or wall plot. 
Stations with internet access can see EVERY packet live at the URL: 
http: //www.aprs.net/mirex.html. (See javAPRS section below) 


FORMATS: Although there are many APRS position formats, the shorter 
the packet, the greater the chance of success. DO NOT connect to MIR. 
Transmit packets as BEACONS or UI frames only without acknowledgement. 
If you see your own packet digipeated by MIR, then you were 

successful and should cease transmission during that pass. In addition 
to your posit and Symbol character, you may want to include a brief 
comment. Maybe your name or school. Here are three format examples 
using the Icon symbol "-" and the comment field to send the name Bob:

The Course and Speed (CSE and SPD) are exactly 3 bytes each with CSE 


in degrees and SPD is in knots. -" represents your ICON symbol 
character from the following list:

GENERAL SETUP: Everyone should make sure their TXDelay is a minimum 
for their rig. The default of 33 in most TNCs adds almost 25% of 
overhead to every packet. Many rigs will work with less. 


SETUP WITHOUT APRS: Set the UNPROTO and BTEXT as shown above for your 
chosen format. Set BEACON EVERY © to prevent your station from 
transmitting until MIR is in view. Once MIR comes in view, activate 
your BText by setting BEACON EVERY 6. This will cause your station 

to transmit once a minute (6 * 10 secs) for the duration of the pass. 
(If you are using KANTRONICS TNC, then your minmum setting is BEACON 
EVERY 1 for once a minute. As SOON as you see your packet digipeated 
you can be sure that everyone else saw you also, and immediately set 
BEACON EVERY back to © to stop transmitting. 


SETUP WITH APRSdos: APRSdos will plot all packets automatically. 
Move the cursor to your location and hit INPUT-MY-POS command to 
enter your posit and brief position comment. When MIR comes in 
view, hit the XMIT-POS key once every minute to force a position 
report packet. Set CONTROLS-FILTERS-FADE to © so that GRID packets 
will not fade to dark gray. Watch packets raw on the V-SCREEN, 

or on the map by hitting the SPACE bar. 


SETUP WITH Mac/WIN APRS: Mac/Win will plot all packets automatically. 
To shorten your transmissions, enter a minimum comment field and 
turn off your status beacon. 


SETUP FOR APRSa4: APRSa4 will plot all LAT/LONG packets and the 

very latest version v0.8.21 will also plot the grid-in-to format. 

To minimize packet length, minimize the Posit Text on the Main tab of 
Setup. Force a Posit packet once a minute with Ctrl-P. 


javAPRS: If you have a java capable browser you can watch the event 
live or get more info by pointing to http://www.aprs.net/mirex.html. 

If you cannot be near a radio and you have Mac/Win/APRSa4 or APRSnet.exe 
then you can also telnet (TCPIP) to www.aprs.net port 23 and you 

will also see all packets live. Another alternate site is the main 

APRS page at http://web.usna.navy.mil/~bruninga/aprs.html and look 

for the LIVE pages. 


TESTING: TO test prior to the event, DO NOT DIGIPEAT VIA MIR! 
Choose a local digipeater and substitute its callsign instead of 
ROMIR. Have a friend verify that he sees your position on his map. 
Here are the exact letter-for-letter example packets above for the 
position of 38 deg 59.11 Mins North 

76 deg 29.12 Mins West

Notice that the Icon Symbol must be surrounded with backward 
Brackets in the grid-in-to format to tell APRS to look for the 
posit in the TO field, and I changed the symbol to a ">" or CAR 
in the moving report. 


MOBILES: Remember that APRS mobiles have an equal chance as everyone 
else since mobiles have short cable runs with low loss. But they also 
have nulls overhead. If you will try to work MIR mobile, place 

your magmount horizontal for maximum signal straight up or wherever 
MIR is relative to you. 


UNATTENDED: If you cannot man your station, your APRS will still 
capture everything it hears. Be sure APRSdos CONTROLS-LOG is toggled 
ON. Your station may still transmit, but at only 1 packet every 20 to 
30 minutes it will not cause significant QRM. Be sure to remove all 
outgoing messages and bulletins to minimize packets to only 

your POSIT. Be sure to QSY back off of 145.985 after the test.

We are building a network of linked ground stations to provide almost 
continuous coverage for some of the Amateur Satellites. The idea is 
that these stations use only OMNI antennas and operate unattended 24 
hours a day worldwide and are linked by the internet so that any 
packets heard by ANY station are all merged together into a single 


internet stream of raw packets for everyone. This allows the satellite 
operators to manage their satellites by monitoring their downlink even 
when they are out of range of their own station. It also lets hams on 
one continent see how the same satellite is used over the other 
continents. 


The internet side of this capability written by K4HG is working fine 
and has been on line for more than a year. It has demonstrated being able 
to handle over 2 dozen simultaneous 1200 baud packet feeds and at least 
150 simultaneous users without even a slow down. This example system is 
the worldwide APRS server. To see its raw packets, TELNET to 
199.227.86.221 port 23. 


Steve is now building another system JUST for Amateur satellites. It 
is temporarily on 199.227.86.221 port 10001. Here is what we need: 


* Good dedicated and knowledgable stations with dedicated 24 hour 
internet access. One per footprint, per band, per satellite. 
All you need is a mimimum dumb-terminal TELNET access and any 
DOS machine or, any TCPIP Internet service and WIndows or Mac. 


*x Dialup access is OK if you want to bother with having to man-up 
for every pass. THis is fine for special SAREX events, etc. 


At this early stage, we do have one site on the USA east coast (The 

Naval Academy) that is feeding MIR packets to its own WEB page and to the 
Miami server. Its WEB page captures the last days worth of packets from 
each pass of MIR. (OOPS, last night we did not have MCOM on, so it only 
captured UI frames and not all the other CONNECT-REQUEST/BUSY packets)

SAREX and MIREX are the easiest. Next would be DOVE when it comes 

back to life. The 1200 baud pacsats are IDEAL but require automatic 
control software to aquire unattended. This is where we really need the 
AMSAT expertise. We will have to gradually ease into the 9600 baud 
pacsats, however, due to their verbosity... 


A few stations have already responded and are looking into setting 
up stations in Mexico, Chicago, Taiwan, and Madrid. If you are 
interested in setting up such a ground station, please check out the 
web page and/or the raw TNC stream. 


You may feel that omni antennas are not sufficient, but remember, each 
station does not need to see all packets horizon to horizon. It is 
not important that each station hear every packet, what counts is 

that at least ONE station out of the SUM of all stations heard the 
packet at least once. Then EVERYONE gets it via the internet link. 


Steve's central server removes all dupes. 


This greatly simplifies the demands on each station individually. 

No complex antenna tracking and wear and tear on mechanical systems. 
Using only OMNI antennas cuts the usable footprint per station in 
about half (6 dB), but all that means is that we need 6 stations 

in the whole USA instead of just 2. Still quite easy to do... 


Lots of potential here folks...

I found it! Yes, the latest versions will not save new posits to the .HST 
file unless the difference in positon between posits is more than 2.4 
miles! I dont know how far back this goes, but is certainly a problem in 
815. 


Reason is, I changed a routine from degrees/minutes to degrees and so the 
previous SA filter which was to the nearest .04 MINUTE (mile) now became 
60 times bigger or 2.4 miles! 


This will be fixed in the next release very soon. But if you are doing 
something critical and need to save a track history, either 


1) revert to a prior version 

2) toggle CONTROLS-FILTERS-POSFILTER to PFilter=30 feet (which will 
lessen the effect of this bug to where it will save posits within 
.3 miles of each other. Still not like the old 80 yard filter

Here is the best summary of all the ideas we have hashed out for the 
first ANNUAL APRS FD FUNFEST: 


1) Band: Any frequency that APRS is currently on. HF/VHF etc 

2) ALL APRS paths allowed. But FD site must use RF (No direct Inet) 

3) Class: No commercial power. You have to operate from a FD site. 
(Everyone participates even from home or IGate to give points to 


(others, but only FD sites count toward winning scores) 
4) Single Opp designated by "SO". Multi Opp by "MO", No OPP by "NO" 
5) Each TNC counts as one station. (Many PC's on a ziplan = 1 TNC) 
6) Exchange: Call Sign, ARRL section, SO/MO, Number of stations 
7) Points: Each contact is worth 1 point. 


a) Operate normally. USE SHORT packets and MINIMUM PATH. Use WIDEN-N 
where possible. Keep hops practical for your area. (any more than 3 
probably impossible).. Work everyone you see on mail/traffic pages. 


b) ACKS are not required! If you get a QSL message from the other 
station, dont wait for an ACK. Erase the outgoing message to reduce QRM! 


INTERNET GATEWAYS: The key here is that IGates only pass through MESSAGES 
to LOCAL stations in their area. This means you can QSO anyone if you 
already know their callsign! You will probably NOT see their posits since 
only messages go via IGates (normally). THis is why you should always 
include your GRIDSQ in all of your FD text msgs. Here are some ways we 
have come up with to get around these quirks for FD: 


1) Assume an SSID of -6 for FD stations and guess at some APRS calls... 

2) Watch your traffic list. As soon as anyone QSO's anyone in your area, 
you will see them for a return QSO. 

3) Send a CQ FD MESSAGE with your GRIDSQ and report to a DIGI in a known 
area with an IGate. This will go through any Mac/Win IGATE. Doa 
MAPS-OVERLAY-DIGIS for an area to see a good target call. (See #5) 

4) Send a MESSAGE to CQFD. This will go to RF via any APRS+SA IGATE. 
(assuming that Igate is running Todays APRS+SA version) 

5) Take a copy of K4HG's latest IGATE/TARGET LIST to FD with you and send 
your CQFD messages to those targets. His list did NOT have APRS+SA 
gates on it, but they should all respond to CQFD messages, anyway. 

6) Do NOT send CQFD or TARGET messages until you have exhausted all other 
contacts, else we may totally BLOCK the RF channels around IGates. 

7) Once you are working via IGATES, PLEASE minimize your path to ONLY 
the hops needed to hit your local IGate. 


HOME STATIONS: If you are not going to FD, please set up your 
UN-ATTENDED home station for AUTOREPLY with something like 'QSL. [gridsq]. 
(NO), ARRL section, etc. For APRSdos this simply means send ONE message 
to the callsign of REPLY and make sure this message is the first in your 
SEND list. If you start attending your station, BE SURE TO ERASE that 
REPLY message to avoid INFINITE REPLY LOOPING AND QRM! 


IGATE SET UP: The special CQFD message packets will ONLY work under the 
following two conditions: 


1) If an IGate is APRS+SA and is using the latest version (tonight's), 
AND the sysop "wildcards" the callsign CQFD, then all such messages will 


be gated to RF... Everyone should see them... 


2) If local IGate is Mac/Win, then someone in each IGate area should put 
a local TNC on the air beaconing ONCE every 30 minutes a position packet 
using the MYCALL of CQFD. Put owners call in BTEXT to keep it legal... 
This will force the IGATE to recognize CQFD as a local call and it will 
also forward ALL CQFD messages to RF! 


To sweeten the challenge, the APRS authors have offered AWARDS for the top 
winners using each version, Dos, Mac/Win +SA. The prize will be a free 
registration of the appropriate APRS software :-) In other words, the 
APRSdos station that has the highest score will get a free APRSdos 
registration, etc. In fact, Steve Dimse has offered a free javAPRS 
registration for ALL participants that submit scores!

Changes: 

1) Lists support "Wildcards". For example, KH2Z* will include all SSID's of 
KH2Z as will KH2Z-x. Other valid examples are *2Zx, KH?Zx, etc. 

2) Data page in Setup. The data page will automatically delete data if 
enabled. Most data is deleted by time (hours). Position reports can also 
be deleted by total number. Valid times are from 0 hours to a really big 
number of hours. You can enable or disable deletion of data by type. 

3) A default path can be set for Posits. Enter Callsign on Main page or 
Setup like this: CALLSIGN/PATH where path is the path ID specified in the 
Unproto setup window (Ctr1-U). 

4) If the RF path is not available, all messages sent to TCPIP, if that is 
available. This is useful for those running the program with a TCPIP 
connection only. 

5) Statusbar. Range, Proximity Alarms, Bulletins, and Search strings set up 
a text variable that is displayed when you move the mouse cursor over the 
statusbar of the main window. Example - do a Range function. The results 
will appear in the statusbar. When the program sees the mouse move OFF the 
statusbar, it will revert to normal display. Move it back onto the 
statusbar will again show the most recent data. 

6) The Telemetry page has an additional "Text" column. This column attempts 
to show the origin of the telemetry packet. Current items for this column 
include, KPC-3+, Mic-E, and MIM. 

7) A new list has been added that looks at the TO field of received packets.

The first presentation, by Lyle 
Johnson, WA7GXD, will focus on the upcoming RUDAK digital communications 
system scheduled to fly on the AMSAT Phase 3D satellite in the near future. 
Lyle will discuss features, systems design, integration, and experiments. 


The goal of the presentation is to zero in on the communications 
capabilities of RUDAK, the performance to be expected from the 153k6 PSK 
system, the limitations and capacities of the DSP modems, user requirements 
for receiving RUDAK, requirements for transmitting to RUDAK, and how 
amateurs can work to make ground operations a reality once the satellite is 
in operation. Information on how to submit a proposal for experimental 
time on RUDAK will be presented. The second presentation will be by Tim 
Shepard, KD1IKY, regarding "Packet Radio Networks with Millions or Billions 
of Stations." This talk will present concepts and materials that make you 
think about different possibilities of networking in the future. Both 
Lyle's and Tim's presentations focus on different aspects of future digital 
communications possibilities.

I have made a major shift in philosophy in further development of APRSdos. 
APRS was designed and will always focus on real-time tactical 
communications. These are limited local events, usually with only 

a few dozen stations. Nothing will detract from that primary objective. 


The problem is that 99.9% of the time APRS is used to just monitor 144.39 
where hundreds of stations appear, especially during band openings. To 
date, I have tried to balance the need for all of the real-time tactical 
functions while still trying to provide enough room to monitor over 100 
stations during routine benign monitoring. But I am out of room! 


SOLUTION: Thus, I have spun off a new version of APRSdos called APRSmax. 
By removing some little used features such as DF, 3D, and Altnets, APRSmax 
will be able to monitor up to 230 stations during routine operations. 
Conversly, I can now reduce the size of the P-LIST arrays in the 

full-up version of APRSdos and have some room for more features that are 
important at special events. THus, APRSdos will always be FULL-FUNCTION. 
Its only limitation will be how many stations it can retain on the P-list. 
Thus, I will no longer be squeezed by the one-for-one competition 

between features and number of stations. With this split functionality, I 
can also now spin off other special versions of APRSdos as follows: 


APRS820 - Full up APRS. All functions. Captures 120 stations 

APRSmax - Less 3D, DF, Altnets, etc. Captures 230 stations 

APRSdr - Special version for automatic dead-reckoning of race 
objects about a race course. 


And more. These three are now posted @tapr.org in the directory: 
tapr/SIG/aprssig/files/dosstuff£/APRSdos 

xxx The new command CONTROLS-FILTERS-LIMIT now allows you to limit the 

number of stations by rejecting all packets coming via very long DIGI 

paths. This limit is adjustable and thus allows you to run APRSdos 


without filling up your P-LIST with stations hundreds of miles away. 


xxx APRSdr has been around for a long time, but it needed to be updated to 
the current APRSdos environment and features. 


xxx In 820, I finished all the MILEMARKERS for all states that I could. 
States I cannot do until someone goes and gets the LAT/LONG of the 


key milemarkers are: CA,CT,FL,GA,MA,ME,NH,NY,PA,VT

APRS+SA v@.9.20 Release Notes. 
Many changes: 


1) Queuing routine completely rewritten. This controls most transmissions 
of data, both RF and TCPIP. Ctrl-Alt-Shift-Q will display the Queue, but 
you will not be able to do much with it. But it will show multiple ACKS 
when they occur or when a Posit is transmitted from a station that has been 
IGated. 


2) ACKS - the program will generate multiple ACKS for messages received from 
through multiple digipeater hops. Note that the number of hops is 
determined by the first packet heard for a given message. Note that this in 
not new for APRS+SA. What is new is that the multiple ACKS are spaced 

10 seconds apart. This is experimental. 


3) IGated Acks - the program will transmit 2 Acks for all gated Acks, these 
spaced 10 seconds apart. This in hope to improve through put of message 
Acks. This is experimental, and may be removed later. 


4) MAPS - A number of new maps have been created. One is a dedicated 
Digipeater Map. And 4 "By Icon" maps are possible. Also, 5 new Weather 
only maps have been created. The Wind Direction map will have map notes 
with the "tail" pointing in the direction of the wind 


5) MAP MOP Files - Map Options are now available for all map types. All 
maps will be drawn with the map NAME followed by a + and either A or B. 
Example: WindSpeed+A.SA5. The MOP file associated with this map will be 


WindSpeed.MOP. If WindSpeed.MOP is not defined, then MapOptions.MOP will be 
used. It MapOptions.MOP is not defined, then the current values for the Map 
Options will be used. Whew. Map Options now include Map "Instance". This 
means which Instance of SA that a map will be directed to. The default is 2 
which means, NOT the one you might be zooming in on, but you can specify 1 
if you wish. The program now supports 4 instances. This is artificially 
limited. More could be used, but this eats up more RAM, etc. 4 instances 
for now. 


6) Setup-Lists. A new list has been created: Gate Object based on object 
Icon. Also, the Gate Callsign function has a new "switch" to enable or 
disable this function. 


7) Trayicon is now in "native" code and does not require the OCX. An 
uninstall 

batch file has been included to remove the v0.9.19 OCX. Execute the batch 
file, Uninstall0919.bat. 


8) Messages and Objects can now be transmitted in NEW APRS message format. 
This will be the default state, but in this state, old versions of APRS will 
not decode the message or object 


9) Messages - transmission of messages can now be either sequential or in 
parallel. In sequential, if a message gets "stuck", it will hold up all the 
following messages. This is added in concession to APRSdos which does 
sequential message transmission. I'd prefer to sort on receive, but need 
more message info, this is why the message numbers are now 4 digit with 
APRS+SA.Remember, you can manually sort messages in the InBox by 

using drag and drop 


10) Coordinates. The map datum of APRS is WGS84. APRS+SA now supports 
entry of coordinates in any of 122 map datums in degrees, degrees/minutes, 
degrees/minutes/seconds, and now in UTM. This applies to your current 
position, Map Centers, and Objects. Map Datums are recorded in Datum.TXT. 
You can add more datum's as needed. Be sure the parameters are correct. 
Not all map datums have been tested. I use the Defense Mapping Agency's 
program MADTRAN as a benchmark for my Datum and UTM transforms. The 
Datum list is from the University of Texas. There is also a new menu on 
the Position, History and Object pages called Coordinates. This can be 
used to review a station's coordinates in a different Datum other then 
WGS84 and in UTM or Degrees, Degrees/Minutes, or Degrees/Minutes/Seconds. 
Also from the coordinate window, you can locate the entered coordinate. 
Note that if you change either the Lat/Long or UTM coordinates, click the 
appropriate convert button to get the UTM or Lat/Long equivalents. There is 
also a new Coordinate Convertion menu item under Shortcuts. 


11) APRServe Logon and Auto-Reconnect has been changed. The program will 
now do connects in the "back ground". The keyboard remains active during 


attempted connects to APRServe. Also, if a connect fails, the program will 
automatically go to the next server in the list. Also, is connection gets 
dropped, the next server in the list will be tried. If the PPP connection 
stays open, APRS+SA will try and try and try to keep the connection open.

If you like neat projects, this one is fun and needed. If you can write 
software of any kind, please read: 


There is an opportunity for someone to improve our HF performance by a 
factor of TEN OR MORE with no change in the protocol! Since we have the 
APRServe system to distribute packets, all we need is ONE OR TWO good HF 
receive sites to run some special software to use intelligence to pull the 
weak sigs out of the noise and then digi them for all the rest of us! 

Here is how: 


APRS uses 300 baud on HF packet. Packets are typically 100 bytes long or 
about 800 bits and take 3 seconds to transmit. Lets use W7LUS our 18 
wheel vagabond as an example: 


W7LUS-14>APRS ,ECHO, GATE, WIDE, WIDE: @021234z/LAT/LONG$CSE/SPD... 


This packet is ONLY received if there is not a single bit error in all 800 
bits! Thus we need about 10-3 bit error rate or better or we get NOTHING. 
Most of the time HF is worse than this... 

There are several things we can do to improve this: 


1) Make packets shorter... 
2) Allow some errors and fix em or ignore em... 


STEP1. GATE-ALL. Each digi field actually takes 7 bytes even for short 
calls. AND we want all HF packets widely distributed anyway, so why not 
drop ALL the digi fields. THis saves 4*7 or 28 bytes for a 28% 


improvement! The special software then just always GATES to VHF and the 
internet using his local path. Done. Easy. 


STEP2. Error DETECTION: Of the 72 bytes remaining, MANY are not really 
important. Just keep the last 3 copies of all POSITS for all HF stations 


and compare each new one to the old one! Lets look at the separate fields: 


FROM CALL: Easy to compare slight garbled call to known mobiles 


TOCALL: Errors ok. Doesnt matter in APRS 

DIGIS: Errors ok. If it aint GATE or WIDE, than make it so 
DATE/TIME: Ignore it. Use local time 

LAT/LONG. Compare to last known position and time since. if posit 


is within dead reckoned estimate, accept it. If way off, 
fix obvious errors. Of DDDMM.HHN then you can do the 
following: Ignore HH errors if any 
DDd should probably be same as before 
DMM is critical. Use DR and best guess 
N,S,E,W are easy to guess if in error 
ICON SYMBOL Just assume same as last packet if different 


CSE CSE should be within +/- 90 degrees or so of last one 
or just ignore it 
SPD SPD should be less than 70 MPH or ignore it... 


COMMENTS just acccept as is. But put [FIXED] on end so we 
all know that it is a "fixed" posit. 


Now, summing all this up, it looks to me that we could easly make 

sense out of packets with 1 error (doubled our success rate) or 

2 errors (quadrupled our success rate) or even 4 errors (8 times success 
rate) or even 8 errors (16 times better than we currently do!) 


Ox another way, is that out of 100 bytes, we only need the 6 bytes of 
..DMM...DMM for LAT/LONG to be more or less error free. or only 6 % of 
the bytes. THus, a 16 fold improvement in "procesing gain". 


Anyone can accept error packets by just turning PASSALL ON in your TNC. 


CAUTION!!! DO not do this unless you write the special code outlined 
above, or you will be destroying the integrity of "error-free" packet 
which is assumed to exist throughout the entire APRS network. One digi or 
gate with PASSALL ON can destroy APRS.. Dont do it. Unless you llike 
this idea and ar willing to write some neat code... 


You can write this in Basic or anything. All you are doing is messing 
around with the bytes out of the TNC. Then turning around and 
transmitting them via another TNC on to VHF for the rest of the world to 
see! [DO NOT USE the VHF port of an HF TNC with PASSALL ON because the 
VHF port will gate ERROR FILLED PACKETS TO VHF and cause a mess. You 
must use two separate TNC's] 


Any one wanna play with this? I would love to do it, but already got too 
many other APRS projects to work on.. I wouild prefer that this be 
written stand alone to run on an old DOS machine so it can sit in the 
closet and just do the job...

KK The APRS HF Network is for HF mobiles and stations KKKK 
xxxx It is GATED to VHF nets as a courtesy because the VERY SLOW xxxx 
xxx*x HF traffic can easily be accomodated in the 1200 baud VHF nets xxx 
KK The reverse, VHF => to HF must be avoided... KKK 


Its time for the periodic warning to all APRS users that the HF net can be 
killed if VHF users try to go backwards from VHF to HF. HF at 300 baud 
can only handle about 100 users at one packet every 30 minutes. That is 
it. ANy more and the throughput goes to zero with constant collisions. 


There are over 5000 people on VHF all over the country. If only ONE 
PERSON IN 100 or only 1% of APRS users decide to use a VHF to HF gateway, 
then the HF net becomes CLOGGED AND USELESS TO EVERYONE. 


Please remember these guidelines: 


1) Unless your station is actively involved in something of NATIONAL 
interest, do NOT use a path on VHF that includes GATE ever. 


2) Do NOT use any VHF=>GATE path for WX stations or digipeaters! 


3) Do NOT use any VHF=>GATE path for local mobils 


4) If you are on a big trip, traveling cross country, and need to 
communicate and do not have HF, then you might consider adding your QRM to 
the very fragile and narrowband HF network. 


5) Listen before you transmit if possible. Listen to 10151 LSB and do 
NOT use a VHF-HF path if the channel is more than 50% full... 
(statistically, an APRS frequency must be clear 67% of the time to avoid a 
reduction of throughput due to collisions.) 


6) Read my HF.TXT in the APRSdos README directory...

Subject: Leonids Meteor Shower APRS TEST 


The Leonids Meteor Shower in next week (17-18 Nov) will be an excellent 
opportunity to experiment with MS on 2 meters using very brief Grid Square 
packets. During the Persieds in 1995, APRS stations recorded over 18 DX 
packets on 2m of paths between 600 to 1200 miles. This year we can do 
much better for two reasons. 


1) There are far more APRS stations on the air 

2) Since all of APRS has QSY'ed to 144.39 in most areas of the 
country, this leaves 145.79 available for a QRM free 
Meteor shower 2m packet frequency! 


PACKET FORMATS: The best packet is one of the APRS formats so that other 
statons will instantly plot you on their maps. All packets should be 
transmitted as UI packets. Here are several APRS formats using my station 
and my gridsquare of FM19DX as an example. 


WB4APR>FM19DX: ] - [Bob This is the Grid-In-TO format XMTed by APRSdos 
in MS mode. It will be plotted by all other 
APRS stations and all versions of APRS software 


TNC-ONLY: This grid-in-to format can be sent by any non- 
Kantronics TNC by setting the UNPROTO to your 
gridsquare and setting BText to ]-[xxxx... 
Then set B E 1... for 10 second XMT rate. 


WB4APR>BEACON: [FM19DX]Bob This format can be placed in Kantronics TNC 
BText and sent every 1 minute with B E 1. 
It is longer, and infrequent , but it will be 
decoded by all stations. 


WB4APR>FM19DxX: This is the same as Grid-in-to and can be sent 
by any TNC by setting UNPROTO to your GRIDSQ 
and then going to CONVERSE and hitting ENTER 
key as often as you like! See timing below: 
It is the shortest possible position packet! 


NOTE: THis format will NOT AUTOMATICALLY BE RECEIVED 
by other APRS stations unless they are in the 
Meteor scatter or GRID-IN-TO mode or have their 
FILTERS set to receive all packets. 


APRSdos alt-S-FORMATS-MSCATTER MODE: This mode configures your station 
to receive GRID-IN-TO packets and to TRANSMIT them for 15 seconds 
continuous according to the regional timing plan. If you have less than 
50 watts and dont want to QRM other locals, do not set APRSdos to 

MS format but set alt-S-FORMAT to grid-in-to. This way you can reveive 
MS packets. Both of these automatically set your FILTER to OTHER... 


PATHS: Do not set your UNPROTO to anything. We dont want to see any 
digipeaters here! 


TIMING: To organize transmitting an reception periods for this test, the 
USA is divided into 4 regions. Each will transmit for 15 seconds and then 
listen for the remaining 45 seconds Starting with the Northeast at 00 
seconds followed by the SEast at 15 seconds and then the SWest at 30 
seconds and then the NWest at 45 seconds of each minute. All of this 
timing is built into APRSdos if you are running alt-S-FORMATS-MScatter 
mode. 


ICONS: The ]-[ is the HOUSE Icon. Use ]Y[ if you are using a Yagii, or 
]'{ if using a dish, or any of the other hundred APRS icons... 


BEAMING: Point your beam at one of the other 3 quadrants and go for it! 


STATION REQUIREMENTS: Although some MS packets have been seen on OMNI 
antennas, these are very rare. Usually about 10 dB gain from a beam is 
required to receive these weak packets. Transmitting stations should run 
as much power as possible. ANything less than 100 watts will have to be 
very lucky. 


FREQUENCY: All stations participating should operate on 145.79 except in 
SOuthern California where 145.79 is still the main APRS channel. So here 
are the recommendations: 


ALL USA (not SoCal): Operate MS on 145.79 for the duration of the 
event. You may even hear SoCal regulars... 


Southern California: 1) Try to listen on 145.79 for weak MS packets 
amidst the local QRM. Dont transmit 15 sec 
key-down on 145.79 or you will make enemies... 

2) Transmit high power on 144.39 and hope that 
someone in the rest of the USA will hear you. 
(But only accidentally, since the serious 
MS stations will all be over on 145.79). 

BUT you will make BIG enemies locally of the 
ATV people that use 144.39 

3) Listen on 144.39 for weak DX packets from all 
the rest of the USA on APRS that are NOT 
participating in MS on 145.79 


If you run APRS, see the METEORS.TXT file included in all the README 
files for more details. TEST beforehand. The APRSdos MScatter mode has 
not been used much in the last 3 years, so I hope it still works!

Up for a challenge? 


Finally hooked the kids computers to mine via the spare 2 conductors in 
the phone lines and running them in ZIP-LAN mode so they can see 
everything I see and can send messages back and forth to each other an me. 


What quickly became apparent was that they need a challenge to keep their 
interest (ages 9 and 11). I found myself posing questions like, find 
Grandma's house. How far is it to school? Find the White House. Where 
is W7LUS-14? I found it hard to keep ahead of them. Which lead to the 
following idea. 


If you have seen the educational Board game, or kids TV show called "where 
in the world is Carman SanDiego" you can see that it could almost be 
played on APRS. If someone wanted to take on the challenge to prepare a 
"game" like scenario, it might be useful for us parents to get the kids 
intersted in learning at least the fundamental operations of APRS. 


THoughts: I'm not talking about code-writing, but simply writing a 
"scavenger hunt" kind of TEXT file to lead the kids through "discovery" of 
the world about them (using APRS as a tool only)... 


1) THere might need to be a few age-levels of play and challenges 

2) It will probably need to be version specific (one for DOS, 
Mac/Win,etc) 

3) For APRSdos for example, there might be one for each of my major MAP 
distros (so the little ones dont have to MCC between maplsits). One for 
the EAS area, one for the WES and so forth... 

4) Dont overlook math challenges for the older age group such as "Put the 
Concord on the map at DULLES airport flying south west at 700 KTs, when 
will it arrive in Dallas?... How fast is that in MPH? KPH? 


I know the DOS maps are sketchy, but so is a 2 foot square BOARD game. If 
you need me to add any national or historical landmarks to any of my 
standard maps, ia am MORE than happy to do so... Just give me exact 
LAT/LONGS it will help the APRS mobile tourists too. 


A lot of people want to play with APRS and contribute something. Those of 
you with kids might find this fun. 


Two other recent experiences fueled this idea: 


1) Having finally bought a Win98 PC for the family for XMAS and opened up 
a free trial AOL account, it only took me about 1 hour to cancel the whole 
thing. The last thing I want my kids doing is playing games over a phone 
line and visiting CHAT rooms! Also, I visited a chat room and was 
discusted. It was worse than here on this sig (grin... only kidding)... 


2) A Naval Academy Alumni called yesterday and wanted to come buy and 
visit the Radio Club. He talked of the good ole days when he was there. I 
admitted to him that the club is virtually dead. As the FIRST official 
extra curricular activity at the Academy back in the 1930's, it was once a 
high visibility group. When I came here in 1983 we had as many as 30 
students and most were licensed (out of a student body of 4000). Since 
then I have seen a steady decline to where we only have 4 or 5 interested 
and only 2 have licenses. 


I feel that I/we must do something or my kids will not know the joy I have 
had in a wonderfull hobby...

W2EV has suggested the following simple method for running PACKET 

Meteor Scatter (Jan 2-4 Quads) for stations without APRS.. For the next 
two nights, consider setting up your packet station as you go to bed and 
leave it on all night to see what you collect by noon the next day: 


Freqs 145.79 MHz (2 day test ONLY! This is the future Mir/ISS freq!) 
53.53 MHz (PropNet Freq (uses APRS to see band openings) 


For those with KPC3's with ROM 8.2 or above... or PacComms of 4.0 or 
better do RESTORE command to get back to factory defaults. The 
following are KPC3 specific, but similar commmands will set up the 
PacComm TNC's. 


1) Do the autobaud to get your baudrate set...

The following will happen: 

Once every 5-seconds, your TNC will send a packet with your gridsquare in 
APRS format so you will automatically show up on APRS maps. If any other 
similarly configured station hears your packet, it will SUBSTITUE its 
MYCALL in place of your TRACE digipeater field so that you can see WHO 
heard you and digipeated it BACK via the same Meteor burn! You will need 
to keep a dumb terminal program running to capture any such responses. 


And/Or a simple MHEARD will provide you with a list of the last 10 DX 
callsigns copied (or local if you have others in your area playing, 
too). 


Ev, W2EV 


All previous APRS meteor scatter tests have assumed blind transmissions 
and hopeful QSL's after the fact. This idea by Ev, takes advantage of the 
instant digipeat and CALLSIGN-SUBSTITUTION of the current KPC3 and PacComm 
APRS compatible TNC's so that you will see YOUR OWN SUCCESSES in real time 
and you will know WHAT station digipeated you! Neat idea Ev! 


If you dont have one of these modern TNC's, then you wont digipeat anyone, 
but you can still do it and others may see you and QSL here... And you 
may capture some packets too. 


METEOR SCATTER works best with high power and beams. Point your beam at 
the horizon towards a major population area about 600 to 1000 miles away. 
You WILL capture something if others are playing. During the Leonids, 
over 37 stations copied over 48 such packets over paths of 600 to 1100 
miles.

MIR/APRS SCHOOL Club Roundup 


The annual ARRL School Club Roundup (SCR) event runs from 8 to 13 
Feb 1999 and has the objective to get as many SCHOOLS on the air as 
possible (all bands all modes). Coincidentally, the Space station MIR's 
orbit during that week is over the USA during school hours and so makes an 
ideal opportunity for the students to participate in satellite 
communications as well. 


As part of the ongoing APRS/MIR/School experiments, MIREX Dr. Larson 
has endorsed the maximum participation of all schools to use the MIR 
digipeater to exchange communications between schools during this week 
long event (do not connect to MIR). APRS style (UI) operations can handle 
as many as 100 stations per pass, so any school with a 2 meter FM radio, 
omni whip antenna and a TNC should be successful on 145.985 MHz. The 
APRS/MIR portion of this event is NOT A CONTEST, but an opportunity for 
students and schools to learn about space communications.

1) New Profile page in Setup. This includes entries for Power, Height and 
Gain (PHG) and a number of other parameters. All parameters except PHG, can 
be queried remotely by sending a directed message. All default parameters 
can be queried directly from the Send Message window via the ?Query? button. 
These parameters can be queried by prior versions off all APRS programs by 
sending the appropriate ?query? text in a standard APRS message. The 
following Queries are directly support in v0.9.22. 


?NAME? Name 

?LOC? Location 

P?EMAIL? Email address 
?HTTP? Home web page 
?TAC? Tactical Callsign 


Also included on the Profile page is a edit box for entering additional 
profile strings. Each line is a unique entry and the first word on a line 
contains the query key. Sending ?PROFILE? will return a list of all 
available profile keys. And entry may be like the following: 

ARC Loma Linda University Amateur Radio Club 


The Query key is ?ARC?. The key can be "discovered" by sending ?PROFILE? 


Additionally, the file Data.txt is also supported in the same manner as the 
Profile page. Data.txt can be generated automatically by a concurrently 
running process. The keys and data content can be queried by sending 
?DATA?. 


Note, the text in "?query?" is case independent. ?QUERY? is the same as 
?Query?. Also note, that all ?QUERY? packets generated do not have line 
numbers, and are not queued for automatic repeat transmissions as are the 
responses. Profile text parameters are considered low priority messages. 
APRS+SA v0922 will respond to queries that do have line numbers that may 
come from older versions of APRS+SA or other APRS programs. 


2) Tactical Callsigns. Tactical callsigns have been enhanced to support 
remote definition of tactical callsigns. To transmit your Tactical callsign 
so other APRS+SA stations can see your tactical callsign, send a message to 
TACTICAL, in the message body, place you Tactical callsign. To set the 
tactical call of a stand alone tracker, send a message to TACTICAL and in 
the message body enter: CALLSIGN:TAC_CALLSIGN. Example: If my stand alone 
tracker is KH2Z-14 and my desired tactical callsign is "Brent". Senda 
message to TACTICAL and in the message body place KH2Z-14:Brent. Tactical 
callsigns can be queried also by sending ?TAC?. 


Note: the to callsign of TACTICAL must be capitalized. 


3) Drop down boxes with predefined text values are now supported for several 
items. These include the Posit text, Status text and Auto-Answer text 
values. The underlying text files are PositText.txt, StatusText.txt and 
AutoAnswer.txt. These file names are shown in ToolTips if you need to 
remember them later for editing. 


4) If you are connected to the Internet, a new ?Query? item will appear on 
the Send Message window. These include links to QRZ for callsign data 
lookup, and an Internet map, centered on the location of the callsign in 
entered in the TO call of the Send Message window, if there is a current 
Posit. There is also support for 3 HTML templates, 2 of which are provided. 
These are called Template1.htm and template2.htm. The templates have 
replaceable variables that can be entered in the HTML text. When APRS+SA 
loads the Template, it will replace the parameters by the appropriate 
values. Valid variable names are: call, lat, long, mycall, mylat, mylong. 
In the HTML template enter #call# for call, #lat# for lat, etc. Latitude 
and Longitude are in decimal degrees. Case is important, use only lowercase. 
The first supplied template resembles the maps returned in the APRS+SA web 
server and by APRServe. The second template provides links to Topomaps and 
to APRServe's maps. The idea is, you can create your own template for 
Internet queries. Let us all know what you create! 


5) APRS+SA now supports Text-to-speech as provided by Microsoft's Agent. 


To enable text to speech in APRS+SA v0.9.22, you need the following files 
available from Microsoft.

You also need the TV_ENUA.EXE file. This is the Text to Speech Engine.

Install them in order, then from the main menu on APRS+SA, click the 
Speech - Enable menu item. APRS+SA will use the wave file names entered on 
the Sounds page of setup just as the WAV events used the contents of the 
wave files. For example, is you have Update.wav entered for playback on 
tracking updates, Agent will say "Update". Note that if you do not have 
DirectX v6 installed on your computer, Agent and WAV events will compete for 
the wave player on your computer. First one there wins. You can disable 
WAV events on the Sounds page of setup if desired. 2 additional checkbox 
items are now provided on the Sounds page, these are called "Speak". They 
are available for Tracking, Bulletins and Messages. For the last 2, Agent 
will read out the bulletin or message. For tracking, Agent will read out 
the Range and bearing to the tracked station. 


6) A new Applications Programming Interface (API) has been added to APRS+SA 
to support external program that may want to create and send messages, 
objects and other possibilities. One such program, called DOSAP, written by 
Bill Vodall, WA7NWP, has mechanisms to generate objects to track Satellites, 
among other things.

Subject: APRS Emergency Planning 


I recently posted a message to the SIG explaining how APRS attempts to 
maintain a "net-cycle" time of 30 minutes during benign operations and a 
10 minute net-cycle time during local or dynamic emergency operations so 
that users can have a common expectation about the latency of data on 
their screens. Mark Sproul, WinAPRS, sent me a message supporting this 
philosophy so now it can become a common denominator for normal APRS 
planning. 


Thus, those of you who write emergency operations plans can include these 
defaults in your planning documents. WinARPS allows the user to set any 
rate at any time. But, since the change between 30 minutes 

and 10 minutes in APRSdos is automatically adjusted based on the length 
of the PATH, these plans should be aware of this in recommending path 
lengths for emergency operations. 


APRSdos will switch to 10 minute rate on direct and one-hop packets. If 
you need more hops and still also need the 10 minute rate, you must 
override this by manually editing the CFIG8xx.APR file in your root 
directory. THe default is 30 minutes (1800 seconds). But please 
remember to return it to the 1800 second rate for benign operations.

No member of a list should now have an excuse for not knowing how to 
unsubscribe from the list. Each message contains information on how to 
subscribe as well as unsubscribe. To unsubscribe, just send to the unique 
address shown in your message. 


HOLD ON BOUNCED E-MAIL 

When people's email addresses go bad (for instance, they change to another 
Internet Service Provider) each email message sent to their old address 
bounces back to lists.tapr.org. In the past, this was a huge management 
issue for myself and a few other on the tapr list server. Lyris will now 
analyze the bounces and determine who is causing them. If a member's email 
address appears to be invalid for 5 days in a row, Lyris automatically 
disables that participant's membership on the system, so that 
lists.tapr.org no longer sends them mail. 


When a user is placed on hold, we will send the user an email message 
indicating that this has occurred, as well as a copy of the most recent 
error message received. This notification message, if the user receives it, 
can be very helpful to the user in determining why their email was being 
rejected by their mail system. 


In such a case, send the "“unhold" command to the List Server address, and 
Lyris will return any "held" subscriptions back to "normal." The format of 
the unhold command is: 


email to: lyris@lists.tapr.org 
subject: unhold 


500K Message Limit on most open lists 

We have implemented a 500K message size limit on the open lists. This 
should catch most of the huge posts that get made. If this limit needs to 
be changed, the list manager can change the setting for that list. 


MESSAGE FILTER 

Lyris looks for a lot of things in the message that might indicate 
something not meant to be sent to the list. Like the word TEST or 
UNSUBSCRIBE in the Subject line. If you send a message to the list server 
that it thinks is a ‘suspect' message and it isn't, just change the word or 
line and please resubmit. 


While this might cause a problem now and then for the average user, it 
saves a lot of posting of messages that shouldn't be making it to the list. 


CONCLUSION 

Moving to a new list package has been on our upgrade to do list for some 
time. Thanks to member support, TAPR has been able to make this upgrade a 
reality. We feel that this new package will greatly help expand our 
capabilities while also reducing the amount of work that it took to keep 
the previous list package running correctly. 


I am in the midst of developing a new web site along with several other new 
items that should make using and getting information from the TAPR.ORG site 
much easier.

MIR/APRS SCHOOL Club Roundup 


The annual ARRL School Club Roundup (SCR) event runs from 8 to 13 
Feb 1999 and has the objective to get as many SCHOOLS on the air as 
possible (all bands all modes). Coincidentally, the Space station MIR's 
orbit during that week is over the USA during school hours and so makes an 
ideal opportunity for the students to participate in satellite 
communications as well. 


As part of the ongoing APRS/MIR/School experiments, MIREX Dr. Larson 
has endorsed the maximum participation of all schools to use the MIR 
digipeater to exchange communications between schools during this week 
long event (do not connect to MIR). APRS style (UI) operations can handle 


as many as 100 stations per pass, so any school with a 2 meter FM radio, 
omni whip antenna and a TNC should be successful on 145.985 MHz. The 
APRS/MIR portion of this event is NOT A CONTEST, but an opportunity for 
students and schools to learn about space communications. 


Everyone is encouraged to contact a local school science teacher and 
schedule a time period during that week when you can help set up and/or 
operate a school club station. Even if you cannot transmit for some 
reason, the LIVE MIR downlink is always visible on the Naval Academy's 
MIREX web page:

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Well until 10 minutes ago, there was an APRSat called NATSWEB 
scheduled for Launcher integration in 2 days and launch in 3 weeks. 
We have been working almost around the clock since XMAS when we were 
offered a free Launch if we could build a fully qualified satellite 
in 6 weeks..... We did! 


Here is what it had: 


A launch to geostationary transfer orbit on the equator at 36,000 km 
APogee by 660 km perogee that would give 12 hour a day coverage to anyone 
anywhere (except the poles). The mission was to provide an APRS mobile 
position and status reporting link from mobiles anywhere back into the 
internet linked worldwide APRS infrastructure. Our satellite consisted 
of: 


TWO DIGIPEATERS: 

Two completely separate but identical KPC-3+ TNC's and 2 meter radios. 
One was on a vertical whip and one on a horizontal whip. Power out was a 
whoping 10 watts each! Since these were omni antennas and we had no 
attitude control, 2 meters was the only option. (70 cm requires 9 

more DB for both up and downlinks). Each digipeater was backed up with a 
failsafe timer circuit that would power-cycle the TNC's if there was no 


PTT activity in over a minute. Kantronics had burned us a pair of ROMS 
with our defaults, so we came up ready to go after each power cycle. 
We also added a touch tone reset circuit as an added precaution. 


POWER SYSTEM and STRUCTURE: 

Each system had its own battery and 6 solar panels for nearly 100% sun 
illumination. One of the TNC remote control lines on each TNC was used to 
cross connect the power systems in case one system failed; then we 

could use its battery for the other one. Dr Bill Clapp at Weber State in 
Ogden UTAH was doing the power systems, and we at the Naval Academy were 
doing the COMM package. We would attach to a 9 foot by 3 foot square open 
box truss made out of 3000 lbs of steel built by Boeing as their dummy 
mass. This mass was a vibration mass test unit never intended for launch, 
but since there were no other payloads, it became the prime payload. 
Unfortunately for us, it was painted all WHITE, so its average 
termperature would be a very cold -60 deg C. We were using a thermal 
insulator and then thermal coatings on our boxes to achieve a nice 0 to 30 
deg C operating temperature for us. This thermal design was a non-trivial 
exercise! 


TELEMETRY: We used the LEDS ON/OFF switch in the TNC to switch the 5 
available analog inputs to two banks of sensors, 4 currents, 4 
temperatures, battery voltage and RF power out. This for each system. 
Thus a total of 20 telemetry values from our off-the-shelf KPC-3+'s! 
(This satellite has no other command/control system other than the 
TNC's). 


LINK BUDGET: ANyone could hit the digipeaters with a 160W mobile amp and 
a mobile antenna (optimized for peak power up at an angle of about 40 
degrees) (36,000 km is a long way away). Anyone could hear the 

downlink with an OSCAR-10 class station. But the intent was to just have 
a half dozen permanent ground stations feed the downlink into the APRServe 
network. THus, eveyone everywhere could see all satellite mobiles via the 
existing APRS worldwide infrastructure. 


UPLINK: One uplink was on 144.39 since it was already authorized over the 
entire North American continent. And since target mobiles would be 
radiating mostly upward and all other terrestrial users would be radiating 
on their horizons, we calculated we could get a 10 to 16 dB SNR so that 
the mobiles would be heard above all other users. (AMSAT also gave us a 
possible alternate uplink in the amateur satelltie segment in case APRS 
caught on in Europe where 144.39 is a meteor scatter freq.) 


DOWNLINK: We could also downlink on 144.39 just fine, since with 6 ground 
stations all listening all the time and feeding their combined signal into 
APRServe, the chance that all 6 stations would have local QRM at any 
instant is 0.01 %, this gave us a 99.99% probability of success on every 
packet. AND our signal from 36,000 km would be so weak to all other APRS 


users, they would not even be able to hear it except with a beam antenna 
pointed UP... THus we could operate fully on 144.39. BUT 144.39 asa 
space downlink is not politically correct in the gentlemens agreement to 
keep all such activity in the AMSAT segment, and would cause discontent in 
Europe. This is the primary reason we had completely dual redundant 
systems. One for North America, and one for Europe if APRS caught on over 
there. 


But alas, the STATE DEPARTMENT just killed us! Our FREE ride was on the 
launch of a totally passive dummy 3,000 1b MASS being launched to test the 
SEA LAUNCH system. SInce the launch will be in international waters, 
using a Russian Rocket, on a scandanavian ship with system integration by 
Boeing, BOEING had to get a Technology Export License from the State 
Department for the Launch (This takes months if not years!). Now, since 
Boeing was going to add us (an active payload) to their dummy mass, STATE 
DEPARTEMNT said NO. They say, "this is a change to your export license 
which will have to be modified and resubmitted." 


Boeing was actually getting excited about our system, since it wouild give 
them attitude and temperature information which they had no other means 
for getting from their totally passive mass. Integration of our NATSweb 
satellite was on their work plan for integration and they have had 
engineers working with us in preparation for the clean room evolution for 
the last month. 


Boeing has been fighting for us now for a month trying to convince State 
Department that this is a trivial change and that it doesnt need this kind 
of bureaucratic process. But with their BILLION$$$ launch on line and 
only weeks away, you can see why they cannot re-do their paperwork (which 
has been the subject of lots of State Department oversight of late) just 
for our $2000 attachment. SO here, friday afternoon, we are bumped. 

And their 3000 chunk of steel goes to orbit (for hundreds of years) 

with no telemetry system at all.. 


But we DO now have a satellite READY TO GO for the next opportunity! 
(anyone know of another free launch...?) 


OH YES, it also had a NASA modified GPS unit attached to one of the TNC's 
so that we could see how well GPS worked from space! ARGH!

working 16 hour days since XMAS and sleeping here overnight in the office 
about 30% of the time...

Sorry for so much bandwidth today... But 


I have wanted to build many portable digis in 3 inch PVC pipe with an HT, 
but the doggone KPC-3 (with built in analog temelemtry for monitoring the 
battery) just WONT fit in anything I can think of that has a nice form 
factor that couples easily to a PVC pipe for hanging in a tree... 


But I found it! and then realized it was always there in front of me... 

I found a 7 inch diameter by 6 inch squatty thick plastic container with a 
small throat that is meant to be stuck into a handwash dispenser upside 
down. But one inch from the top and the bottom, the diameter decreases by 
about 1/16th of an inch in the middle section. If you cut it at 

either of these transitions, (to put the TNC inside) then the top (or the 
bottom) will then nicely slide OVER the cut to form a very nice and sturdy 
rain proof joint. One round of a weather proof tape and you have a 
perfect enclosure that you can couple to PVC pipe for a completely sealed 
unit. 


THen I realized that since you are going to cut it in the middle, ANY 
large plastic round container with these 1/16th changes in diameter can be 
cut the same way to any length! A clorox bottle comes to mind... Here is 
a sketch (not to scale)

In mine, both of these fits are tight and self holding. Tape keeps the 
Tornadoes from pulling it apart. 


The upside down mounting option makes a nice looking "GPS-unit-on-a-pole" 
type enclosure... 


P.S. the KPC-3 needs a 7.4 inch inside diameter to lie flat, or a 5.5 inch 


to stick up-n-down. But the HT will fit beside it, so you only need a 1/2 
inch PVC antenna pipe instead of a heavy 3 inch one. 


It still makes a nice target for hunters tho. SO invest in some good 
camoflauge paint...

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Lee asked about message HOT keys for easy use while driving: 
Answer. ITS IN THERE... 


APRSdos can "copy" any existing message to any user just by hitting a 


single digit line number instead of typing in a message. It will then 
copy that old message to the new one. THus you can tell everyone new that 
you see the same thing you told the last guy! Just hit F2, then 1, then 
ENTER. These 3 keys will repeat message number 1 to the newest person you 
just got a message from... 


To make it easy, you can preload these messages before the trip and send 
them to "MSG". This tells APRSdos not to waste air time by transmitting 
these, but it will keep them on your SEND page so that you can copy them 
as needed as you drive with only 3 key strokes. 


Actually, there are 5 special TOCALLS in APRSdos: 


1) REPLY: If this is the first message, it will be your autoanswer msg 
2) MSG: These messages go nowhere, but are useful for preloading 
3) LOG: These messages go nowhere except to your LOG file, good 

for logging things at a special event. (LOG must be enabled) 
4) BLN#..: Used to send Bulletins that decay after an hour or so 
5) BLNA..: Used to send Bulletins that linger forever... 


All of this is documented on the SEND screen as soon as you hit "S".

Single Operator designated by "SO". 
Multi Operator by "MO"

Suggested Operating instructions 


* HOOK UP YOUR SPEAKER. 
If you aren't listening to the packets, then you may not know what is 
going on the channel. TNC's do not detect collisions. DCD's do not 
either, so just because the little green light is OFF, does not mean 
the channel is not all QRM 

x Operate normally. 
USE SHORT packets and MINIMUM PATH. 
Use WIDEN-N where possible. 
Keep hops practical for your area. (any more than 3 probably 
impossible).. 
Work everyone you see on mail/traffic pages. 

x ACKS are not required! 
If you get a QSL message from the other station, don't wait for an ACK. 
Erase the outgoing message to reduce QRM! 


x Internet Gateways 
The key here is that IGates only pass through MESSAGEs to LOCAL 
stations in their area. This means you can QSO with anyone if you 
already know their callsign! You will probably NOT see their posits 
since only messages go via IGates (normally). This is why you should 
always include your GRIDSQ in all of your text messages. 


Here are some ways we have come up with to get around these quirks for: 


* a) Assume an SSID of -6 for stations and guess at some 
APRS calls... 

x Watch your traffic list. As soon as anyone QSO's anyone in your 
area, you will see them for a return QSO. 

*x Send a CQ FD MESSAGE with your GRIDSQ and report to a DIGI ina 
known area with an IGate. This will go through all IGates. 

* Do a MAPS-OVERLAY-DIGIS for an area to see a good target call. 
(See C) 


* Do NOT send CQFD or TARGET messages until you have exhausted all 
other contacts, else we may totally BLOCK the RF channels around 


IGates. 


* Once you are working via IGATES, PLEASE minimize your path to ONLY 


the hops needed to hit your local IGate. 
x Home Stations If you are not going to operate, please 


set up your UN-ATTENDED home station for AUTOREPLY with something 


like 'QSL. [gridsq].(NO), ARRL section, etc. For APRSdos this 
simply means send ONE message to the callsign of REPLY and make 
sure this message is the first in your SEND list.

Summary of changes from vQ@.22: 


- New map file format: 

Much faster download from PC host; 

Map size reduced 10-20%; 

"Building Map Index" eliminated; 

Map drawing speed improved 15%. 
- Fixed zoom indicator which was not refreshing with map change. 
- Removed debug screen from TNC command response (and a related crash). 
- APRS+SA stations running current versions now recognized. 
- Incoming packets no longer "lost" during map drawing. 
- Processing bug fixed (affected stations and messages screens). 
- User-definable UNPROTO paths. 


- Map library is entirely new. 


First, a VERY IMPORTANT NOTE: the new map format is incompatible with the old 
one. Because of this, pocketAPRS v0.24 has been trained ( ;-) ) to 


automatically delete maps in the old file format that are unintentionally (or 
intentionally!) left in the Palm device. Be sure to pick up any maps you need 
when you download the application. 


While there were relatively few cosmetic or operation changes since the last 
release, a lot of the "internals" saw major revisions or outright overhauls. 


The map storage format is the most compelling of the changes. A frequent 
complaint of the earlier map system is that the HotSync process took an 
inordinate amount of time to upload maps, and often failed. This is completely 
fixed - even the largest maps will download in two or three minutes. 


Additional benefits of the map system re-write are faster operation, smaller 
size (for same data content) and elimination of the "Building Map Index" 
message when a map is first selected. All in all, a Very Good Thing Indeed. For 
you programmers, an HTML file documenting the new map format is in the same 
folder as the pocketAPRS application file on the TAPR FTP server. 


The other most significant invisible change was how the program processed 
incoming data. In response to bug reports, it was discovered that there were 
circumstances where the processing stream would stop in its tracks, and that it 
was killing message acknowledgements, for one thing. Several problems in this 
area were found in the process, and I think everyone should find on-air 
operation to be smoother overall. 


Related was a problem where incoming data would get dropped during map redraws. 
This turned-out to be a very simple fix, though there is a slight penalty in 
redraw speed if the network is busy. 


A minor protocol bug with APRS+SA packets was found and fixed. 


The biggest visible change is the addition of custom UNPROTO paths. A complete 
system of entry and editing has been created, and up to nine user-defined paths 
can be put on the list. There is some interactive filtering and screening of 
user-defined paths, designed to keep "bad paths" to a minimum. 


THE NEW MAPS 


Most current users will notice how HUGE the new map files are, relative to the 
old ones. Well, this is because the system can now handle maps with all detail 
included, where previously the HotSync problem prevented us from using anything 
but summary or small-area maps. 


Most of the maps in the library have full detail, usually covering 60x60 or 
80x80 mile squares. Those that omit surface streets cover areas that are 
particularly dense, and during map re-creation it was arbitrarily decided to 


limit maps to under 200,000 points to prevent a single map from hogging all 
available memory in the Palm. 


Map production is continuing, and as soon as a really nasty bug (crash and burn 
variety) is found and fixed in MacDLG, it will be uploaded for others to create 
pocketAPRS maps. Also, Darryl Smith, VK3TDS, is working furiously on his 
Windows-based translation program to include the new format. 


A couple of you will discover that two or three maps in the old library have 
not been recreated in the new format. This is related to the MacDLG crash 
problem just mentioned. As soon as this problem is fixed they'll be uploaded to 
the site. I'm also working diligently on the request list, so if you've 
requested an area and it's not there yet, stand by and it should be up within 
the next few days. 


A WORD ABOUT MEMORY MANAGEMENT 


It was discovered during testing that memory is an issue with a busy network. 
Each station on the list occupies about 1K of the Palm's RAM, so the math is 
easy - 100 stations mean 100K of memory is needed. 


This is being mentioned because if you optimistically shoehorn a bunch of maps 
into memory, be sure you have room to operate. pocketAPRS does not (yet) 
monitor memory resources, so if you run close to the edge of capacity, expect 
the occasional crash. 


The next release should address most of the missing or incomplete features, and 
I expect it to be the last beta release. Plan at this point is to have v1.00 
(production release) in time for Dayton, but that will depend on what gets 
broken in the interim.

After much 
troubleshooting, it turns out that the only reason the messages were not 
getting through were because he had changed his UNPROTO in his HT to "ALL" 
which is not a standard APRS TOCALL (APRS ignores packets except to the 


special APRS list). 


But in looking closely I found other strange behavior. Some messages/acks 
worked and some didnt. Drove me crazy for 8 full hours of 
troubleshooting. FiInally tracked it down to random SPACE characters being 
tacked onto the end. You can't SEE SPACES! ARGH... 


So now 836 is posted, but it has been a very painful process.

It has been a very busy weekend. 


pocketAPRS - Beta v0.25 Release 


An "unplanned" release of a new version is now up on the server. There was 


nothing seriously wrong with the old one, but the new version was stable in 
testing, added some stuff, and fixed a couple of minor "gotchas". A quick 
synopsis: 


New station list display choice showing distance and bearing. 
- Automatic beaconing ("Auto" on Transmit control screen) based on 
distance since last beacon. 
- Self-tracking positions now come from GPS and not digi'ed packets. 
- Self-tracking and centering based on distance traveled and 
map scale. 
- Infrequent crash problem on map and station views found and fixed. 
- PacComm Tiny-2 added to TNC choices. 


The "Auto" beacon is the most compelling and interesting of the changes. With 
this enabled (on the "Transmit Control" screen), a posit beacon will be sent 
after travelling one mile since the previous posit. This way, the timer can be 
set for a stationary rate (say, every fifteen minutes) and the distance-based 
beacon can handle the need for position update. Stop, and the stationary rate 
takes control. Plus, if the time stopped exceeds the stationary rate, as soon 
as movement is detected (1/10 mile), a fresh position is sent. 


The Tiny-2 TNC selection is experimental and may not be definitive. I'll need 
feedback from Tiny-2 users whether this solved the initialization problem. 


More Maps Uploaded 


A bunch of new maps have been uploaded to the FTP server. Included are detail 
maps of Kansas City and Springfield, MO; Olympia, WA; and Las Vegas, NV. 


The biggest group is coverage for Southern California. There is a new regional 
overview (not too good at high magnifications, though), plus detail maps for 
Bakersfield, Barstow, Antelope Valley, Victorville, Orange County, San Diego 
and San Bernardino. 


I'm still cranking, and maps on the "soon" list are a bunch for the Pacific 
Northwest, plus Indianapolis, St. Paul/Minneapolis, Memphis, Amarillo and 
Houston. If your need hasn't been met yet or isn't on this list, let me know 
(or remind me) and we'll move it up the ladder. 


MacDLG v2.02 Released 


The Macintosh-based APRS map generator, MacDLG, has been lying fallow for over 
a year. It has been poked and prodded a lot in recent months to produce 
pocketAPRS maps, and seems to do a passable job at generating maps for US 


locations. The program is a self-extracting archive file, and contains 
documentation in PDF form. Download it from: 


ftp://ftp.tapr.org//aprssig/macstuf£/macmisc/MacDLGv2.02.sea 


All the pocketAPRS maps on the FTP were generated with MacDLG. There is a big 
warning about a crash problem which sometimes strikes with a vengeance, yet at 
other times I can run two dozen or so without a glitch. 


While it will run on 68K Macs with little trouble, there is "the need for 
speed" as well as RAM if you intend to generate maps comparable to those in the 
/palmmaps/ folder. I use a 300MHz G3 desktop and a 266MHz iMac, each with 96MB 
RAM, and a 40x40 mile detail view of a major metro area (200-250K points) will 
take about an hour to distill. 


A favor to ask of those interested in doing pocketAPRS maps - for anything 
beyond local-area maps for personal use, let's coordinate production so effort 
isn't duplicated. 


[whew!] Maybe I oughta take a couple of hours off and catch my breath. :-)

If you operate mobile, we may have just discovered something that may 
improve your tracking. 


We have always recommended that mobiles use RELAY,WIDE... as their path 
so that they can digipeat via any nearby APRS stations if they cannot hit 
the WIDE directly. This fundamental assumption that ALL APRS stations 
serve as a RELAY is important to the concept of the APRS generic network. 


It turns out that the automatic setting of MYAlias to RELAY has not 
been the default in recent versions of WinAPRS, so those stations on the 
map, may not be serving as RELAY's for nearby mobiles. If your station is 
well situated and you are expecting it to be serving as a RELAY, then you 
should check your TNC and be sure that it has MYALIAS RELAY properly set.

2) The MIM can be easily used as a miniature APRS Mic-ENcoder with only 
the addition of two external diodes. You can add as many or as few of the 
front panel switches to suit your operating needs. 


We can call this the Mic-Lite(tm). I just delivered the materials for 
100 boards to the assembler today and hope to be shipping in 2 weeks.

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One other thing about the MIM, Mic-E and Mic-Lite are that they make 
excellent stand alone trackers and can vary their rate according to the 
ignition on or off. Their main advantage is the front panel controls 
for setting the DIGIPEATER PATH, the MESSAGE, and the RATE. (Noxrmal TNC 
trackers need a laptop to reconfigure them). 


ALthough simply remembering to turn the RATE POT down when you leave the 
car and UP when you are driving, is one way, the automatic method uses one 
transistor as follows:

NOTE: you must insert a new 5k resistor in series with the existing 
RATE pot input so that the new circuit can share the input as shown. 


Now, Software program your Mic-E to a peak rate of 1 minute so the 

the 16:1 front panel RATE pot gives you a range of 1 to 16 minutes. The 
added transistor and new value R are switched in when the ignition switch 
is on. ALthough the front panel RATE pot can still override to any 
setting, set it normally to your desired max value, say 16. Now then you 
can choose R to give you: 


PANEL POT will set the maximum period when the ignition is off. 

R Q@ will always force the peak rate no matter where the pot is 
R = 2k will force at least a MAX/8 rate 

R = 4k will force at least a MAX/4 rate 

R = 10k will force at least a MAX/2 rate 


(These values are approximate, your milage will vary. But they show how 
you can modify the circuit to your preferences).

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For mobiles without GPS, milemarkers are still the primary means of 
locating mobile operators cruising the interstates and chatting by voice 
on 2 meters or CB. 


APRSdos has the command MM-VA95-123 for example which will draw a line 
intersecting 195 in Virginia at mile mark 123. This is useful for 
locating other stations you may be in voice communications with but who 
are not using GPS. 


KB2LML just sent me the MM's for the NY State Throughway system and I just 
added them to a new 30 March edition of APRS838. I still need milemarks 
for I-81, 88 and 390 in NY. In addition, I still need MM's for CT, 

MA, ME, NH, PA and VT. 


The data base only needs the LAT/LONG of a few of the MM's. Only at the 
beginning, end and any major changes in direction.

Also, if your state is already included in the data base, you might try 
the command and verify the posit. I do NOT expect accuracy much better 
than afew miles or so. This capability is only to approximate locations, 
not give precision...

Depends on your application. Here is an attempt to summarize: 


KPC-3+: Full TNC. Can be used for any/all packet. Can also be used 
as a dumb tracker on 144.39 or a mobile APRS with a PC... 
Needs PC to reconfigure. (PATH,RATE). No status messages. 


Mic-E: All APRS Mic-E functions. Wired and tested board, box and all 
parts. You do mic connections. Operates in several modes: 

1) Mic-E, puts Posit, status, one-word messages and Telemetry 
in .3 sec burst on tail end of voice transmissions. 

Thus only one radio needed in vehicle. Front panel 
selection of PATH, RATE, and MESSAGE (1 of 7). 

2) Stand alone smart tracker on 144.39. Has front panel 
controls for PATH, RATE, and MESSAGE (1 of 7). Add one 
transistor to change rates when ignition is on or off. 

3) MIM mode has 5 analog channels and 8 digital telemtry bits 
Plus GPS position reports, BText and CW-ID. Ideal for 
Balloons. 


APRS MIM (Mic-Lite): Same as Mic-E but 90% smaller. Wired and tested 
Board, but you supply box, and front panel controls/switches 
connectors, etc. Can operate in all 3 modes above. 


Pic-E: Basic Mic-E clone, but without telemetry and front panel 
controls. Kit only. Reverse engineered to cut costs and 
make source code available and avoid royalties to TAPR Mic-E 
developers. Provides development platform for further amateur 
development of new AX.25 ideas. Software also available to 
make it a stand-alone WX system. Pic-E is re-programable.

Basically.... 


The MIM is a standalone PIC chip that provide AX.25 UI packet framing, APRS 
compressed encoding, and also does the modem modulation all in one PIC chip 
(plus a few other cool things). Bob, WB4APR, now handles this item based 
on some recent messages. See that previous message for details on the 
availability of the MIM module. 


MIC-E. Three years ago PacComm approached TAPR to help with the 
development of a standalone tracker which uses the MIM module that Clements 
Eng was mfg at that time. After a years worth of work by PacComm, TAPR, a 
small development team, and beta test group of 50 the APRS MIC-Encoder 
rolled out. It provides MIM/MIC-E functionality in a rolled unit with 
enclosure and interfaces all packaged together. This allows you to 
configure it for different radio interfaces, plus it has some other bells 
and whistles on it. The web page for the MIC-E is 

http: //www.tapr.org/tapr/html/Fmic-e.html There is also a MIC-E list on 
our list system (http://www.tapr.org/cgi-bin/lyris.pl) that supports the 
kit and the mail archives is a good resource 

(http: //www.tapr.org/cgi-bin/wilma). The MIC-E page points to the latest 
specification on the APRS MIC-E protocol. The Kenwood HT uses the same, if 
a little different, protocol. TAPR supports a list for the Kenwood HT as 
well along with all these other APRS related lists 

(http://www. tapr.org/cgi-bin/lyris.pl?enter=htaprs) 


The TAPR PIC-E project was started about a year ago as a AX.25 transmitting 
device to allow people to do interesting things with and learn more about 
PIC programming and AX.25 packet radio. In its current form it is a PIC 
chip and Modem chip with a basic interface. It isn't a TAPR APRS MIC-E or 
a MIM module. I have read a message recently saying that, but it is not a 
clone of the MIC-E or MIM. There is one of several software modules that 
eliminates MIC-E like functionality based on the protocol specification 
that was published with the MIC-E when PacComm and TAPR released the joint 
APRS MIC-E kit. You should check the web page and the ftp site for what 
other modules are already written and the PICSIG list for information on 
development issues. The web page for it is: 

http: //www.tapr.org/tapr/html/Fpice. html 


The MIC-E is currently sold to the amateur radio community via TAPR. 
PacComm is handling the commercial aspects of the unit. Last I checked we 


still have some 40-50 units in stock at the office from the last large 
order we received in Nov/Dec. 


The PIC-E just finished its evaluation stage. TAPR sold 50 eval units to 
members and took feedback on the unit before continuing on with the 
production kit. The development group just finished working on that 
feedback and we are starting to gear up for providing PIC-E kits around or 
before (I hope) Dayton. Orders are being taken now for it at the office to 
gage the number of kits we need to do in the first round. 


Each of the units described above provides something different. The MIM 
module is very small and perfect for a lot of applications where weight and 
power consumption is a consideration (i.e ballons, runners, etc). The APRS 
MIC-E is a great standalone tracker for mobile use. The TAPR PIC-E(ncoder) 
is a development/educational/experimenters package that will (I hope) 
provide a basis for many future and next generation projects well beyond 
what the MIC-E or MIM do as APRS only devices. 


As a side note: As many of you understand, PIC development is going to 
play a big part in a lot of future projects that TAPR and the hobby in 
general rolls out in the next several years. The more we can do to bring 
the community up to speed on the capabilities of these devices the better 
off we will be in having talent around to support and create new devices 
for the rest of us to play with. (end of soap box :-) 


Hope that helps answer your question Herb.

Sorry Greg, TAPR and the SIGS 


I guess I thought that I had agreed to your proposal that TAPR use APRS 
and Mic-E to our mutual benefit and that everything was OK. I welcome the 
Pic-E as a development platform for more APRS applications, I love 
thinking up new applications and this is a well needed addition. 


I was just surprised at the apparent effort to avoid any reference to the 
Mic-E in its promotion except a footnote. TAPR does great work and is a 
an invaluable resource to the amateur community. I strongly support it.

Last week I suggested: 
> The Houston AMSAT net is carried live once a week via C band satellite 


> to 2 meter re-broadcast stations nationwide. The nationwide APRServe 
> system could serve as a way for distant listeners to check-in by sending 
> a Single 1 line APRS message. 


There was some interest in persuing this, but the Net Control in Houston 

is not currently on APRS. Rather than encumbering their net, it might be 
better to test if first. I just put an AUTOANSWER on my APRServe station 
(WB4APR-6) saying "QSL your TEST Checkin". 


This test does NOT coincide with the AMSAT net. At any time for the next 
24 hours, from anywhere on 144.39, just send a one liner to WB4APR-6. 
Lets see if it works... 


The Houston AMSAT net via satellite is a one-to-all distribution system. 
APRServe can be used as a many-to-one capabilty. This is just a test 
of that potential... Could also be used for other such very-wide area 
amateur events, such as SAREX, Ballooon launches, etc... 


Here is what I had originally suggested for the AMSAT net: 


1) Netcontrol should set his APRS AUTO-REPLY message to something like: 
"QSL your checkin". 


2) Netcontrol should announce his APRS station callsign on the net and 
ask for checkins from everywhere. 


3) Stations anywhere should send a BRIEF message to that callsign such as 
"Checkin, Bob in Atlanta" 
"Checkin, Sam in Norfolk, with a Query" 
"Checkin, Steven in Miami with a comment" 


4) As we get better at it, then everyone can set their ALTNET to AMSAT 
and then it will be more cozy as all the other hundreds of stations 
natiowide on APRS will be filtered out and only the AMSAT checkins will 
show on the Netcontrols's APRS map. 


5) And FINALLY, once #4 is done, then the NETCONTROL map will ONLY show 
the AMSAT stations and this will make a nice APRS Map display for the TV 
camera... OOPS, forgot that this is audio only... shucks)... But it is 
TRIVIAL to use Steve Dimse's JavAPRS to set up a live WEB page showing the 
live map display. 


SO.... Hows that for the perfect marriage of Ham Radio, Satellites and 
the internet!

We did an informal test last night (independent of the actual net) and got 
about 30 checkins from AL,CA,GA,FL,IA,ID,MD,NE,PA,TX,VA,WA. After the 
net, I talked with WD5DZC, Marty who is in Houston and already takes other 
checkins via a variety of comm systems. Since he has been on APRS for 
years, he volunteered to take APRS checkins. So here is how it will work: 


CHECKIN: APRS stations should send a BRIEF message to WD5DZC such as 
"Checkin, Bob in Atlanta" 
"Checkin, Sam in Norfolk with scout troop 
"Checkin, Steven in Miami with 5 others... 


Marty's message list in APRS will then show a list of everyone who checked 
in. If there is time he will acknowledge it on the voice net. Otherwise, 
if you get his ACK or his auto-reply message, then you are listed...

DETAILS: For the more curious... 


SATELLITE: GE1 at 83 deg W. Xponder 12 sound subcarrier 5.7 MHz. On 
Tuesday nights at 8 PM CDT. Scan the 2m/70cm band in your 
area for any repeater that may already be carrying it. 


REPLY: Marty will probably post an Auto-Answer msg like the following: 
"AA:QSL ur checkin. 25 so far at 0130z." 
He will probably update this a few times if he has time... 


MAPS: Until we refine the procedure, MARTY will be seeing about 1000 
to 2000 stations on his APRS map (everyone currently on the air), 
so dont expect him to see your position. Later we will activate a 
filter, so he only sees the AMSAT checkin stations. Until then, 
include you city,state in your one-line brief checkin. 


NON-APRS STATIONS: Even if you don't have APRS, any packet station will 
do. just type an APRS formatted message as follows: 


1) Tune your packet station to 144.39 anywhere in north america 
2) Set UNPROTO APRS VIA WIDE,WIDE 
3) Go to CONVerse 
4) Type the following exactly with your own comments... 
:WD5DZC :Checkin........ 41 


5) Then watch the on air packets for any reply. If you see his 
REPLY packet addressed to you OR you see an ACK, then you 
made it... An auto-reply or ACK will simply look like: 
:URCALL :AA:QSL ur checkin...... 

:URCALL sack 

6) If after several seconds, you dont get it, type it again. 
If you still dont get it after several tries, give up. 
it means either there is no APRS Igate in your area... 
or something else (who knows where) is wrong... 


* Notice that the message format begins with a 9 character 


callsign beginning and ending with a COLON. In the examples 
above with no SSID's, you have to insert SPACES out to 9.

> I have found that 90% of Va's digis are NOT relay compatible. This was 
> told me by the digi owner. Reasoning was due to reducing qrm on the 
> 4000+' digis.. 


This is a problem then. APRS is based on a common set of user 
expectations. APRS is designed for outta-the-box comms in emergencies and 
real time use. Besides MAPS, the most powerful difference of APRS to 
conventional packet is the fact that EVERY station can act as a generic 
RELAY. So users must be able to "expect" it, and ALSO, then, not abuse 
it. 


Yes, RELAY can be missused (so can channel 9 on CB, or 911) but that does 
not mean to take it away. 


The solution (if there is QRM) is to educate users not to use RELAY 
inappropriately, not to use it from fixed stations, and for mobiles not to 
use it in areas of very wide area coverages (Like SoCal) or where a mobile 
is in the middle of numerous home stations. 


But when I wake up to an emergency or am in a new area, I must be able to 
address a packet via RELAY,WIDE and have confidence that I took my BEST 
SHOT at being heard. I may only get one chance.. So, it was fundamental 
that all APRS digipeaters respond to the alias of RELAY. Now, we must 
educate users how to use it (or not use it). 


Yes, it WAS a problem early on when APRS software defaulted to an outgoing 
path of RELAY,WIDE. That was in the early days before we had hardly any 
digipeaters. That way, new players could be seen even without 
digipeaters. The growth of APRS is a testimate to the fact that Generic 
digipeating works.. But now ALL versions of APRS have 

now removed that default, so it should no longer be a problem from the 
users end. 


I would ask that any digi operators that do not support RELAY, should 
re-think their decision.

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Pending confirmation of changes made a couple of minutes ago, a new (and 


hopefully the last) beta of pocketAPRS should be uploaded this afternoon or 
evening. 


The list of changes and additions is pretty long (20 items) and affects several 
areas, so be sure to check the README.TXT for details. IT IS IMPORTANT that you 
delete all previous versions and maps (that is, databases) from your Palm 
before loading the new version (and reloading your maps). Failing to do so will 
crash (hard) your Palm on launch. 


The two biggest changes are memory management, and the addition of the RDF 
(radio direction finding) feature set. The memory management changes are 
hopefully going to help with stability. The prior release was right on the edge 
of not working at all, so my “comfort level" with the program under stress is a 
little better now. 


The RDF features are mostly complete. A couple of minor things remain to be 
done, but the core set is working well enough to have won a difficult foxhunt 
last Sunday - by an hour over the next competitor - without resorting to 
"manual" techniques. 


SPECIFIC THINGS TO LOOK FOR 


It would be helpful if the Palm IIIx owners could verify if I have the map 
grays right this time. I've been programming grayscale "by the rules" - even 
though grayscale is not formally supported - and should now be handling the 
4-bit grayscale correctly. The startup screen still won't look right, but let 
me know how the maps look. 


I need to know how folks feel about the popup button palette on the map screen. 
At the moment I'm conflicted about this in anticipation of being able to tap on 
an object for editing/inquiry, wondering if a text-only popup menu might be 
neater and/or more intuitive. 


REGISTRATION 


True registration now functions, but it's still OK to just put your callsign in 
and have it count as "registered". Registration cards are in the process of 
being mailed, so the couple of you who insisted on pre-registering (thank you!) 
should have your numbers in the next few days. 


Now that I can handle it, those who want to do so are welcome to register 


before the final release. The shareware fee is $40, and send to: Mike Musick, 
P.O. Box 8469, Olivette, MO 63132. 


FINAL RELEASE 


I have been targeting the Dayton Hamvention for the release of v1.0. The 
determining feature is completion of object editing. That is looking more 
difficult every day, and with Dayton four weeks away I'm starting to wonder if 
we'll make it. 


But thinking optimistically, if it makes the "done" list in the next two weeks, 
I expect to have a small stock of CD's with the program and the map library 
available at the show for $55 each (plus tax), which includes program 
registration. Failing that, we'll carry on with releases via the FTP and try to 
do the CD thing next year. 


A big THANKS! to all of you for your support and perseverence during the alpha 
and beta cycles!

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I lied. I said that v0.28 was going to be the last beta release. It's not. 


With a big "Thanks!" to members of the St. Charles County (MO) Emergency 
Communications Association, pocketAPRS v0.28 was used in a serious public 
service event setting over the weekend, and a few "gotchas" were uncovered. 
Number one on the hit parade was discovery that support for the "GPSxyz" 
tracker beacon wasn't finished (I thought it was...). Second was that the 
numbered unit feature wasn't working. 


There were also other numerous bug/omission issues, including a mysterious "not 
transmitting" bug that appeared with v0.25. Changes over v0.28 are: 


Trackers & MIC-E's displayed false DF vectors. 

- Saved map view parameters were lost if program was started and stopped 
without viewing map. 

- Digipeater paths wouldn't accept 6-character calls with SSID's. 

- Small self-plot icon would get "lost" on Interstate lines. 

- GPSxyz tracker protocol now fully supported. 

- Numbered object types better supported. 

- Fixed seemingly random "not transmitting" problem. 

- Startup screen self-dismisses after 10 seconds (if registered). 

- Several internal process tweaks. 


There was so much that was fixed in a short time it "seemed right" to go ahead 
and release what I had. 


Also, thanks to a very logical suggestion, the file name on the FTP site now 
incorporates the version number. The updated beta program can be found at:

Links from the pocketAPRS website have been updated to reflect the new naming. 


If you have already loaded v0.28, IT WILL NOT BE NECESSARY to delete everything 
before loading v0.29. However, users running v0.25 will still have to "clean 
house" first. 


At this point it is less than likely that the 1.0 release will be ready for 
distribution at Dayton - the object edit/view feature is quite complex, and the 
loss of the weekend chasing bugs was costly. If this situation changes I will 
certainly let everyone know.

Also not shown is the 3 foot 2 conductor flexible mic wire to the Mic plug 
to plug into the mic jack of any ICOM/YEASU/ALINCO HT.

I just got a copy of the final Dayton AREA map published in the 
Hamvention Brochure. The good news is that they put the lat/long grid on 
it as I asked. The bad news is that they left off the Longitude labels. 
They should be left-to-right, 8420, 8415 and 8410. And the right side 
I-675 should have a vertical line labeled 8400. Please scribble this down 
for when you get your brochure. 


The advantage of this map is that it will make it easy for visitors 
to estimate their LAT/LONG so they can compare positions when trying to 
find friends, other visitors or eyeballs. ALso, it allows entering your 
APRS Position approximatelly into your Kenwood HT without the bother of 
hooking up a GPS, or while indoors at your favorite food place. 


The map is not 100% geographically correct, but it should allow you to 
estimate your position to about 1/2 mile or so. Close enough to get 
within simplex range... 


The Large Parking lot and Arena map is accurate down to a few feet or so 
(we hope) and a DGPS transmitter will be on the air from the 
parking lot allowing you to use GPS to navigate in the flea market. 


As always, APRS will be alive and well tracking hundreds of us on 144.39. 
We will also have a modest "indoor tracking system" demo operating on 
145.79 inside the arena.

USE SHORT packets and MINIMUM PATH. 

Use WIDEN-N where possible. 

Keep hops practical for your area. (any more than 3 probably 
impossible).. 

Work everyone you see on mail/traffic pages. 

ACKS are not required! 

If you get a QSL message from the other station, don't wait for an ACK. 
Erase the outgoing message to reduce QRM! 

Internet Gateways 

The key here is that IGates only pass through MESSAGEs to LOCAL 
stations in their area. This means you can QSO with anyone if you 
already know their callsign! You will probably NOT see their posits 
since only messages go via IGates (normally). This is why you should 
always include your GRIDSQ in all of your text messages. 

Here are some ways we have come up with to get around these quirks for: 

* a) Assume an SSID of -6 for stations and guess at some 
APRS calls... 

* Watch your traffic list. As soon as anyone QSO's anyone in your 
area, you will see them for a return QSO. 

* Send a CQ FD MESSAGE with your GRIDSQ and report to a DIGI ina 
known area with an IGate. This will go through all IGates. 

* Do a MAPS-OVERLAY-DIGIS for an area to see a good target call. 
(See C) 

* Do NOT send CQFD or TARGET messages until you have exhausted all 
other contacts, else we may totally BLOCK the RF channels around 
IGates. 

* Once you are working via IGATES, PLEASE minimize your path to ONLY 
the hops needed to hit your local IGate. 

* Home Stations If you are not going to operate, please 
set up your UN-ATTENDED home station for AUTOREPLY with something 
like 'QSL. [gridsq].(NO), ARRL section, etc. Fox APRSdos this 
simply means send ONE message to the callsign of REPLY and make 
sure this message is the first in your SEND list.

IF you are going to Dayton and IF you are planning to use pocketAPRS, you NEED 


this new release. Previous versions of pocketAPRS would enable the TNC for DIGI 
operation with the usual RELAY alias. This is a really bad idea given the 
Dayton potential of dozens of other stations within hearing range who might 
have RELAY in their path. 


While we're at it, a few things have been fixed: 


- Unintended transmit hold-off if digipeater alarm disabled. 
- Message list displays retry count (up to 9). 
- A serious logic bug in message retry system. 


Note the last item on the list. I took yet another look at the message retry 
logic and came to the conclusion, "What in the heck was I thinking?!??" Message 
retry should finally work, and work right this time. 


If you already have vQ.28 or v0.29 (either version), you can load the new 
version on top of the old one. If you have v@.25 (which should have died by 
now, anyway), it will be necessary to delete the application and the map 
databases first.

APRS+SA v1.99 Beta "I" Notes 

It is recommended that you delete all prior patch files for v1.99. They 
will have the extension or *.P199. Those in the North Texas Balloon 
project, may want to keep patch file SpeakLL.P199 for now. 


1) Timing loop changed, attempt to resolve internal clock issues with some 
computer configurations. 

2) Port 2 ("GPS Port") Pass Through. This allows the pass through of raw 
data from Port 2 to be transmitted. This data can be NMEA, Garmin Simple 
Text Format, or other packet data which has at least one ASCII new line <NL> 
character separating packets. Port 2 modes now also included "Other" to 
allow generic data to be passed through. I may be possible to use the Pass 
Through for certain Peet weather stations. The Pass Through is enabled on 
the Main page of Setup. Check "Port 2 Pass Through" and set the number of 
seconds between transmission. 

3) The Popup menu has changed on the Traffic page to allow deleting all 
messages TO/FROM a given station such as APRSERVE or other particular 
callsign. 

4) Wave file for Callsigns has been fixed. 

5) Garmin Simple Text Format (STF) has been modified and is an accepted 
input now for GPS data. STF is supported on Garmin GPS-III v2.08 and 
higher, and on GPS-III+ v2.02. STF also works on the Pass Through. STF 
contains, Date and Time to the second, Lat/Long/Altitude, 3D velocity and 
EPE. To my knowledge, STF is only supported by APRS+SA. 

6) Port 2 opens automatically if previously configured at shutdown.

During my 8 hour drive this year from Maryland to Ohio, I found 2 meter 
chats with several other vehicles enroute, but no other APRS mobiles for 
the first 4 hours. So I used the following form of APRS entertainment: 


Whenever any voice mobile reported his position, I quickly added him as 

an APRS object on my map. It was easy to guess his COURSE (everyone was 
headed to Dayton) and speed (65). So for these first several hours, I was 
able to see the movement of these other non-APRS vehicles on my APRS map 
as we all headed onward and did hill-topping as we went in and out of 


range of various repeaters. 


These other fellows were amazed that I seemed to always know where they 
were, even after hours of driving. The main method I used for entering 
them in the first place was the APRSdos MILE-MARK command. This will 
locate any mile marker on any interstate (within a mile or so). Then just 
put the OBJect on the map and give him a course and speed in the right 
direction and in APRSdos he will continue to move once a minute on your 
map. WinAPRS will also dead-reckon stations (if enabled). 


Every now and then I would re-enter their positions either based on new 
information, or just by moving their ICON to their currently predicted 
position. 


Even for moving APRS trackers, the Dead-Reckoning feature is very useful. 
Without it, Mobiles appear to Leap Frog every mile or so down the Highway. 
making it impossible to do a vehicle-to-vehicle eyeball, unless both your 
posit and theirs occurred within a few seconds of each other. But with DR 
on, then no matter how old the posit is, it continues to move on the map 
so that exact simultaniety in reporting time is not required. 


Guess who my first other APRS mobile was? THE SPROUL Bros! We live about 
3 hours apart in Maryland and NJ, and leave at un-coordinated times, but 
every year for the last 4 years of APRS, we have always run into each 
other (within 2 or 3 miles since there are no digis) somewhere near the 
Western PA and WV border. Amazing coincidences... not really, tho, 
because the 2 or 3 mile RF range window is amplified by 10 to 20 minutes 
(miles) if one of us stops for a break. In fact, thats how it always 
happens, one of us is stopped and the other wizzes by... and BOTH maps 
capture the event... (we were on 1 minute rates). 


Oh yes, it looks like 90 percent of you APRS mobiles are missing out on 
this fun. Of the 200 or so stations I saw in Dayton, 60% were mobiles and 
90% of those were all dumb trackers, leaving only a dozen or so others 
actually enjoying the event while driving to and from... Ill post the 
actual numbers later when I find them in the mess here...

and sending out a UI frame that includes your FCC call. You may have to 
do this once an hour to keep it active in the list. 


By doing this, you should then see any messages originated anywhere in the 
country to KIDS. Hey, while you are at it, set your MESSAGE GROUPS to 
also include SCOUTS and do the same MYCall trick, and lets see if we can 


get some SCOUTS invloved too...

For some programmer: 


When I first posted the APRSnet (See APRSnet.txt) concept back in Nov 97, 
the APRServe throughput was still below 1200 baud, meaning that a 
dedicated 2 meter channel (not 144.39) could serve-to-RF the entire 
country ‘full of APRS traffic to local users and mobiles. But now it 
will no longer fit on another 1200 baud APRS channel..... or will it? 


Driving home from Dayton, looking for other LIVE APRS activity, I 
realized, that MOST of the APRSserve traffic is not live and therefore of 
little interest to someone looking for a QSO. So tonight I took some 
statistics: 


40% were home station posits 
18% were digipeaters 

* 13% were dumb trackers 

* 13% were WX 

x 4% were messages 


* 4% were message capable mobiles 
% were acks 
% were other 


Now if the APRSnet server only sent the packets marked with * to RF, 

then in my mobile, I would see on the APRSnet channel everyone in the 
country that was MOVING, or MESSAGING, or was WEATHER. This would 
represent only 1/3rd of normal APRServe traffic. Further logical 
decisions could further reduce the channel load to make it easily fit ina 
single 1200 baud channel! Here is a suggested algorithm for 

serving packets to the dedicated APRSnet channel: 


1) SERVE all messages (not acks) 

2) SERVE all Mic-E's and THD7's (these are SHORT posits) 

3) SERVE all keyboard mobiles 

4) SERVEx all mobiles raw NMEA (divided by N) 

5) SERVE*x all WX (divided by N) 

5) SERVE one posit for each station matching a message or an ACK 
but only once every 10 minutes 


Now to manage the throughput and prevent overrun, you can throw 

away every Nth RAW NMEA posit and WX packet as needed to reduce the 
rate to the needed 1200 baud. If you are looking at a TRACKER 

or WX that is 1000 miles away, you dont need a posit every minute nor 
the WX every 5 minutes. If the channel is under utilized, then 

you can insert a home station every now and then. 


The beauty of this system of filtering/Serving is that the 1200 baud 
mobile on 144.39 can use his same 1200 baud TNC and 2 meter radio 
to QSY to the APRSnet channel and play with the whole world! 


Note, this APRSnet server must have a HIGH and GOOD antenna, since he 
should do this without digipeating. If he must digipeat on the APRSnet 
channel, then the divide-by-N must be significantly increased to further 
cut the rate by half. BUT this CAN be done... (or leave out the remote 
WX completely).

APRS+SA v1.99 Beta "J" Notes 

1) Fixed - "GPS Port" Pass Through - previously an error was received when 
no data was being received at opening the port. 

2) Now Map Options: The ability to include mapnotes with "tails" in the 
direction of travel whose length is proportional to the speed. This 
capability will be found on the APRS tab of the Map Options window (Press 
Ctrl-Shift-M). You can also enter a threshold speed for the tails to 
appear. Default is 10 miles per hour. NOTE: when the speed is low, tails 
may not appear because they do not extend beyond the borders of the callsign 
box. 

3) Fix - APRSdos v8.40 no longer supports "old format" messaging. APRS+SA 
v1.99 "J" no longer transmits messages via the IGate in "old format", only 
in "new format", thought APRS+SA can decode either. All version of APRSdos 
v8.xx should be able to decode IGated messages from "J". Versions prior to 
8 will not be able to use the IGate messaging with "J". 

4) TCP/IP Watchdog has been re-enabled. If no data has been received from 
an connected APRServe connection for 60 seconds, the connection is closed 
and the program will attempt to connect to the next APRServe site in the 
APRSERVE.TXT file. 

5) New feature - Maximum number of Posits for untracked stations. Prior to 
"J", only the most recent posit from a station was retained. "J" will 
retain up to the number of Posits specified on the Data page of Setup. This 
works well even with SA (Selective Availability) filter turned off. 

6) Experimental: Multi-Line Email function and Web Mining for station 
callsign, name, city, and zipcode coordinate of the city where station is 
located. I have been testing this under the alias of AIRMAIL. QRZ.com is 
used for the mining of this data via the Internet. If you are interested in 
experimenting with these features, email me directly. Note: the server can 
be run on an RF network with no connection to APRServe. Note 2: Only 
APRS+SA and The Kenwood D7 will be able to receive ACKS from this server. 
WinAPRS supports a special EMAIL function which currently is not compatible 
with the APRS+SA server unless the alias was called EMAIL. Do not call your 
server EMAIL as this would cause too much confusion. APRSdos does not 
support EMAIL or AIRMAIL.

I havent seen these yet, but if they are like APRSdos and WinAPRS, then 
the proper terminology is "leaders" not "tails", since they lead in the 
direction of travel and their length is proportional to speed. This also 
matches all military and FAA terminology. 


> 6) Experimental: Multi-Line Email function and Web Mining.... 

> under the alias of AIRMAIL... ...only APRS+SA and The Kenwood D7 will 
> be able to receive ACKS from this server. ... APRSdos does not support 
> EMAIL or AIRMAIL. 


To clarify, all APRS versions can send an EMAIL message or an AIRMAIL 
request, but APRSdos will not recognize the ACK coming back because it is 
coming back from a call different from EMAIL or AIRMAIL. It will 

receive the response message and data just fine, just not the ack. 

THus the user must manually ERASE his request, once he sees the response. 
The APRSWG is working on a long term solution.

We have been doing conceptual studies for a small nanosatellite 

for relaying APRS status/position packets from stations in remote 

areas and off shore. Since 144.39 is allocated continent wide (North 
America) for APRS, the temptation is still high for operating on that 
frequency. Thus mobiles need not configure separately for terrestrial or 
the space link when they wander outside of the existing terrestrial 
network. 


The problem has been designing the system to optimize for the mobiles 
while mitigating the interferring signals from all the fixed assets on the 
channel. Today, in looking at a map showing the location of all thousands 
of active users, we realized that it is easier than we thought. 


Since 90% of the north american population is already covered by the APRS 
infrastructure, but only 20% of the land, then we only need satellite 


coverage in the remote 80%. This is also the same 80% where only 10% of 
the population is! Thus, where we need satellite coverage, is the same 
location where the interference and congestion is least! 


Thus, by having a down looking antenna with reduced sensitivity on the 
horizon, the satelite will hear the remote mobiles easily with enough gain 
to capture the FM receiver even in the presence of dozens of interferring 
signals on the horizon much more distant. The downlink on 144.39 is easy, 
since there are dozens of APRS Internet gateway stations already listening 
and so even in the presence of a 60% busy channel, at least ONE IGATE 
somewhere will hear each packet. All it takes is one, and then the rest 
of the world will see it via the worldwide linked APRS system. 


Also, the remote mobile will be hearing NOTHING else on the channel since 
he is far from any other stations. Thus he has a 100% chance at hearing 
the downlink too! 


Thus, a flying simplex digipeater on 144.39 is still a perfectly viable 
space satellite application for North America and surrounding off-shore 
areas. The satellite would be silent over the rest of the world where 
144.39 is not available in order to abide by international agreements.

It worked! While driving between work locations today, I held my Kenwood 
THD7 out the window and kerchunked on MIR, and got a packet digipeated 
on only the 4th try! THis was with a long rubber duck. and the 6volt 
battery pack. Next I changed to the STOCK (poor) rubber duck and the 9.6 


volt pack. Still I got into MIR after a few kerchunks! 


I saw several other UI users too. But only two of them were sending APRS 
UI packets which the Kenwood would receive. (see note below)

MIR will only be up for 2 more months. If you haven't tried to get a 
STATUS/POSIT packet via MIR from your Kenwood THD7, you might want to 
give it a try:

Once your radio 
sees your own packet digiepated by showing you "MY PACKET", then you can 
be sure that everyone else saw you also, so stop sending.

1) Position page option: RF Stations only. This only shows stations heard 
via RF, excluding Gated stations and Internet stations. 

2) Position page option: Single screen. This option only show a single 
screen of stations, the most recently heard stations. This is done as a 
tweak for speed. Since the whole list of stations is not redisplayed, it 
take less time to update the list. 

3) IGate page - this shows data from IGates, such as the number of messages 
gated, number of local stations and number of filler packets transmitted. 
This page is under development, and there is not associated menu functions 
for this page yet. 

4) For those experimenting with the AIRMAIL server features, "M" will store 
the EMAIL_HOST and EMAIL_RETURN variables and reload them automatically once 


you have programmed them. 

5) Telemetry page Lat/Long display conforms with the rest of the program. A 
fix. 

6) Main window tabs have been reordered. 

7) Filler function now have option for Posits only (almost). This option 
looks at the first character of the data portion of a packet to determine 
weather to gate a packet as a filler or not. Currently, it is looking for 
the following characters: $@!=/*. Certain weather stations use ! and $ and 
may be gated if this option is enabled. But the majority of times, it will 
be Posits only.

Here are some (edited) results of the HT messaging tests via MIR: 


KB7WWP: Listening for Mir on my TH-D7A in Boise, ID. and received a posit 
from N6GPS-6. ... he was at the intersection of Furlong and East in 
Hollister, CA. (over 380 miles away) This is cool stuff! 


SD JONES: I then copied VE3XF-2 (grid EN34WK) ... I was outside the 
house on my way to vote in our provincial election. Had the D7 with long 
rubber duckie in one hand and was pulling the wagon full of kids with the 
other. Even the wife was somewhat impressed! 


KCOEZH: I got my TH-D7A set up and hit Mir on a pass over Denver tonight. 
I sent a position packet. Almost immediately I got the "MY PACKET" 
response, indicating I had digipeated through Mir. Coooool! Shortly, 

I picked up KF4ERV-7 (Louisville, KY), who was mobile and KB8RWI 

(Rawlins, WY). Definitely a lot of fun with 5W and a little mag mount 
dual-band antenna! 


KA2BQE: Me too .... I used my D7 and hit MIR with a successful digipeat 
when it was barely 10 degrees above horizon. I copied 3 other APRS UI 
packets and sent 3 of my own.... one more of them got digipeated, 


that did it! I am really hooked now! 


SUMMARY: These are only 5 watt HT's with rubber ducks (- 3 dB) so they 
should not be interfering with any other legitimate 25 watt or more 
station who may need access to the Mir BBS. We are not encouraging other 
higher power stations to join the fun, because it will only kill the 
success of the HT's. What we are trying to do is demonstrate that simple 
APRS digipeaters in space can provide worldwide messaging capability from 
handhelds.

MIRtest: The one thing we are demonstrating this week with the MIR as 
a UI digipeater, is the APRSat concept. Besides APRS Map displays, the 
other keys to the success of terrestrial APRS is the use of "generic" 
digipeating, and ONE nationwide frequency. Every APRS digipeater has 
the same ALIAS of "WIDE" and all 500 of them are on ONE continent-wide 
freq. Thus, Mobile users and travelers do not have to know anything 
about the network. They just turn on the radio and transmit VIA as 
many WIDE's as needed to cover the area of interest. 


Now, Imagine, if some of the AMSATS (MIR, ISS and Shuttle too) in orbit 
carried an APRS digipeater all with the same alias of APRSAT, also on 
one common UPLINK. THen anyone on the planet, anywhere simply sends 
his message via APRSAT and he can communicate with anyone within 1500 


km. THe more of these satellites the better. ALL on the same freq and 
whatever orbits we can get. Thus, for each satellite, we might get 6 
more passes each. It is trivial to hit a satellite with a 5W HT. In 
fact, even ©.5W would work on 2 meters. 


I have submitted a Freq request to AMSAT for such an APRS uplink. There 
are both opportunites and problems here: 


1) 2 meters is ideal since it takes much less power and has less 
doppler than 70cm, but there are no 2m frequencies left (unless we 
share with some exsiting satellites). ALthough the gain to amateur 
radio (in having our own "“irridium" type HT worldwide coverage) is 
phenominal, the politics is probably just too hard to get a 2m freq. 


2) 70 cm could work as the uplink, since mobiles can afford the 
additional 8 dB power, but it makes HT operation harder. The Satelites 
would use wide band receivers (30 KHz) so that they are immune to 
doppler (another 3 dB link penalty) 


3) The DOWNLINK must be on 2 meters tho, because of the 8 dB or more 
advantage for the omni-Satelllite-to-omni-HT link. Thus, a 1 watt 
spacecraft (about a 5 inch or smaller NANOSAT) could do the job. 

Over the North American continent, the downlink would be WELCOME on the 
existing continent wide 144.39 frequency. Everyone could hear it, and 
its low power would NOT interfere with other, even, emergency 
communications during its brief passes. But I dont know what to do 
about Europe or the rest of the world. 


4) OPerating on a 70cm uplink and a 2m downlink will NOT work with 

the existing all-in-one Kenwood APRS Data radio, because the built-in 
TNC can only select one-band at a time. Thus to make use of these 
few thousand radios as shirt-pocket world-wide satellite communicators, 
the UPLINK must also be on 2 meters. (The uplink cannot be on 144.39 
though, because the hundreds of users there already would be too much 
QRM for the mobiles and HT's to get through. 


CONCLUSION? There is much more to discuss here, but I hope you see the 
point. Just think in terms of an AMATEUR RADIO version of the worldwide 
satellite HT communications capability (one-line messages only). 

If we could get this vision across, then maybe we could find a permament 2 
meter UPLINK and downlink that would be supported by all AMSAT 
organizations. ALso, everyone could build their OWN satellites to 
contribute without competition for frequencies since we can all share the 
same one without problems! 


INTERNET: OH yes, all packets on the downlink would be distributed 
worldwide by the existing APRServe internet system, so that a packet 
originated ANYWHERE can get to ANYWHERE in real time. This is also 


a facet of APRS that makes it so universal. The terrestrial APRS 
system does this very well in populated areas, but it can never cover 
the 70% of the planed covered by water and the 70% of all land that 
has low population density. ANd it is THOSE areas where we need 
mobile, shirt pocket satellite messaging capability!

Compared to the fun we are having with communicating with UI frames via 
MIR in this country, someone just sent me a copy of a MIR pass in Europe. 
What a waste of bandwidth! I analyzed all 350 packets and here are the 
statistics broken down into the successful TEXT packets in 3 categories: 


BBS: 330 packets to transfer 27 useful lines of text % effeciency 
CNCT: 17 packets to transfer 1 useful line of text = 6% effeciency 
UI: 2 packets to transfer 2 useful lines of text 100% effeciency 


The two UI stations communicated perfectly in 2 packets 
The two CONNECTED stations communicated 1 line only 1 way with 17 packets 
31 of the 33 stations attempting to connect to the BBS accomplished 


nothing! And still spent 280 packets doing it! 
BBS'S ARE NOT THE WAY TO USE PACKET RADIO ON SATELLITES! 


You may argue that the BBS is for the crew. EVEN SO, with the right 
software (APRS), these same 350 packets could have exchanged 350 lines 

of text traffic to and from the crew or anyone else if they had only used 
UI packets! 


Here are the details if you are interesetd: 


350 TOTAL BBS RELATED PACKETS AS FOLLOWS (2 users got logged on): 
280 DISCONNECT-BUSY packets 150 from just 6 stations! 
30 Lines of BBS overhead LINES (welcome, command prompts, etc) 
20 Acks and RETRIES and CHECKS 
17. lines o£ HEARD LOG 
10 message headers listed (at least 2 times each) 
Q@ messages read (ZERO) 


17 STATION-TO-STATION REQ/and RETRIES to convey only ONE LINE! 
1 message line conveyed 


2 APRS TYPE Position/STATUS packets conveying station position and 
status 


CONCLUSION: If we designed Amateur Satellites to be dumb digipeaters for 
UI frames only, then every successful packet CONTAINS USEFUL INFORMATION. 
In this case there would have been 350 lines of data, not just 29.

Absolutely. Sorry, thats what I meant. The pacsat protocol is beautiful 
for delivering bulk traffic and files to LOTS of people simultaneously. 

In fact, we should be doing that on the ground too. One 9600 baud channel 
in your home town, could deliver over a 8 Mbytes of WEB pages and HAm 
radio news to evveryone's PC every day. 


APRS's niche is as an everyone-to-everyone protocol, where the size of the 
traffic is only a line or two per station... Sort of what a lot of HAM 
radio has always been about...

Remember, UI frames only, no connects, and QRP only. Anyone wanna try 1 
or 2 watts? By the way, remember, we have several advantages operating 
satellites with an HT compared to a base station. 


1) No line loss, no pre-amp needed (Maybe 3 dB better than Home Stn RCV) 
2) No line loss on transmit. (Maybe 3 dB better on XMIT) 

3) U can easily match polarization (Avoids 6 to 12 dB fades at home) 

4) U can hold Ant Horiz to get coverage overhead (avoids 20 dB null) 


5) Disadvantage is 6 foot antenna height. But hey, the Horizon 
is 10 dB down due to range anyway... 


Thus, during an overhead pass greater than 45 degrees, you might pick 
up 6 to 12 dB over most Base stations in your area. THese passes only 
occur once a day or so tho... But still, just matching your antenna angle 
for maximum strength is something that even base stations cannot do...

Thanks, Tim. Unfortunately, I suspect this will just result in 10 users 
with no success and much worse due to all their RETRY and ACKs, instead of 
one user with no success. The problem is the useless CONNECT-REQUESTS and 
BUSY-RESPONSE from the other 50 stations on frequency. Human nature being 
what it is, there is no way to solve this problem, other than putting 
ground station software at each users QTH to force them to share. Thats 
what the PACSAT protocol is very good at.. and as you indicated... 


ALthough it may appear that UI frames are EGO-SERVERS, this is not the 
main reason why they would be so good on MIR or ISS or anyother Amateur 
Satellite. It is because UI's can deliver the SAME messages to EVERYONE 
that makes them ideal for MIR. If MIR was transmitting a series of UI 
frames containing all the important messages regarding MIR on a continuous 
basis, then FAR more people would receive the messages than the current 
process of ONE-PERSON-PER-PASS. During a 5 minute pass, and say 
transmitting only 1 such MIR BULLETIN packet every 3 seconds, MIR could 
deliver over 100 lines of message traffic to everyone PER PASS and still 
leave 66% of the time available for UI station-to-station communications. 
This is exactly what this UI-DIGIPEATER-IN-SPACE (and APRS) is all about. 


Its not just for us on the ground. It is an effecient means for 
delivering LOTS of useful packets to LOTS of folks at the same time.

Suggested Operating instructions

If you aren't listening to the packets, then you may not know what is 
going on the channel. TNC's do not detect collisions. DCD's do not 
either, so just because the little green light is OFF, does not mean 
the channel is not all QRM 

*x Operate normally. 
USE SHORT packets and MINIMUM PATH. 
Use WIDEN-N where possible. 


Keep hops practical for your area. (any more than 3 probably 
impossible).. 
Work everyone you see on mail/traffic pages. 

*x ACKS are not required! 
If you get a QSL message from the other station, don't wait for an ACK. 
Erase the outgoing message to reduce QRM! 

x Internet Gateways 
The key here is that IGates only pass through MESSAGEs to LOCAL 
stations in their area. This means you can QSO with anyone if you 
already know their callsign! You will probably NOT see their posits 
since only messages go via IGates (normally). This is why you should 
always include your GRIDSQ in all of your text messages. 
Here are some ways we have come up with to get around these quirks for: 

* a) Assume an SSID of -6 for stations and guess at some 
APRS calls... 

* Watch your traffic list. As soon as anyone QSO's anyone in your 
area, you will see them for a return QSO. 

* Send a CQ FD MESSAGE with your GRIDSQ and report to a DIGI ina 
known area with an IGate. This will go through all IGates. 

* Do a MAPS-OVERLAY-DIGIS for an area to see a good target call. 
(See C) 

*x Do NOT send CQFD or TARGET messages until you have exhausted all 
other contacts, else we may totally BLOCK the RF channels around 
IGates. 

* Once you are working via IGATES, PLEASE minimize your path to ONLY 
the hops needed to hit your local IGate. 

* Home Stations If you are not going to operate, please 
set up your UN-ATTENDED home station for AUTOREPLY with something 
like 'QSL. [gridsq].(NO), ARRL section, etc. For APRSdos this 
simply means send ONE message to the callsign of REPLY and make 
sure this message is the first in your SEND list.

I can pretty well finish the APRS Data base of Mile Markers if I can geta 
few key MM's for MASS. This data base allows you to quickly estimate the 
location of a "voice mobile" who gives you a mile marker. Just hit the 
keys MM MA9O XX and APRSdos will draw a line across I-90 at the 


approximate location of marker XX. THis is real handy when you are APRS 
mobile and chatting with other mobile stations that do not have APRS... 


Its also handy at EOC's as a plotting reference to mobiles using MM 
reference. Here is a list of the key Mile Marks that I need: 


1) I-95 MM at the I-95/1I-93 Split in South Boston 

2) I-95 MM at intersection with MASS PIke I-90 

3) I-95 MM at intersection with Route 1 in NE boston 
4) I-95 MM at NH state line 


1) I-495 MM at intersection of I-95 in Southeast MA 

2) I-495 MM at intersection of I-90 Mass Pike 

3) I-495 MM at intersection with I-290 near Marlborough 
4) I-495 MM at intersection with I-93 in North MA 

5) I-495 MM at intersection with I-95 in North MA 


1) I-93 MM at intersection with I-90 Mass Pike in downtown Boston 
2) I-93 MM at NH State line 


1) I-90 MM at exit 3 west of West Springfield 

2) I-90 MM at exit 9 junction with I-84 

3) I-90 MM at junction with I-495 

4) I-90 MM at junction with I-95 

1) I-395 MM at junction with I-90 

1) I-290 MM at junction with I-190 NE of Worcester 

1) I-190 MM at junction with Route 2 just east of Leominster 

Again, all I need is to know what is the MILE MARKER at that location. 
can get the LAT/LONG myself from the map. Since the Mile Marker will 


never be at exactly the intersection, please estimate the MM to the 
nearest tenth of a mile at exactly the intersection.

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AO-27 is one of the most popular AMSAT's because it allows Handheld 
VOICE communications. As part of my focus on using Satellites for 
mobile/portable Amateur Radio operations, this paper suggests ways to 
improve the visibility of such operations by tying the AO-27 downlink 
into the internet and WEB pages so that everyone can monitor the 
activity. This is very useful for outreach to kids and schools. 


All we need are a few stations monitoring the downlink and feeding it 
into the internet for access. These ground stations need only a UHF 
receiver and fixed antenna. Only 9 or so would provide 90% coverage 
for all passes over the USA. THere are two types of information on 
the downlink, voice and PTT tone bursts. The PTT tones here are only 
the @.2 second ID burst that can be appended to the end of any voice 
QSO by the new Kenwood THD7 dual band 5W HT or from any radio using 
the APRS Mic-Encoder. First I will address this tone burst since it 
is the easiest. 


The @.2 second tone bursts contain the stations' position, course, 
speed and brief Status. NOTE! we are NOT suggesting packet operations 
on AO-27, but these computer-readable bursts are invaluable in the 
rapid and precise identification of users. On the ground, these bursts 
can be distirbuted worldwide almost instantly by the existing APRServe 
internet infrastructure and instantly plotted on many LIVE WEB pages 


such as http://www.aprs.net . Thus, not only do we have a self logging 
satellite voice communications system, but also the ability to receive 
emergency text communications from anyone with an HT in the wilderness 
via AO-27 (and any other FM voice or AX.25 satellite) 


Since there will be multiple receiver sites all feeding their data 

into the same worldwide distribution system, they can use fixed 

antennas and fixed doppler and only concentrate on their optimum area of 
the sky because: 


1) AO-27 is only on during the day, during North to South passes 
2) During the first third of the pass, the doppler is about +7 KHz 
3) During the first third of the pass, the satellite is NORTH 


Thus, a fixed tuned receiver at 435.807 MHz (+7Khz) using only a 3 

element UHF beam or Corner reflector pointed north will capture almost 
HALF of the available passes. Higher gain is NOT desired since it would 
not see passes to the northeast and northwest. Remember, your station is 
only a small piece of a nationwide distributed listening network. The 
geometry of the sky from your location where the doppler is between +6 and 
+8 KHz extends from your northern horizon to almost 45 degrees. The 
sector is a full 90 degrees wide from your NE to your Nw. No more than 3 
elements should be used or the azimuth coverage would not be sufficient. 
If you want to pick up an added 3 dB, then use a pair of stacked 3 element 
vertical beams to narrow the vertical pattern while preserving the 
horizontal width. Other creative antennas aproaching 10 dB can be 
designed for just this sector. 


OPERATIONS: Any such UHF receiver configured as noted above, will 
receive the downlink during all daytime passes. To link those 

brief @.2 second tone bursts from the THD7 users into the worldide 
APRS internet system, all you must do is have a TNC with the MYALIAS 
of RELAY listening on UHF and transmitting on 2 meters on 144.39. 


VOICE INTERNET ACCESS: This is not my area of expertise, but I assume 
that using "REAL-AUDIO" techniques, that creative WEB masters can 
create WEB pages to capture and make available the brief 5 miunute 
pass audio from these receiver to anyone in real time. 


PLANS: I will begin work on such an AO-27 Monitoring receiver for 
Maryland. Just looking at a USA map, if we had similar sites in 
Atlanta, Chicago, Miami, Houston, Kansas CIty, Denver, LA and SFO, 
then we would have quite a network, capable of capturing most passes. 
Already you can monitor such live HT users via MIR on our automatic 
MIR monitoring WEB page http://web.usna.navy.mil/~bruninga/mirex.html 
This is a similar system to monitor the AO-27 downlink. 


THD7 USERS: To enable the short tone burst at the end of your PTT 


voice operations, set TRANSMIT to PTT, rate to 30 secs, PATH to RELAY. 
Keep your STATUS text short or your data burst will be longer. 

You can dial in any one of the 7 pre programmed COMMENTS, but please 
avoid EMERGENCY unless its true. Uplink is on 145.85. The internal 
TNC cannot operate cross band, so you will NOT be able to decode 

any other stations you may hear on 435.800 + doppler. But everyone 
else monitoring can. 


If you do not have a THD7, you can add a Mic-Encoder to any HT 
using either the original TAPR Mic-ENcoder or the new Mic-Lite.

In my earlier post, the AO-27 frequency is in error. I took it from the 


table on page 13 of this months AMSAT journal as 435.800 +/- doppler. Ray 
Soifer points out this is in error and the actual center frequency is 
436.795, almost 1 MHZ higher. So if you are going to listen for AO-27, 
start at 436.803 and tune downards during the pass. Also, A027 is only on 
in the northern hemisphere and turns on somewhere over canada and turns 
off 18 minutes later. Uplink is still 145.850 


I have heard that you can hear it briefly on a GOOD rubber duck but only 
during the center of a close overhead pass and if you have the polarity 
matched. Also note, that a lot of the time it sounds like mush, because 
that is what it is hearing from all the QRM on the uplink.

This is a follow up message, after having built it: 


For APRS to share a Marine band antenna at the EOC, I came up with this 
solution which provides 30 dB isolation between radios and 0 dB insertion 
loss. It consists of two shorted stubs that are multiple quarterwaves 
long joined to the antenna by two other quarter waves.

This is just the classic shorted stub, but longer. By making the shorted 
stub 10 quarter waves on the Marine band, this is the same as 9 QW on 
144.39 so the insertion loss is ZERO. If you used the classic short 
stub, the insertion loss at 144.39 would be almost 8 dB! This table 
shows the difference: 


Stub Length in 1/4 Waves Isolation Insertion 


10 @ 156 (9 @ 144) 30 dB (0) <= only this one is close 


6 @ 156 31 dB -2 dB to an odd number at 
4 @ 156 33 dB -3 dB 144, so it has 0 loss 
2 @ 156 40 -8 dB 


To determine the optimum length, simply take the ratio of the freqnecies 
here 144/156 which is about 9/10. Notice that the longer the stub, 

the less the Isolation acheivable, so for freqs that are even closer, 
the isolation is not as good, but the insertion loss is still very low. 


Another application is as just a receive stub to knock out Pagers at 151 
MHz. THis would take 20 QW at 151 to equal 19 QW at 144. BUT even if 
the Isolation was only 20 dB, this would sure get the pagers out of 

your front end and still show 0 insertion loss. Note, if you used just a 
short stub in this case, then the insertion loss at 144 would be an 
unacceptable 15 dB! 


This suggestion is not as good as cavity diplexers. Its function is 

to permit shared use of an antenna without damage to either radio when 

the other transmits. But since you can ball the coax into the size of 
your fist, it takes up less than 1/1000 the volume required for cavities. 
When one radio transmits, the other will be desensed, but in this 
application where the Marine Band radio and APRS are in RECEIVE mode 99.9% 
of the time, it is perfect.

Ed asked about a modified Mic-Lite or Pic-E to QSY his radio to 144.39 for 
the Mic-E burst and then return to his voice channel. He suggested a 
radio control port on the Mic-E to send serial radio commands to the radio 
to QSY it during the transmission. Here is my suggestion: 


Rather than try to put code into the MIM/Mic-Lite for all the different 
radios, since you mentioned pushing a button anyway, why not just wire an 
external DPST push button so that when you push it, one pair of contacts 
connected to your radio's CALL or MEMORY button QSY's the radio and the 
other contacts simply Key the MIM/Mic-Lite for the transmission. 


Much simpler... Press the button twice each time you use it. Once does the 
above, and the second time (on my Kenwood anyway) returns you to the 
channel in use. (Since the Mic-Lite has already transmitted, it will not 
be ready to transmit again for another 30 seconds or so depending on what 
you have set in... 


Hope this helps.

The proximity alerts are selectable by station, with the alert distance 
also selected on a per-station basis. The "update" alert will give you two 
beeps (CW "I") on any transmission heard from the selected station(s). 


Both motion and proximity alerts will sound the Palm alarm and flash a 
message including callsign on the screen. 


A new idea is the "ignore station" feature. Ignoring a station will delete 
the station's object information, but keep the call in a list which is 
checked on every received packet. If the sending callsign is in the ignore 
list, the packet is forgotten. The ignore list cannot be edited, but can be 
cleared (in "Filters"). It is also cleared when you quit the program. There 
is a limit of roughly 10 calls which can be put in the ignore list, with a 
warning if it's full.

1) Remember, the only way to get a CQ via a distant Igate is to send a 
message to someone (or a permanent digipeater) in a target area. I 
suggest DIGIs, because they are ALWAYS on the air. My FD site will be on 
and off as we also do many Satellite passes with the THD7 HT. Also, since 
LCD's look better out of sun, dont expect much operations until the 


evening in my opinion... 
Therefore we need someone to put together a list like this: 


CALL TYPE IGATE LOCATION 
WB4APR-7 FD AA3JY-2 Cpk Bay 
K3ATI-12 TARGET AA3JY-2 N-MD, SE-PA, S-NJ 


For example, sending a message to K3ATI-12 will be seen by everyone in the 
indicated region above. Others of you that know your area well, should 
also suggest the BEST target Digi in your area that will hit the most FD 
sites at one time. ALso, remember that an Igate must be nearby... 


Do not send a packet to an Igate as a target, because, of course, it will 
never get to RF! It will see it and ACK it!

Its time to think of better tweaks to our growing network. I am asking 
Kantronics to consider the following. If you can think of improvements 
let us know: (At start of FD, I noticed a multiplication of dupes as some 
people installed temporary WIDE digipeaters to link to their FD site). 


PROBLEM: Often people will put up temp or permanent digis to fill ina 
small gap, or let them operate HT in a shadowed area. This is fine if 
they only use the alias of RELAY. But as a RELAY, then they work fine 
for outgoing packets, but do nothing for incoming ones. THus, there is a 
temptation to make them a WIDE. This causes MANY,MANY dupes for traffic 
passing through the area. 


SOLUTION: SOlution is to add a command called something like "FILL-DIGI" 
to the digipeater TNC. If FILL-DIGI is set to ON, then this digi will 
ONLY digipeat a packet if it is the FIRST or the LAST digipeater ina 
string. This way the digi works as intended, bringing traffic into 

and out of a hidden area, while not adding duplicate DUPES to long 


haul traffic passing through. 


Its not a perfect solution, but it shouuld help. Where it doesnt help is 
when say someone is just using the default of WIDE5-5 for example but the 
user in the valley is only 3 hops away. Then the packet will arrive at 
the FILL-DIGI as WIDE5-2 and NOT be digipeated, because it is not last. 


But hey, we cant fix everything. 
Think about it...

While looking at FD HISTORY logs, I noticed something needing fixing: 


* I noticed some digipeaters taking advantage of multiple LText strings 


to announce many lines of info about their digipeaters. WHile compiling 
logs from FD, I find that my logs were FULL of duplicate digipeater 

BTexts because APRS saves all "new" positions to the history log. 

"new" in this case, means "different" from the last position. By having 
alternating LTexts from Digipeaters causes everyone's history logs to fill 
up with useless DIGI brag texts. 


Solutions: 


1) Dont do that 
2) Change APRS to only consider the "position" part of a Position packet 
in the determination of whether it is new or not. 


I strongly prefer #1. #2 would mean that a lot of good info, would be 
lost, such as when a station changes his ICON, or comment text. This 
stuff is important for the log. 


OPINION: Digipeaters should only have ONE LText (or BText), or if 
you want to set up multiple routes, the LText's MUST BE IDENTICAL.

MAPS-OVERLAY-CRASHES (all CAP recorded aircraft wreckages 


MAPS -OVERLAY -WX (plots all NWR radio sites) 
MAPS -OVERLAY - NWS (plots all NWS sites 
MAPS-OVERLAY-ZIPS (shows all zip codes (if you have loaded ZIPpos.zip 


All of the supporting files are in the MAP distros, but so that you dont 
have to download each one, I have zipped up all the OVERLAY.POS files in 
one distro on TAPR called APRSpos.zip. Just pkunzip -d and you got em 
all. 


APRS842 adds a growing list of VOICE repeaters to the overlay capability. 
So far we have VOICE repeater overlays in the NW, EAS and SE distros. 
Here is an opportunity for a volunteer in the the W, CEN, MID, SOUTH,EAS 
and SE areas. 


ALSO, there is a file called ZIPpos.zip which contains all the 
OVERLAY.POS files for the MAPS-OVERLAY-ZIPcodes command. 


NOTE TO OTHER MAPMAKERS! If you want all of the MAP-OVERLAY commands to 
work while users are in your MAPLIST, then you should copy my files for 
your area with a new name ending in .XXX that matches your .XXX distro.

IMPORTANT IMPORTANT IMPORTANT! The internal database formats have again 
changed, and you MUST delete all previous pocketAPRS databases (which 
includes maps) before loading and starting v0.39! Failure to do this WILL 
crash the Palm! (After reloading the application, you can reload the maps 
you already have. The map format has not changed.) 


This time around there are several function and appearance changes, again 
in an effort to push it towards becoming "v1.0". 


Map Window and Status Bar - First and most obvious is a change in the map 
window appearance and function. Gone is the "popup palette" of buttons that 
appeared when you tapped on the map screen. This has been replaced with a 


full-time status and tool bar which occupies the bottom of the screen. 


The status bar contains the controls formerly in the palette, and works 
differently: you select the action first and xthenx tap the screen, 
backwards from what it used to be. This type of operation is known as 
"modal" (you operate in a "“mode"), and should require half the effort to do 
the more common functions. 


The controls are on the left side of the status bar, and appear in this 
order: zoom in, zoom out, default (1X) view, object select, add object, and 
"Here I am!". Tapping the default view control will redraw the screen, then 
return the function tool selection (such as zoom in) to where it was before 
restoring the default view. Object select does not work yet, and is the 
last remaining major item in the way of production release. 


Aside from control changes, the status bar gave us the space for other 
important indicators: most recently heard station, digipeat not heard, GPS 
offline, and (YES!) a battery level indicator. 


A fun addition to the status bar is that you can tap on the callsign 
appearing in the "most recently heard" space, and it will immediately go to 
the station info form for that call. A very quick shortcut for "who is 
that?". 


Object Editing - new with v0.39 is complete object editing capability. Not 
only can you easily update your own manually-entered objects, you can "take 
control" and edit (or delete) objects originating from other stations, 
retransmitting the changed status to the network. 


Object Transmit - previous to v@.39, manually-entered objects transmitted 
once and then never again. This now works as expected. 


Object Expiration - this is a new feature to APRS programs. pocketAPRS 
objects can be set to "self-delete" after a specified period; the current 
default is 30 minutes, but is settable to other values on the object 
creation screen, and the value can be edited. As far as on-air function 
goes, the result is the same as if you broadcast an object in APRSdos, and 
then "killed" it manually. It is not removed from the station/object list 
until deleted manually. 


Station List Functions - the popup commands that were new in v0.37 are 
improved in v0.39. Most noticable is that when you select a station (as 
opposed to an object), the "Edit" command becomes "Send Message", which 
then displays the send message dialog. "Locate", however, does not function 
yet. 


Kenwood D7 - a number of users had commented about the "retry" problem when 
trying to run with the D7. With major help (thanks, Jonathan!) it was 


discovered that the program was overrunning the D7's command processor 
pretty badly, so several timings were adjusted to bring this under control. 


General Fixes - two major longstanding bugs of a "general crash" nature 
were discovered and swatted, and a number of other minor annoyances were 
fixed. 


Help Files - the built-in help texts HAVE NOT been changed to reflect the 
new functions. These will be updated in the next release. 


As mentioned above, the most significant item pending completion is object 
selection from the map screen. There are a few other things I'd like to get 
on the "done" checklist for v1.0, but the object selection is the biggest. 
I plan one more beta (...I've said that before...) that will be a genuine 
test release of every major feature planned for v1.0.

APRS+SA v1.99 Beta "T" 


In preparation for the upcoming SAREX flight, APRS+SA v1.99 "T" will decode 
the Grid Square in Status (GSS) packet. It will only look for 6 characters 
grids with or without an icon. The 4 element grid square is not supported by 
APRS+SA at this time. It supports Icons, assuming they are in the primary 
symbol table. When APRS+SA is in Grid-In-To mode, the transmitted status 
changes to the GSS packet. Posits are still in Grid-In-To format. The text 


associated with GSS is the Posit text that the user has programmed. 


Here is a sample output of APRS+SA in GSS mode: 
KH2Z>DM14KA,WB6JAR-10*,WIDE:>DM14KAz APRS is "RAD"IO 


Yes, it is a combination of Grid-In-To and GSS. But more importantly, it 
will decode this as a Posit. The program does not have to be in GSS mode to 
decode this packet. It looks as the first six characters. If characters [1 
2 5 6] are in A-Z, and [3 4] are 0-9, then is automatically assumes it is a 
grid square, and decodes it as such. The program does have to be in GSS 
mode to transmit a status packet of this form, otherwise, it will transmit a 
standard status packet. 


To install v1.99, you must first install v0.9.22, the current "official" 
release. The copy the files of GPS199T.zip to your APRS+SA directory, and 
rerun Setup.exe.

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It is probable that SAREX will usually be in VOICE mode over the USA when 
the astronauts are awake, and hopefully be in PACKET mode when they sleep. 
Here is my (uninformed) guess based on the timeline of when you might 
expect to operate some PACKET under the above assumptions: 


SLEEP: Astronauts are on the following sleep schedule: 


JULY 20th 0436 UTC Launch 
21st 0200 UTC SAREX is unpacked and set up 
21st 1430-2230 UTC First sleep period with SAREX 
22nd 1330-2130 UTC Second sleep period with SAREX 
23rd 1230-2030 UTC Third sleep period with SAREX 
24th 0430 UTC Stow SAREX 


Looking at the orbit, I draw the following approximate conclusions: 


The crew is awake over the USA and S.Africa (expect Voice?) 
The crew sleeps over S.America, C.Africa and India (Packet?)

Columbia Ready for the Final SAREX Flight 


Just a few hours before launch, operations continue on schedule 
for space shuttle Columbia on STS-93, the brief five-day mission 
on which the Chandra X-Ray Observatory will be deployed. 


According to Reuters news service, Chandra, named for late Indian- 
born Nobel Laureate Subrahmanyan Chanrasekhar, known as Chandra to 
his friends, will study X-ray emissions from distant stars and 
galaxies that are largely undetectable from earth because of 
atmospheric distortion. 


STS-93 is the 25th and final flight of the Space Amateur Radio 
EXperiment (SAREX) on the space shuttle. Amateur Radio in human 
space flight will continue the fine tradition set by the shuttle 
and space station Mir by soon boarding the International Space 
Station. This will take the form of the multinational Amateur 
Radio on the International Space Station (ARISS). 


As in previous SAREX missions, crew members will take turns making 


scheduled 2-way radio contacts with schools, random radio contacts 
with Amateur Radio operators, and a few personal contacts with 
their families. 


Five schools are scheduled to talk with the astronauts using ham 
radio frequencies and the volunteer-based AMSAT Telebridge Network. 
The primary goal of the SAREX and ARISS programs is to excite the 
students’ interest in science, technology, mathematics and the 

U.S. and international space program.

COme join us. WIth only 3 weeks more of MIR ever (probably), Last night I 
shifted my APRS station over to 145.985 and have been seeing how many 


stations I can pick up. SO far, with only 24 hours of monitoring, I have 
copied about 50 stations communicating via ROMIR with UI frames. About 16 
or so are using APRS. Many are THD7's. Here are some highlights today: 


1) Copied 3 posits from N8DEU-15 mobile and moving between Jackson and 
Meridian Mississippi over a 23 mile trip! (The black hole) 

2) Copied KC5JGV-7 mobile in North Arkansas and moving north at 50 MPH 
3) Copied yours truely mobile and moving between Annapolis and Baltimore 
4) Pass just completed saw 5 more stations 


This pass I uplinked the moving OBJECT (ROMIR) so that anyone monitoring 
would "SEE" MIR on their maps. If anyone else wants to do this, please 
do. About one successful uplink a minute would do nicely.. 


Don't be agressive. Just put your station on 145.985 from about 5:30 PM 
local time to after Midnight over the USA and you will see lots of folks 
about every hour and a half. Once you hear a pass, look for the next one 
92 minutes later. 


APRSdos suggestions: 

1) Start of pass, INPUT-MY-POS and INPUT-MY-STATUS to reset your timers 
2) Be sure to have CONTROLS-FILTERS-OTHER to ON so you see not just APRS 
3) You must set UNPROTO to ROMIR 


At end of pass you will see everyone on the P-list (Most non-APRS stations 
will have 000/000 posits). The LIST-STATUS will show the last packet from 
everyone and the LIST-LOG will show ALL UI packets in sequence! 


Do a FILE-SAVE-MIR so that you can reload the same file each night and 
keep accumulating more stations. 


Do NOT expect an ACK. Once you see your packet digipeated, ERASE it. 
Send Bulletins mostly, since that is the only general packet that ALL 
THD7's can see that are not directly addressed to them.

It is probable that SAREX will usually be in VOICE mode over the USA when 
the astronauts are awake, and hopefully be in PACKET mode when they sleep. 
Note that they sleep during Mid-Day (USA time), but their orbits are over 
the USA in the evening and night. Here is my (uninformed) guess based on 
the timeline of when you might expect to operate some PACKET under the 
above assumptions: 


JULY 23rd 04xx UTC Launch 
24th 0200 UTC SAREX is unpacked and set up 
24th 1430-2230 UTC First sleep period (good packet chances) 
25th 1330-2130 UTC Second sleep period (good packet chances) 
26th 1230-2030 UTC Third sleep period (good packet chances) 
27th 0430 UTC Stow SAREX 


Looking at the orbit, I draw the following approximate conclusions: 


The crew is awake over the USA (night time) (expect Voice?) 

The crew sleeps over S.America, C.Africa and India (Packet?) 

The crew sleeps over early Australia passes (Packet?) 

Spain and Italy will see some sleep time passes (Packet?) 
Northern Europe wont see the shuttle at all, but can monitor MIR. 
for APRS UI packets.

So stations outside the USA may have good opportunities to play with the 
SAREX packet system and APRS. THe above are very crude approximations. 
Expect anything at any time! All downlinks are on 145.800 MHz. Never 
transmit there. 


Uplinks are: Packet(everywhere) 144.49 UP 
Voice (USA) 144.45 and .47 UP 
Voice (Europe) 144.49 UP 


PACKET: APRS UI transmissions are encouraged. EIther run APRS or use 
your TNC to send UI packets via W5RRR-1. (Manual users should begin each 
line with ">" so APRS stations will capture them). Do NOT attempt 
connections to any other station, it is very inneffecient and 
inconsiderate.. Communicate with everyone via UI packets only. While 
planning Demos, dont overlook the UI packets on MIR's downlink of 145.985 
as well.

It should not be necessary to "clean house" from v0.40 or v0.39. Just 
HotSync this program over existing one and everything should be copacetic. 
Versions earlier than v0.39 should have expired by now, but if you happen 
to have an old version sitting on your Palm, the application and all of the 
maps need to be deleted before loading v0.98 (and then reloading the maps). 


Features added since v0.40: 


- On-map object selection (BIG feature!). 

- Phantom objects on first map draw fixed. 

- Fixed station list page scrolling problem (hopefully...). 
- Revise help texts to match current version. 

- Killed objects are drawn with a big, obvious "X". 

- "Locate" function from station list now works. 


The plan at this point is to have everyone poke at this for two weeks while 
I shake-out the new manual coordinate entry interface. Unless there are 
really grievous bugs found, we'll call the next version "v1.0". 


If your feature request isn't in there yet, rest assured that there are 
still a zillion things on the "gonna do" list that are forthcoming. But at 
this point the key application features are in place and the program seems 
moderately stable, so let's say that we've met the milestone. 


After v1.0 is released, I am going to take a break, mostly to clear the 
calendar for our local MS-150 APRS effort. The priority on resuming work 
will be map creation and translation, with a direct terminal window shortly 


thereafter. 


Please let me know of any leftover bugs "real soon". I can't guarantee that 
all of them will be swatted for v1.0, but we'll take a healthy run at them.

Just returned from 2 week Camping trip through CO, AZ and UT and have 
some comments and 1000 Emails to go through... 


1) Nothing heard on APRS west of Denver, Northern AZ, nor Southern Utah. 
Not complaining, its a big country, but I have a few ideas.... 


a) Grand Canyon averages 22,000 people a day. Statistics suggest that 


100 or so are hams. There is a voice repeater there (if you look it 
up) but in 2 days, I only rounded up ONE QSO with a local who was 
50 miles away... 


b) Those 22,000 also go the days before or after to ZION, BRYCE, Mesa 
Verde and other large national campgrounds.. Big concentrations of 
HAM travelers in a few small spots... 


c) We could get a lot of bang for the buck by having just one local 
DIGI in such areas of LARGE concentrations of APRS travelers... 


2) In Flagstaff, there was a 10 second DGPS signal using the call of 
PK232>DGPS:....rtcm...data.... But NO digi, no network and no links 


3) On top of Mesa Verde (SW CO) I got into the vast New Mexico APRS 
system, and it was a joy. This would be an EXCELLENT location for 
an APRS digi to cover all of the 4 corners area... (Travelers..) 


4) I-70 West through Western Colorado is a MAJOR artery. It has the 
"colorado-conection" for voice, but should also have 3 similar APRS 
digis to cover that baren 300 miles... including Vail and Aspen... 


5) UTAH has a voice network from Las-Vegas to Salt-lake and on into Idaho! 
Again, it would be simple to add 5 or 6 APRSdigis to cover the same 
500 mile distance... 


APRS is EASY, Transparent, passive and yet fully useful to travelers. I 
NEVER got into the UTAH or Colorado VOICE networks because I couldnt find 
the PL tones nor the right frequencies. APRS on the other hand is always 
144.39, self identifying, and all users are xalways on the airx. You dont 
have to keep calling CQ... 


Yes, if I spent 10 minutes of every hour looking thorugh the ARRL Repeater 
directory for voice repeaters and called on every one, I would have had 
communications... but with the family, I dont want to, nor have the 
time... APRS on the other hand is either there.... or not.... and if it 
is there, so also is everyone else... 


P.S. I tried monitoring and calling on 146.52, but never heard a peep. 
This works ONLY for Dayton where 17,000 Hams are all on the road on the 
SAME day... 


Note... These TRAVELRS APRS DIGIS cannot be supported by the lone 
locals... They may need help from the surrounding community... and may 
require a lot of politicing... But maybe everyone should think about how 
to fill in these areas. The CELLULAR community does EXACTLY that. They 
put Cells where concentrations of people are. 


So.... 


1) The National Parks, Interstates and Airports are excellent targets. 
2) Dont just think "local"... Think of travelers too 


P.S. Denver AIrport was solid INDOORS with 1 watt and the HT... 
(and all East of the rockies... :-)) 


The right demo of APRS to the right PARK officail with GPS for search and 
rescue might even get you funding! Imagine how much easier it is to put 
up an APRSdigi on a Park Visitors center than a VOICE repeater (that no 
one can find or no one is listening to...) Total cost of $299?

Hummh... If a tree falls in the woods... will anyhone hear it? 


This points out that xespecially*x in the wilderness beyond APRS 
digipeaters, we should be running 1 minute packets. At a "meeting" speed 
of over 2 miles a minute, 1 minute rate should guarantee a packet within 
two miles of each mobile. At a 2 minute or greater, rate, the 4 miles 
between mobiles may cause you to miss each other. After several years of 
mobiling to Dayton and track histories to prove it, I am convinced that 
mobile-to-mobile in East Coast terrain (no digipeaters) is useless beyond 
5 miles and usually is only good at 2 miles or less... 


So if you go out west, keep it going. Even with out digipeaters, APRS has 
the advantage of letting two strangers in the night see each other when 
passing... 


WHile driving my 3000 miles along the interstates, and scenic byways and 
through the Campgrounds, I often wondered how many hams were within 
simplex range, but without APRS, had no way to know of the others 
presence... APRS should be the "channel-19" of HAM radio... 

(the good part, only :-) 


Set it an forget it... until you run into someone...

With the loss of MIR as the only AX.25 digipeater in space for wilderness 
travelers and off-shore sailors to digipeat their Position/Status, there 
is renewed interest in using the AO-16, LU-19 and I0-26 1200 baud AX.25 
digipeaters for brief UI packet reporting. 


The transmit side is trivial (a $3 mod to any TAPR-2 type TNC). Thus, 
anyone with a 5 watt or more mobile rig can report. All we 

have ever needed are a few automated UHF PSK downlink stations to digipeat 
these packets back into the worldwide APRServe distribution system. 


There are several recent things making this application more viable: 

1) The pending shut down of MIR digipeater 

2) More interest worldwide in APRS UI position/status reporting 

3) Steve Bible's work on a universal PIC manchester transmitter 

4) A possible student project at my school to do the daily downlink 
tracking until we can automate it... 

5) A surprise announcement (from an author) coming soon...

WHile doing APRS planning for our 10K Race I had an idea. Maybe it is so 
obvious, everyone is already doing it, but I just realized its power 
tonight... 


Many HAMS will be using their THD7 as their HT as they assume their duties 
as "shadows" or other walking COMM assets. Often the voice channel is 

busy and often they may not hear a voice message addressed to them because 
they are distracted or whatever. ALso, routine voice traffic for them may 


have to wait many minutes before it can be passed on the VOICE nets. 
Sooooo... 


Why not send traffic TO them via the THD7 APRS message system as if it 
were a one-way PAGER! (Not expecting a "digital" reply). Their THD7 
will receive it, alert them to the message, and it is availalble to be 
read when he gets to it. 


Normally, a THD7 MESSAGE is the last thing such a VIP ox COMMUNICATOR has 
time for (because normal APRS usually expects a digital reply). BUT... 

If we use this capability such that the THD7 user does NOT NEED to RESPOND 
via a THD7 KBRD MSG, then it can be very useful... If we had some general 
abbreviations agreed to before hand, then we could communicate quite 
effectively via this means at a local event. Here are some ideas for 
some abbreviations to be appended at the end of an APRS message: 


blah blah blah... VRO VRO means Voice Reply OK 

blah blah blah... VRR Voice Reply Required 

blahh blahh blahh.. ARR APRS Reply Required (wont use much!) 
blah blah blah NRR No response required 


Also during such use, all APRS operators could "assume" that any time they 
get their own MESSAGE duplicated back to them from the remote THD7 
recepient, that this "means" that that user has READ the message and is 
ACKNOWLEDGING its contents. WIth this assumption, this process can be 
completed by the THD7 user with only 3 key strokes. MSG OK OK. 

If we do not make this assumption, then a "reply" takes Many, many 
keystrokes and is jsut too burdensome to be done in this kind of real-time 
tactical event. 


Are there any other useful abbreviations that we could use to facilitate 
this kind of mostly one-way traffic delivery? (typically from the APRS 
operator at Net control to the THD7 users out walking the event). I do 
not want a big list of abbrevitions, but just a usable set that covers the 
need. 


(I had Asked Kenwood to include a "single-key-RGR" human REPLY capability, 
but it just didnt make it into the design...) 


Have any of you already explored this kind of operation and developed 
techniques? Please share it with us..

DIGI owners NOTE: 


Lee has pointed out a problem.... DIGIS must only send out 
one-and-only-one POSIT packet. SOme people are using the LT buffers in the 
KPC-3 to send out lots of BRAG info. THis causes APRS problems as 
follows: 


1) A station can have only one POSITION packet. If you send out 
alternating POSITION packets to get more BRAG stuff transmitted, then you 
will overflow everyone's TRACK HISTROY LOGS with every darn packet even 
though you are standing still. This is because APRS must log ALL 

"new" POSITS even if only the "text changes"... 


2) If the DIGI puts out any other packets that are NOT position packets, 


then it will be VICINITY tracked until it finally does send out a posit. 
THis causes other V/T stations to all apprear at the already V/T posit. A 
mess... 


SUMMARY: DIGIS must only transmit one and only one POSIT packet. If you 
want to set muoltiple packets at multiple rates and times, then the TEXT 
must be identical...

Kenwoods APRS (PACSAT) Moble Radio 


At DCC, Kenwood informally revealed a prototype APRS Mobile (PACSAT) 
radio. This was a courtesy demo only. The radio does not yet exist, so 
do them a favor and DO NOT PESTER YOUR KENWOOD DEALERS until Christmas. 
The radio looks like TM-V7 but with a larger orange screen. It 
appears to have the following interesting characteristics: 

- All THD7 features plus dozens of enhancements 

- FU1L1 front panel text message send-receive (like THD7) 

- 9600 baud Pacsat capable. crossband TNC. With KISS 

- Full front panel general packet monitor display (See scrolling 

packets on any channel, not just APRS) 
- All band rev 118 MHz to 1300 MHZ, (optimized only in HAM bands) 
- Remote control head (always) 


I will have one of these at the AMSAT conference and will discuss the 
pro's and con's of mobile two-way FRONT PANEL APRS communications via 
the 9600 baud PACSATS (No laptop needed!)... 


The receiver is very good. I wonder what the minimum gain antenna will be 
for a reasonable downlink...? We did a test on the roof parking lot and 
got near full scale readings from U022 with a handheld 3el yagi.

APRS ID BOX (AID) 

At DCC I presented the idea of using the ubiquitous Caller ID boxes 
as a Ham Radio universal mobile 4 line message delivery device. 
These devices are down to $12 on sale and $2 surplus. Not only can 
they display real-time messages, but also have a 50 to 100 message 
memory. I call this an AID box (APRS ID BOX). 


The application is the dashboard of every mobile ham radio vehicle. 
NO OTHER HARDWARE REQUIRED. Just connect to your speaker. Imagine 
the applications: Meeting announcements, traffic/wx advisories 
bulletins, Emergency calls, etc. 


The beauty of it is that they use 1200 baud standard ASCII text and 
the same Bell202 tones as Packet radio. All we need to do is 
transmit the right tones! Any TNC with "ASCII" RTTY mode can do this. 
THus it should be trivial to implement a universal LOW COST amateur 
text distribution system almost overnight! 


Before DCC I began experimenting. I could easily use a BELL202 

modem to receive caller ID from my phone line. But for transmitting 
to an AID box, it appears that the ID box will not receive and 

decode the text unless the ASCII tones arrive at a specific time 
after the first ring signal. Reverse engineering the circuit reveals 
the ring rectifier does feed a pin on the PIC chip which will need to 
be spoofed; probably by the opening of the squelch. 


The concept is to have a modem at each voice repeater site to 
send the tones. It listens for special messages on a command 
channel (or the APRS channel) and translates them to the AID 
format. The ideal engine to program this cross translator 

is the TAPR Pic-E which alreaady has the Bell202 modem on board. 


Thus, not only APRS stations, but also ANY voice radio user can now 
be efficiently informed via error-free text messages for under $5 
per vehicle! 


Experimenters go for it!

Subject: [Laprssig] APRS Protocol Specification Update 


After a meeting of the APRS Working Group at the DCC in Phoenix, we were 
able to announce yesterday (Friday) that the draft of the long-awaited 
APRS Protocol Specification V1.0 will be completed and handed over to Greg 


Jones by 2359 on Tuesday, September 28 (note: the time zone was not 
specified :-) ). Greg will format the document and have it available at 
the TAPR web site by the end of the week. He will post the specifics, 
including the URL of the new APRS Working Group web page, when the document 
is ready to go. 


As a reminder of the process, once the draft is posted, there will be a 
public comment period. The authors will take the comments into account in 
finalizing version 1.0 of the APRS Protocol Specification. 


Since we are trying to establish a baseline that documents the current on- 
the-air protocol, this round of comments will be limited to inaccuracies or 
omissions of the draft's description of the current protocol. Comments 
requesting changes or extensions to the protocol need to wait until after 
version 1.0 is finalized. 


The comment process and timeline will be outlined at the APRS Working 
Group web page.

1) Added support for reception of Compressed format Packets. These are not 
currently being transmitted, and complete testing needs to be performed. 
But the basics are now in place. 


2) Kiss mode changed. You can now access Kiss mode on Port-1, the TNC port 
by pressing Ctrl-Shift-K. This activates the Kiss window. You will need to 
enter the serial port parameters. There is also a new slot for entering the 
appropriate commands to put your TNC in Command mode. This is a single line 
edit control. To enter multi-line commands, enter <CR> for a carriage 
return (New Line) character. Example: to put a Kantronics TNC into Kiss 
mode, enter: 

INT KISS <CR> RESET <CR> 

Case in not important. Commands for other TNCs will vary. 

NOTE: Kiss mode is not entered automatically on program startup, yet. You 
will need to manually enter Kiss mode at startup. The Kiss window will 
remember you settings between invocations of the program. To start Kiss 
mode, Press Ctrl-Shift-K, Click Open, Click KissOn.

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Here is what came out of the AMSAT conference: 


APRSpace CONCEPT DISCUSSION 10 Oct 99 
Bob Bruninga, WB4APR 


APRSpace is a network concept I presented at the AMSAT-NA symposium to 
use amateur satellites to deliver messages/position and status between 
mobiles and the worldwide APRServe system. With the imminent intro- 
duction of the Kenwood APRS Mobile radio with built in 9600 baud TNC and 
front-panel APRS message and position displays, any mobile traveling 
outside of the existing APRS infratstructure can send and receive 

any needed packets via a 9600 baud satellite. The purpose of this 
"white paper" is to begin the dialog to suggest how APRS and AMSAT can 
join together to serve the distant mobile ham radio traveler. 


In the conference parking lot, using a handheld 3 element (1 foot) 
UHF beam, the Kenwood radio received and displayed UI packets from both 
the U022 and KO25 downlinks on the front panel of the radio. With 
several new Amateur Satellites in design and on the launch pad, this 
demonstrates a great satellite application for these new 9600 baud 
transponders. Remember, no PC, laptop, TNC or any other hardware other 
than the mobile radio itself is required! 


Further, No on-orbit software, nor message storage nor processing 
is required other than simply enabling digipeat for UI frames on the 
satellite. Mobile-to-mobile communications would be enabled instantly, 
and mobile to-from any other APRS station in the world is possible via 
only a few APRServe fixed stations serving as impromptu APRServe IGates. 


Finally, no special ground segment software is required either, since 
every copy of Mac/Win and +SA APRS software already includes automatic 
background Gateway capability to APRServe whenever such a user is 
connected to his internet ISP.. 


Thus, in HAM radio we have the ability in only a few months from 
now to activate a worldwide mobile Satellite comunications system 
that rivals (in our own small way) the global presence of Iridium, 
Globalstar and others... What makes this possible is the availability 
of the off-the-shelf Kenwood mobile radio (maybe by December 99) with 
built in 1200/9600 baud packet radio and APRS front panel displays 
and controls. 


NOTE, this does not replace, but only augments the existing efforts 
using the 1200 baud A016/L019/1026 satellites to accomplish the same 
APRS mobile satellite obectives. Similarly it does not compete with 
the existing 9600 Baud PACSAT Protocols nor satellites. These three 
amateur satellite segments can be thought of as a means to satisfy a 
variety of mobile satellite communications needs. The following table 
attempts to summarize these areas and capabilities:

Notice how versatile the Kenwood will be as a mobile satellite terminal 
even without a laptop in most cases... 


ANTENNAS: Existing mobile whips for 2m will work fine for the mobile 

uplinks. But existing 9600 baud downlinks are below threshold for any 
mobile omni antenna. Thus mobiles need to begin working on 7 to 10 dB 
gain antenna designs. At least a 3 element (or equivalent) beam or 


phased array is required. And the vertical polarity of the signal and 
the nadir pointing null from the satellite preclude the normal center- 
of-pass advantages. Fortunately, future satellites may have more 
power available on the downlink, due to the low duty cycle of these 
APRS style UI messaging. 


APRS GROUND STATION (IGATE) SOFTWARE MODS: Although no mods are needed 
for mobile-to-mobile and mobile-to-internet messsaging, some minor 
software mods will be needed to existing APRS swoftware IGate handling 
from APRServe back to the mobile via the satellite. THis is due to the 
short duration and infrequent satellite passes: 


1) APRSpace IGates will need to retain APRSpace mobiles in their "local" 
lists for possibly "days" instead of hours. (APRS Igate software uses 
these "local" lists to determine whether or not they will forward the 
traffic from the internet to the mobile via RF). 


2) APRSpace IGates will need to "buffer" APRServe traffic for APRSpace 
mobiles until they next come into view. The existing "send-on-heard" 
algorithm will work once the packets are buffered. 


3) Because these Message packets will no longer be LIVE, they may need 
to be TIME stamped. AL1 other APRS messages are delivered LIVE. It 
is important that there be a distinction to avoid user confusion. 


4) Because of this many-hour potential message latency, there will be 

a problem in "old" messages, and conflicting messages via the terrestrial 
and APRSpace link. One possible solution is to assure that the APRSpace 
mobile always uses a unique SSID while working the satellites. This is 
trivial to do since the Kenwood Mobile has 5 user "profiles", one of 
which can be used for APRSpace unique settings. 


FUTURE: This paper only capatilizes on the impending introduction of 
the new KENWOOD Mobile radio and its capability to use satellites for 
mobile long distance communications by suggesting a starting point using 
only existing hardware, software, APRServe, and on-orbit software with 
no changes. But this is only a starting point. There are many possible 
enhancements that can be added to future Satellite software: 


1) 9600 Baud digipeating satellites could save downlink power by 
keying up the transmitters only when there are packets for relay. They 
should buffer packets, say for 3 seconds, or so to avoid wasting TXD 
key-up delays. Such savings could allow a 6 dB power increase for the 
same average DC power. Each TXD Key up can be equivalent to as many as 
EIGHT APRS packets! 


2) Satellites could store-and-forward packets from off-shore and other 
countries when the downlink is idle. This can provide worldwide APRS 


capabilty for stations thousands of miles from any APRServie IGate. 


3) Satellites could transmit their own positions to aid users in antenna 
pointing. (THis can actually be digipeated from a tracking program on the 
ground in the interim). 


4) APRSpace digipeaters could not permit point-to-point link layer 
connections. It is well known that these are grossly inneffecient on 
a shared ALOHA channel with 100% "hidden" transmitters. 


5) "Country Servers" can forward appropriate "Country wide" bulletins 
announcements and possibly track data for special interest items 


6) APRSpace satellites can "ping" APRSpace mobiles so that the mobiles 
only transmit when the satellites are in view. This promotes spectrum 
effeciency. 


I invite others to speculate on how we can take advantage of the 
impending new Kenwood APRS Mobile Radio for mobile operations via our 
AMSAT Satellites. I hope to see applications that encourage more 
excitement in Amateur Radio and Amateur satellites to promote LIVE 
human-to-human communications. The digital equivalent of the good 
aspects of A027...

Linked Ground Stations: 


Many papers at the AMSAT Symposium mentioned the need for linked 

ground stations to permit worldwide access to satellite downlinks in real 
time. In fact we had several such stations linked via APRServe during the 
last few years of MIR. Its time to formalize these efforts. 


APRServe written by Steve DImse K4HG has this ability to accept dozens if 
not hundreds of simultaneous users and to both accept and re-feed all data 
to all users live. This is the core of the worldwide distribution of APRS 
packets via the internet. The MIR linked stations simply 


fed their data into APRServe and then anyone could see it live. 


But it is time to move this traffic off of APRServe and onto a dedicated 
experimental channel. We could call this APRSpace. 


Since a recent major outage of APRServe, numerous "mirror" sites are 
springing up, so this shows how the software is able to be replicated on 
any site with permanent Internet access. We only need ONE APRSpace server 
and it can then feed and accept data from anyone. 


Here are examples of the kinds of data that I or anyone else could feed 
into APRSpace that can then be seen by anyone else... live at any time... 


PACSAT Downlinked TEelemtry, Status, and PBlists 
ACARS packet data from commercial aircraft 
Experimental data of any type (must look like an AX.25 packet) 


We need someone to "take charge and move out" with this idea... 

This will clean up some of the burden on APRServe and also then provide 
experimenters a needed channel for real-time amateur Radio experiments... 
(linked around the world live by the internet)... 


The software exists. Just need to duplicate what we have... for this 
special application... Rather than see a bunch of non-compatible 
implementations evolve, it might be better to just spin-off from the 
APRServe model which has been serving millions of packets for over 4 
years...

HF-IGATES: 


I think it might be time to consider the following APRS Service. 
If we had an HF-IGate that monitored APRServe continuously and transmitted 
everything appropriate to HF, then an HF user could tune into this 
HF-Igate and have full conectivity with the rest of APRSdom. With a 300 
baud channel, Every "active" APRS station in the country could be serviced 
in about 10 minutes or less (about 600). Here is how: 


1) Since the HF-IGate would be almost continuously transmitting, then 
there is no additinal TXD penalty on each packet (20% savings) 
Also, since there is no CSMA, channel effeciency goes up from 
about 20% to 100% (5 times more!) 


2) The HF-IGate would strip off all digi headers and simply replicate 
the original FROM/TO calls (using KISS mode to the TNC). (30% savings) 


3) Positions would be compressed (30 to 70% savings) 


4) The following traffic from APRServe would be ignored and NOT 
transmitted on HF: All DIGI's, all WX and WX stations (30% savings) 


The objective is to forward to HF via this HF-IGate server all traffic 
that is live and/or changing which is of value to the mobile traveler.. 


1) All mobile position reports, especially if SPEED is not zero 

2) ALL APRS mobiles (using APRS while mobile or non fixed) 

2) All message traffic (especially if GATE* or GATE,WIDE* was in 
the path of the station to whom the message was to-or-from) 


The result is a traffic flow that will easily fit in a 300 baud channel... 


The distant HF station then listens on the HF-IGate channel and if he 
wants to transmit then he tramsnmitts back into the system on 10.151... 


Remember that the 10151 channel is the worlds largest HF diversity 
receiver. As long as his packet is heard by any of about 80 normal HF 
Gates, then his packet WILL get into the system. These HF-IGAte servers 
just provide the reverse channel... (without burdening the input channel) 


It would be nice to have an HF-IGate on each coast on their own dedicated 
frquency...

YOu wont 
hear it if you are within a few hundred miles, so it will not have any 
WEATHER information that is of local current value to you... Besides any 
AM radio can provide all the WX info you want... Filters like this are 
necessary to assure that all "live" traffic can fit into the 300 baud 
channel.

BUT unless you have high power or a beam pointed at a several hundred mile 
distant city, dont transmit if there are others in your area listening. 
Your transmissions will just QRM others listening since you will have 
little chance of being heard... via a meteor. 


So QSY at bed time. Nothing ventured, nothing gained. Why bed time? 
Because from midnigt to about 8 AM is when your part of the earth is 
moving in the direction that earth is moving through space and is when you 
will see the most signals (and nothing else is going on on APRS that you 
would be missing by QSY ing)...

One thing I wanted to experiment with on 10m was simply to put up 10m 
"feeds" of local activity. In otherwords, find an "unused" frequency and 
put up a TNC that would feed your local activity to distant 10m users. 


SInce we can run 1200 baud SSB usig the 25W $139 RS radio and xanyx TNC 
can do this, we dont need the specialized GATEWAY TNC's, but just any TNC. 
Just connect the TXD side of your TNC to 10m and the RXD side on 144.39. 
Set your alias to WIDE or if it is a KPC3+, then set all the other DIGI 
settings. THen tell us your freq. If we want to check on APRS in your 
area, we tune in your freq. 


If there is a national interest APRS event in your area, same thing, you 
can feed the 144.39 to everyone on 10m... Notice, that everyone is ona 
different freq (probably 2 KHz apart (Maybe even 3?), but there is lots of 
bandwidth on 10m... 


What I wanted to do was take the APRServe feed to a 10m freq as follows: 


1) Filter out all digis 

2) Filter out all fixed stations with no activity (MSGS, movement, etc) 

3) Filter other things TBD 

Whats left are mobiles... 
Then strip off all PATH info and insert something like VIA 10Mx .... 
and transmit in KISS mode (Thus greatly shortening the packet. 
FInally if it still doesnt fit, start dividing the number of packets 

from stand-alone-trackers by N... 


THus, anyone at any time could tune in an see who is "on the air" and can 
be QSO'ed... 


Just some thoughts to take advantage of 10m and the good props for the 
next few years...

P.S. Depending on activty levels via your TNC, you might get by with 2 or 
at max of 3 such feeds on the same freq. These cities should be WIDELY 
separated so that they can hear each other when the band is open so that 
they can use CSMA to avoid colisions. If you have more than one packet 
every 5 seconds, then you need your own freq. If your traffic is less, 
then you can share... In this case, feed both the 10m receive audio and 
2m receive audio into the TNC so that it can receive data from 2m, yet 
hear 10m to avoid collisions... But keep the 10m audio low enough so that 
it only "avoids" transmitting, but doesnt decode. If it decodes 10m 
packets, then you will be also digipeaing the other cities packets BACK! 


Anyway, this is not a fully thought through "system plan". It is just a 
suggestion for some experimentation to see if we can make a use of 10m and 
the $139 radios...

I've said all along that we were "pressing the limits" of the little Palm 
processor in making APRS go, but I had no idea how close we really were 
until a couple of users running Palm OS 3.3 e-mailed me with reports of 
",..crashing horribly!" The problems and constraints induced by the new OS 
were major, and required several days of repair work (and head-banging!) to 
make it run right. 


All users of v1.00 will want to download this version. As stable as v1.00 
was under OS 3.0 and 3.1, v1.03 is even more so. 


MAP NEWS 


New in v1.03 is finally an answer to the "big map" question. Included in 
the .ZIP file is NAMERICA.PDB, a rough map which covers the lower 48, most 
of Canada, and Mexico. It is an edited conversion of Bob B's APRSdos 
"USA.MAP" (thanks, Bob!). 


The DOS-to-Palm map conversion feature in MacDLG is in its infancy, but as 
soon as a couple of bothersome bugs are swatted this will be out there for 
others to enjoy. (Yeah, yeah, I know... you need a Macintosh program to 
convert DOS maps to run on the Palm... but it's the only tool I've got at 
the moment!). 


Also, I have just acquired the latest U.S. Census Bureau TIGER map 
database, and am refining the conversion process. Several test maps have 
been promising, and I am hoping to be able to produce maps of entire states 
before year end. I do have to ask, however... the TIGER data was a fair 
hunk of change ($500 for the set). Anybody object to or have any thoughts 
about a one-time "shareware subscription" or similar fee for maps from this 
data? Not a lot... maybe $5 or so?

Satellite Buffs, and Digital Mobile operators, 


Here is a quick summary of the APRS PACSAT QSO party conducted 4 Dec on 
the three 1200 Baud PACSATS (I haven't finished the 3 Dec results yet). 
During 5 passes over 400 UI packets were exchanged with at least 13 
stations seen (even while 6 stations were logged on and downloading PACSAT 
Protocol). All downlink packets were also linked into the worldwide 
APRServe internet system. 


APRS/UI STATIONS: WB4APR, KB2WQM, KA2UPW, N8DEU, N5ZNL, K5QXJ, W4HFZ 
PACSAT USERS: W4M0, VE3FRH, VE2KAD, N8ULD, TG9IKE, KORZ 


One station, KA2UPW was using only a sound card on his PC to generate the 
necessary MANCHESTER uplink. N8DEU was using the WB4APR suggested $3 
modified TAPR-2 TNC. Others were using PACSAT TNC's and APRSdos, APRSplus 
or WinAPRS and some with just terminal software. The sound card method or 
$3 mod makes it possible for anyone with a laptop and a 2m radio to uplink 
while mobile. 


With 3 satellites, ALL with uplinks on 145.90, (I was running only 20 
watts into a mobile WHIP antenna!) there is great potential 

for providing mobile APRS POSITION/STATUS reporting for travelers via 
satellite. For example, the orbits of these birds gives the following 
coverage pattern everywhere (local sun time): 


DAY: 0930-1230 About 7 or 8 passes lasting 8-15 minutes each 


NITE: 1930-0030 About 7 or 8 passes lasting 8-15 minutes each 


Now all we need is someone to write the 1200 baud PSK downlink modem in 
software for a sound card, and then these 9 year old satellites will be 
VERY USABLE again... for amateur mobile digital communications. 


NOTES: The throughput of these 1200 baud satellites can be an order of 
magnitude greater than terrestrial systems for several reasons: 


1) Each has 4 simultaneous receivers. Thus even with only a 25% 
success rate on each uplink, the downlink can be kept full 
2) Since everyone hears the satelite direct, there need be only 
ONE digipeater hop, instead of the 3 or more duplications on 
the ground 
3) Since the satelite is crossband full duplex, the downlink is 
on 100% of the time instead of the maximum 50% for a simplex digi. 


Thus, the birds could handle many hundreds of stations per pass per 
satellite! Right now, L019 and 1026 are 100% dedicated to UI or APRS 
digipeating. A016 is shared, since its PACSAT BBS is still functional and 
usually has a few users on the weekends...

TAPR announces release of the second public draft of 
the APRS Protocol Specification. 


It's finally here! The APRS Working Group has completed the second 
public draft of the APRS Protocol Specification. 


This document covers the core functionality of APRS Protocol Version 
1.0 as it works today. This is the base level specification that all 
implementations should comply with, and it was unanimously adopted by 
the Working Group members, who include the authors of APRS-DOS, 
WinAPRS, MacAPRS, X-APRS, PocketAPRS, APRS+SA, javAPRS, and APRServe, 
and the developers of the Mic-E and Pic-E products. 


The Specification forms the basis for future Working Group projects, 
including APRS test suites and the APRS Certification Program. The 
WG also hopes to use this document as the basis for further speci- 
fications, including IGate and APRS digipeater operation. 


Over the last 8 weeks the specification has grown from 18 pages to 93. 
It now includes packet format diagrams, the APRS symbol tables, full 
details of the Mic-E encoded format, the compressed lat/long position 


format, plus weather report and telemetry formats. Above all, the 
specification contains many examples of how APRS data is formatted to 
make it easier to understand. 


The APRS Protocol Specification is now available on the APRS Working 
Group web page at: http://www.tapr.org/tapr/html/Faprswg.html. 


It is available in PDF format, both zipped and unzipped. The zip file 
is 

a little under 1.5MB. You can read it with a PDF reader such as Adobe 
Acrobat 3 or 4. 


This document is still a draft. There will now be a 15-day public 
discussion period in which anyone may feed back comments, criticisms 
and suggestions for improvement. Full information on how to do this is 
contained within the document. 


The final cutoff for comment is midnight U.S. Pacific time on Sunday 19 
December (i.e. 0800 UTC on Monday 20 December). 


After this date the Working Group will consider all the comments, and 
will issue the final approved version of the Specification as soon as 
possible thereafter.

Here is another potential APRS public service capability: 


BACKGROUND: Annapolis MD has "1st Night" which consists of maybe 30 to 40 
venues of things going on spread out over a 1/2 mile radius from the town 

center. You purchase a "Button" which gives you free admission to any of 

these events. Performances are typically 30 min each every hour from 6PM 

to midnight. They range from Music performances, Magic shows, Comedy, and 
kid activities suchs as making party hats and sand sculpture. 


PROBLEM: While you could theoretically attend 6 of these 30 minute shows 
with 30 min walking and queing time between them, the success rate is more 
like about 2. With distances approaching a mile from one extreme to 
another, and not knowing where the crowds are, you aim for your favorite 
only to get there and find an hour line. So then you treck back to 

choice #2, having lost 30 minutes, only to find another line. Later you 
talk to some people and find that there were NO lines at X, Y and Z. 


APRS SOLUTION: SInce the local HAM radio club normally mans a few HAM 
radio kiosks to show off HAM radio to the public, we could just as easily 
set up our PC's in several strategic locations. Then using APRS 
BULLETINS, and the APRS BULLETIN screens, we could easily convey to 
everyone the length of queues everywhere. Here is an example of how the 
APRSdos BULLETIN page would look:

ANd so forth. The BULLETIN screen would be almost self explanitory to the 
public. Here I have chosen BLN#'s to match the VENU Numbers. The public 
has a pamphlet showing the location of all venus by number. THe 

APRS BULLETIN display remains consistent as each new update comes 

in because APRS sorts all BULLETINS on receipt. Thus when a new 

BLN7 comes in from station X, then it overwrites BLN7 on the screen. 

Thus, no matter when an update comes in, and no matter the order, the 
users are presented with a consistent, up-to-date display of this changing 
information. 


You can hook up several monitors to each PC, or hook several PC's to each 
radio/TNC via the zip-lan to make this information more visible to the 
masses. This will show them that HAM radio is more than just talking ona 
radio. It has APPLICATIONS in today's PC world... 


AND! And, on the maps you can place CIRCLE objects at each VENU showing 
the SIZE of the crowd. A LARGE circle means big crowds and a long wait, 
and a small circle might show a small line... THus, the MAPS come in 
handy too. 


There is only one artificiality in your planning, and that is you must 
assign stations to the venu's alphabetically. This is because APRS also 
sorts by callsign. This is so it can adjust for different size bulletins 
and also so it can insert a blank line between different calls as shown 
above. In Annapolis, many venues are grouped as shown above, so that one 
station can report on several venus. For example, St Johns Collage has 3 
or 4, the State House has 3 or 4, the Academy has 3 or 4, the big 
Catholic Church has 3 or 4, etc... 


APRS was designed as a powerful tool for exchanging real-time information 
throughout an area. Not just tracking. THink outside that box...

Apparently, PACLEN is set to 128. This should be set to PACLEN 0. 

THis causes the LINE NUMBER of a MESSAGE to be truncated if it is too long 
and has a long path. THus, the line is never ACKED by the recepient! 

Wow, I cannot believe we have not noticed this before... I would have 


sworn that PACLEN was 0 in all my files, but it ain't... ARGH... 


In your Local area, xonex APRSdos person should send out the following 
message, to make sure everyone gets the word: 


TO: DOS :Pse change PACLEN from 128 to © in all SYSTEM\INIT files. 


This will get to all APRSdos users on the air...

Note that only one station at an event needs to do this as a service 
to all Trackers on frequency.

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APRStk for Satellites, 


For fun, I just added satellite tracking to APRSdos. It will show you 
a window across the bottom of the screen showing you the next 3 hours of 
passes and it plots the satellites on the maps. New commands are: 


1) OPS-SATS. Displays the window noted above showing passes and EL's 
2) OPS-PREDICT. Runs forward in fast-time to show where they are going 


Other than that, they are treated as any other object on the maps. You 
can SELECT them and do OPS-RANGE to see range and bearing, etc... 


I posted APRStk.ZIP to £ftp://tapr.org/aprssig/dosstuff/APRSdos 


and when unzipped it contains APRStk.EXE and LEO.ORB which both must go 
into your existing APRS directory (with previously installed APRSxxx). 

It is like APRSxxx.exe in that it can only handle 100 other stations, but 
I had to make room... For 2 years, I had been trying to talk Steve 

Dimse into distributing SATELLITE posits to RF everywhere via 

APRServe, but he objects. So I give up, and just added it to APRSdos... 


The amazing thing is when you run it, you find that there are satellites 
over your QTH most of the time. We got LOTS of satellites up there.

This is just a beta, and I used Dec 31, 1999 keps just to avoid the Y2K 
problems. FOr now, you will have to hand edit LEO.ORB and use a date 
of 100 instead of 99 if you want to update them and keep them current... 
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With 4 new HAM satellites launched last night, and "potential" for mobile 

satellite communications using the new Kenwood 1200/9600 baud DATA radio, 

I added satllite tracking to APRS so you can not only see all your buddies 
on the map, but the satellites as well..(they're everywhere). 


APRStk has these new commands for satellite displays: 


OPS-SATS Draws a time line showing the next 2.5 hrs of passes 
OPS-PREDICT Goes faster than real time to see satllite movement 
INPUT-KEPS Allows you to update your KEPS from a text file (Y2K-0kK) 
INPUT -TIME Moves forward in TIME for another 2.5 hour view 
LIST-KEPS Lets you see what satellite KEPS are loaded 

LIST-FREQS Shows a table of operating frequencies for all birds 
F1-HELP Gives a help file 


alt-S-REDRAW On faster machines, will update the OPS-SATS time line 
with every map re-draw 


APRStk also uses the new APRS compressed format so that positions take 
only 13 bytes for complete LAT/LONG/CSE/SPD to the nearest foot anywhere 
on the globe. Thus a complete 1200 baud POSITION/STATUS report takes 
less than 0.3 seconds. 


APRStk can also uplink the moving satellites as objects on the air so 


others in your area can see the satelites on their APRS maps too. 
Download APRStk from ftp://tapr.org/aprssig/dosstuff/APRSdos/aprstk.zip 


This is a 200k EXE and satellite files only. It must be loaded into an 
existing APRS directory with the other 1imeg of map support, etc...

This week is a good time to set up an APRS station in a school and show 
the kids something. If you are going to do this, I recommend that’ you 
add "KIDS" to your APRS MESSAGE GROUPS so that you can simply send a 
message to KIDS and then everyone else in the world with the same MSG 
GROUP entry, will CAPTURE the message... 


Well... thats the way it is supposed to work. But there are some 
quirks in the system needing some workarounds: 


1) WinAPRS does not yet have MSG GROUPS implemented 
2) Such messages will go into APRServe, but wont come out, because they 
dont see a callsign. 


WORKAROUND: 


1) Be sure that someone somewhere in your area transmits a packet once 
every half hour or so FROM the AX.25 MYCALL of "KIDS". This will 
tell the local IGATE that there are "KIDS" in its local RF area... 


This is what we did for CQ-FD a few years back... 


2) In WinAPRS, still SEND your message to KIDS, but then just watch the 
MESSAGE list for any other stations or replies. In all cases, you wont 
get any ACKS, because its a group message, so you can only have ONE 

of these outstanding at a time... 


3) Do it on APRServe directly, but then hey, where is the radio in 
amateur radio????? And it will just be another "chat room" to them... 
Well, at least you can track some interesting vehicles....:-) 
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Thanks a lot Bob. Is there a good site for a beginner to satellite and 
the Kenwood radio setup and use? Antennas, etc. I have used tracking 
programs; but, I have never communicated with the sats. I had not even 
thought about this added feature of the Kenwood. What a bonus!

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Let me first appologize for my exuberance! But... :-) 


Now that I added satellite tracking into APRStk.exe I am amazed that 
there seem to be satellites overhead most of the day. For those 
APRS operators waiting for someone to drive through your map, the 
Satellites are THERE most of the time and they are moving... FAST! 


I think maybe many hams might think that the only satellite they can 
work without special equipment is AQ27 FM voice. This is no longer true. 


For the last year, for thousands of amateurs who have the Kenwood THD7 

HT ox TMD700 Mobile DATA radios, there are at least 11 satellites that you 
can receive with your Handheld or mobile! All you have to do is to be on 
the right frequency at the right time and set the internal TNC to 9600 
baud. (and tune downward 5 KHz for doppler every few minutes). 


I now carry a small 4 element beam with me almost everywhere I go. 

With it, I can work A027, or S035 or watch the downlink packets of 

any of the 9600 baud birds on the front panel of the mobile radio. No, I 
cant "work" any of them (yet) without a laptop, but just receiving them 
just about anywhere at any time with a handheld beam is to me the joy of 
amateur radio and inspires me to think about new applications. (I have 
motors on order for a car roof AZ rotator!) 


YES, during an overhead pass (above say 40 degrees) you can even decode 
packets on your mobile WHIP antenna! But these only occur for a 

brief minute or so about twice a day per bird... But still, that is over 
a dozen passes a day to play... Or hold the small beam out the window, 
and see packets on any of 44 passes a day. 


CAVEAT: I am including the 4 new satellites launched 2 days ago (not all 
of which may become fully operational)... and A027/SO035 voice in the 11. 


SUMMARY: Just dont overlook how easy it is these days to receive the 9600 
baud downlinks with no muss-and-no-fuss....(only $$$'s). And no matter 
where you are in the world, or how isolated, these satellites are there. 
And with the equipment in your car, even basement and apartment dwellers 
can play. I have a favorite hilltop about 1 minute from my house where I 
go to take low elevation passes... (I have nothing at home, though today, 
I copied A027 and one of the pacsats using the handheld beam INSIDE the 
house! ) 


With these Kenwood radios, any mobile with a small 18 inch beam can work 
the satellites. Its time to start taking advantage of this mobility... 
I have posted a concept I call ASTARS to discuss the possibilities... 


http: //web.usna.navy.mil/~bruninga/astars. html 


NOTE: The Kenwood radios are not perfect. Your mileage may vary. But 
being an all-in-one 9600 baud packet radio with display, is certainly a 
great tool for furthering the state of mobile amateur satellite 
operations. 


SATELLITE TRACKING: I wrote APRStk to give a visual timeline of when 
passes are due over the next 2.5 hours and since the satelites are moving 
on the same APRS map as all the other APRS mobiles, it makes it easy to be 
aware of the constantly changing picture. An APRStk screen shot is on the 
above WEB page. (The .exe needs to be run within an existing APRSdos 
install) 


By using APRStk on my old dos PC in the corner, I now always have a view 
to the local APRS activity AND any satellites in view! Unfortunately 
APRStk is kind of slow on an 8 MHz PC with no co-proc, but on anything 
faster, and with auto-REDRAW enabled, it will ALWAYS show you what is 
happening. Even if you are zoomed in too far on the map, to watch locals, 
if a satellite comes above 5 degrees, the MAP background will change color 
according to the elevation angle. If it turns RED, then the satelilte is 
over 40 deg and you should hear it on an omni (with no coax losses)... or 
with coax and a pre-amp. 


The neat part of the display is at the bottom, where it shows you 
graphically, the next 2.5 hours of passes coming up... 


AND FINALLY! APRStk can send and receive updated KEPS over the air with 
only one key press. The idea will be that Satellite one-line keps will be 
transmitted one packet per hour on local APRS networks and thus, you 

will never have keps more than one day old!

If you have a THD7 or TMD700, you should consider a handheld beam to get 
maximum fun from your new radio! (The dual band ARROW is pricey, but 

is all-in-one). But since the uplinks work fine from the 2m whip, you 
need only the UHF beam on the downlinks (and a VHF/UHF diplexer to 

split the two).

THE BAD NEWS: is that if you forget to return your ALTNET setting back to 
APKOO1 (for the HT) or APK101? for the mobile radio, then you wont copy 
any more packets on 144.39... SO dont forget! 


Most other APRSversions have a switch where you can disable the front end 
ALTNET filters for special circumstances such as this... 


Got my fingers crossed for the deploy!

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Subject: ORLANDO APRS Dinner on Feb. 13, 2000 


First, I want to thank Steve Dimse (K4HG), Keith Sproul (WU2G), 
Steve Bible (N7HPR), Warren Merkle (KD4ZDD), and Paul Drothler 
(WO4U), for their fine presentations, and TAPR for their support 
to make this event a major success for a second year in a row. 


We had 65 in attendance at the dinner. KD4ZDD presented his 
homebrew PIC GPS Display for a Motorola Encore GPS & MIC-E. 
WO4U briefed us on ARES/RACES APRS activity in his home State 
of Tennessee. K4HG gave us a heads up on the 4th Annual Digital 
Communications Conference (DCC 2000) coming to Orlando on the 
3rd week in September. Steve also gave us background and his 
efforts on loading 600K pages on the server @map.aprs.net to 
allow the aprs query feature to perform. WU2Z came equipped 
with two laptops, and his projection machine to brief us some 
new rotor track, and email lookup-from-callsign features on 
MacPARS and WinAPRS. His brother, Mark, is working ona 
lightweight directory at this time. Steve demonstrated the 
Kenwood TH-D7A with a new voice chip, and passed a few pointers 
and some cardboard lifesize photomockups of the new TM-700 mobile 
APRS radio display to "try for size" on our dashboards. N7HPR 
gave us a brief history of TAPR, which is a "“member-supported 
research and development non-profit corporation". Like many

Kenwood 
was there with their giant commercial backdrop diplay of radios.

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Three items important to the pocketAPRS users in the crowd: 


Palm IIIc Announced Today 


The IIIc is the first color Palm. Slightly taller (1/4") than a regular 
Palm III, the IIIc also features a rechargable battery and 8MB of RAM, plus 
a new Palm OS, v3.5. Price is $449, but a few web discounters are in the 
$390 range. Availability is the second week of March. 


I had the good fortune to be invited to a developer preview of the IIIc a 
few weeks ago (sorry to be mum 'til now - I was bound by a Non-Disclosure 
Agreement). The display quality is outstanding, and a special color version 
of pocketAPRS ran with no sweat. 


The great thing for APRS users about the IIIc is that it has the ability 
for fulltime external power without a lot of hystrionics. Power supply is a 
"normal" 5VDC, and all regulation for handling the rechargable battery is 
built into the device itself (and not externally like it is on the Palm 
V!). Battery life running pocketAPRS is expected to be very close to the 
Palm V, at 9-12 hours per charge. 


Primary remaining question is how readable the display will be in full sun. 


We weren't allowed to wander outside with ‘em. ;-) 

At the moment it looks like there will have to be a separate version of 
pocketAPRS for OS 3.5 Palms. It appears that there is no way to combine the 
grayscale functions of the OS 3.0 to 3.3 devices with the grayscale and 
color functions of OS 3.5 into the same program. Grayscale was not 
"officially" supported in Palms before OS 3.5, and now comes time to pay 
the piper for doing it anyway.

I just posted a new APRStk for satellite tracking and radio tuning in 
APRS. If you are 9600 baud APRS capable or have either of the Kenwoods, 
then this program for the APRS satellites is for you. Differences from 
previous versions are: 


1) Radio tuning is less jumpy. It should now only tune 4 or 5 times a 
pass instead of jumping around. 


2) Added ANALYZE command which will plot a graph of packets per minute 
versus elevation angle. Makes it easy to observe your 
receiver downlink effeciency 
3) Added select-X on the P list so that you can mark a satellite for 
transmit. THis will reset your POSITION timers when the satellite 
comes into view.. Select-X will track and tune just like "T" will. 
4) Fixed OPS-FIND so that it no longer interprets U022 as a grid square 
5) Has latest KEPS up to Monday 28 Feb 2000 


The UPGRADE file is ASTK-EXE.zip. If you don't have APRSdos already, then 


you need to get APRS846.zip first. Here is the link:

Use the ANALYZE command after each pass to see if your radio is tuning at 
the right times, and at what angle you begin receiving the birds. Also 
you can see holes in the satellites antenna coverage when directly 
overhead or if it is tilted and off to one side, etc. 


If you are manning a pass, then click the radio + or - to see how well the 
tuning is tracking.. 


I just changed K023's center freq to 435.172 instead of 175 to more 
closely match what the doppler tuning is trying to do... See if you 
agree...

A remaining known bug is that tap controls on the map screen (particular 
zooming and location commands) sometimes operate erratically. This 
mysteriously appeared with OS 3.3 and is still being investigated. 


This version has been tested on devices running Palm OS 3.0, 3.3 and 3.5, 
as well as operated in emulation under all OS's since 3.0. Hopefully all of 
the serious version-related problems have been duly swatted! 
Please be aware that I will be offline for several days beginning 3/10, so 
if an unexpected bug proves unlivable, it is perfectly safe to downgrade 
and reload v1.03.

49 new pocketAPRS maps have been uploaded to the TAPR FTP site. These maps 
contain city labels which work with pAPRS v1.05 and above, covering city 
areas in the Northeast, Northwest, and central California. Two specialty 
maps - Baker to Vegas marathon and Brown County, Texas - are also in the 
folder.

In a bold experiment, I have uploaded these as raw binary .PDB files 
directly to the FTP. ZIP compression was gaining very little, and costing 
quite a bit in time, handling and general aggravation. Please let me know 
if the "direct" approach is adequate and/or causes problems for you. 


NOTE!: The pocketAPRS web page index map HAS NOT been changed to reflect 
these new maps. You will need to download them by going directly to the FTP 
directory. 


About Labels 


The labels are produced through an automated system, from a database built 
from a combination of several geodata sources. The order of appearance is 
progressive, from the most populous cities down. The number of labels that 
appear in any given view depends on the zoom and the label maximum value 
set in the Map Settings screen. Default for this value is 25, the maximum 
is 99, but I've found that the best setting is in the 8-15 range. 


Label text size is also determined by population. Labels for geographic 
locales that have no population data (typically historic areas, 
subdivisions or railroad sidings) are in the smallest, lightest typeface. 


pocketAPRS VERSION 1.06 


A minor revision to v1.05 has been uploaded. It is to fix a crashing 
problem caused by a station in the Southern California area which is 
transmitting a bogus hand-built $GPGGA string. The "package" (README files, 
US Interstates map, etc.) is not included with this revision, and you only 
need upload v1.06 if you get the "Fatal Error - DataMgr.c,Line:7821, Index 
out of range" crash message.

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A new APRStk.EXE file has been posted in astk-exe.zip on TAPR. 
Steve Dimse has pointed out that once the satllites drop below the horizon 


and the APRStk uplink rate began to decay from 1 minute down to 10 minuets 
that this was causing erroneous Dead Reckoning. 


THis version of APRStk will uplink the selected satellite posits at the 
one minute rate when above a -5 degree elevation and will then KILL the 
objects once they pass below -5 degrees elevation. In my area I am 
upling the posits of A027, U014 and U022 which seem to be quite popular 
these days. 


One of the reasons for uplinking these satellites locally is so that 
THD7 users who dont have map displays can be alerted to a pass and know 
that they can work the satelite once the range drops below about 1000 
miles.

UIDIGI is a firmware written for use TNC2 or clone as a APRS packet 
digipeater with advanced functions. (APRS is a register trademark of Bob 
Bruninga WB4APR) 


Why UIDIGI? 


Because, even if you can use a standard firmware to set up a digipeater, 
UIDIGI introduces some features that make it more efficient in a complex 
APRS network.

Why still use a TNC2? 


- Because everybody can found it (also as used part).

How to use UIDIGI 


UIDIGI EPROM image is distributed in binary form. 

You must configure it before make the eprom, changing the configuration 
settings in the UIDGCFG.TXT and then using the UIDGCFG program to make the 
change in the binary image. 

After this steps you can make the eprom. 


Handling of the UI FRAME 

The digipeater is capable to repeat only the AX.25 of UI type (this to 
avoid that the digipeater can be used as a normal AX.25 digipeater) 
addressed to the callsign, the alias, to the generic addresses (RELAY WIDE 
or TRACE) or to special APRS address WIDEn-n TRACE n-n.

The version of UIDIGI 

This is the first version of the firmware that I distribute. The software 
was tested extensively but only in the young APRS network that operate in 
North-East of Italy since October 1999. 

I've tried to follow the APRS specification but the software may have some 
problem to fix. 


The Sysop interface of UIDIGI 


The sysop can connect directly the digipeater from the radio port or via 
the 

serial port. 

In the first case the sysop must send the password using the SYSOP command 
(using the standard NETROM algorithm).

The configuration of UIDIGI 

The UIDGCFG program must be used to change the values of the default 
parameter 

stored in the in the image of the EPROM. To change the parameter first you 
need 

to the UIDGCFG.TXT with a simple text editor. 

Then you must process it with the UIDGCFG.EXE program that store the 
configuration in the destination binary image. 


Proceed as follow. 


In the file of distribution there is the following files: 
UIDIGI.BIN 

UIDGCFG. TXT 

UIDGCFG.EXE 


Copy these 3 lines in any directory of your computer disk. 

Rename the UIDIGI.BIN and UIDGCFG.TXT with the name of the digipeater that 
you 

are setting up (e.g.: IW3FQG). 

Now the files have the names: 

IW3FQG.BIN 

IW3FQG. TXT 

UIDGCFG. EXE 

With a text editor changed line of the IW3FQG.TXT line following the 
indication 

written in the file. 

You compile the file with the command: 


UIDGCFG IW3FQG.BIN IW3FQG.TXT 


If there are not problems the program don't give warning, if there is 
problems it show it. 


Now you can program the eprom with the binary image stored in the 
IW3FQG.BIN. 


Mount the eprom in the TNC2 and turn it on. 


If everything is ok, the digipeater emit a beacon. 


Try it.

The MIM chip can operate in either the MIM Telemetry mode, or as a 
Microphone Encoder (Mic-E) (Like the Kenwoods) to include GPS and 
telemetry data on the tail-end of a voice transmission. 


Included with the package is a file Mic-Lite.txt that shows you how 

to make a Mic-E with only 2 external diodes. Or you can add as many front 
panel switches to add more Mic-E functions such as PATH selection, MESSAGE 
selection, or variable PERIOD rate.

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THis new version of APRStk adds a new capability to convey to local 
mobiles with the THD7 or D700 when satellites are in view. Once every 10 
minutes it can transmit a DX SPOT that will be captured on the DX list in 
the Kenwoods (or any version of APRS). This DX spot will contain a list 
of up to 5 satellites that will be in view in the next 80 minutes. 


The existing APRStk would only transmit Satellite Objects when they were 
actually in view, but it gave mobile users no "heads-up" that there may be 
a satellite soon to come in view. Now, just check your DX-LIST every now 
and then to see the schedule. 


Thus, THD7/D700 mobiles have no need for any satellite tracking software, 
yet they will be alerted on 144.39 whenever any workable mobile satellite 
comes into view (as long as someone in the area is runnning APRStk). The 
front panel will show them any Satellites in view, or the DX list will 
now always have the next 80 minute schedule! There are 7 satellites of 
interest (U022, KO023, KO25, T031, U014, A027, S035). The last three are 
workable using FM voice and we are lobbying the AMSAT community to 
eventually turn on one of the PACSATS for APRS digipeating. In the 
meantime you can monitor their 9600 baud downlinks and start getting 
experience... 


APRStk runs in an APRSdos environment. If you dont have that, then 
download the whole thing in APRStk.zip. If you already have APRSdos, then 
all you need is ASTK-EXE.zip. Be sure to install it with PKUNZIP -d 

or WinZIP. 

Download from ftp://tapr.org/aprssig/dosstuff/APRSdos/astk-exe.zip 


NOTE: This is a lot of stuff packed into one program. It basically 
has 3 separate and distinct uses and some conflicts: 


1) Use it with a THD7/D700 as an automated Satelite monitoring station to 


control your radio for listening to the 5 digital and 2 or 3 analog sats. 


2) Use it as your home station with ANY radio/TNC on 144.39 as a way 

to keep an eye open for satellites and/or to UPLINK on 144.39 these 
satellites as OBJECTS to everyone in your area so they wont miss out on 
the satellite fun. (Run out to your car to work the pass with your D700). 
This base station operation also now sends out the once every 10 

minute DX spot satellite schedule. 


3) Use it as your APRS mobile Satellite Ground station when hooked up to 
a D700 (not a THD7 which cannot operate crossband 9600) for operations 
through any (yet to be determined) APRS digipeating PACSAT. 


CAUTION: If you try to operate #2 as an APRStk feed to your local area, 
do NOT use a THD7 or D700, since APRStk will be trying to do 2 things at 
once. When a TRACKED satellite comes into view, it will FIRST QSY the 
radio to listen to the satelite, so therefore it is NOT on 144.39 to be 
able to transmit the satelites as OBJECTS for others. 


I will fix this, but it will take some overhead, so for now, do one or 

the other but not both. If you must use a THD7/D700 in the role of an 
OBJECT uplink base-station then configure APRStk and tell it you are NOT 
using a THD7/D700. Just tell it you are using a TAPR TNC and then it will 
not try to tune the radio...

Simply tune your Mobile D700 or Handheld D7 radios to the 144.39 APRS 
channel practically anywhere and their Front Panels will capture and 
display once every 10 minutes a schedule of upcoming FM satellite passes 
in the next 80 minutes. Or, once the satellites are above the horizon, 
their positions are updated every 1 minute and the radios calculate the 
Distance and Azimuth to the bird! 


In addition, the HT or Mobile display shows the Frequency, and Doppler. 
Thats all you need to QSY and work the pass without ANY prior knowledge. 
Its all explained here:

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This K11 version of APRStk fixes three things that impacts the 
transmission of Satellites as OBJECTS to other users of the THD7 and D700: 


1) It fixes the alt-SETUP-OTHER-DST so that it works for Daylight 
Savings time. The workaround was to change your time zone by -1. 
Now you can leave your time zone the same and just toggle on and off 
the DST twice a year. 


2) It fixes the P-LIST-WHEN command so that it works more than once. 


3) It changes the KILLed object timing for satellits below the horizon 
so that these are transmitted much less frequently when out of view.

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The D700 has a new feature for APRS networking that has not yet been 
exploited. My original vision for APRS routing back in 1994 proposed the 
WIDEn-N and SSID routing mechanisms. PacComm added Callsign substitution, 
then Kantronics implemented the WIDEn-N and now Kenwood has implemented 
the SSID routing in the D700. 


ALL Mic-E's and Kenwood D7 and D700's and all other TNC's can take 
advantage of this SSID routing technique. 


One power of the SSID routing is the further shortening of packets by 
eliminating the 7 Byte DIGIpeater callsign from every packet. This is 
like WIDEn-N but you only use the N. Here is how it helps the APRS 
network for a four hop Mic-E packet. 


1994: W4APR>APRS,DIGIONE,DIGITWO,DIGITRE,DIGIFOR: 'lllcst/$ 
1997: W4APR>APRS,SUBSONE,SUBSTWO,SUBSTRE,SUBSFOR: 'lllcst/$ 
1998: W4APR>APRS,WIDE4-4: 'lllcst/$ 

2000: W4APR>APRS-4: 'lllcst/$ 


Notice the more than 50% shortening of the packet. And even the 25% 
Savings over a WIDEn-N. 


The other feature of the SSID method is in NORTH/SOUTH/EAST/WEST 
directional routing. The SSID's between 8 and 11 choose these directions 
and the SSID's between 12 and 15 select additional hops in these chosen 
directions. 


In the D700 you will notice 4 additional UNPROTO paths labeled NPATH, 
SPATH, EPATH and WPATH for the 4 directions. If the digi sets these to a 
fixed digipeter path in those directions, then an incoming packet with 
SSID = 8 (NORTH) will then be routed by the NPATH, etc. If the SSID is 
12 (NORTH+) then the NPATH will be used PLUS an additional WIDE is added 
on the end. 


Notice, the SSID digipeater code in the D700 only applies when that D700 
is used as a FIXED DIGIPEATER. These DIGI settings do not apply to the 
user while he is mobile. But if somone installs a D700 DIGI network, then 
mobile D7 or D700 users simply select their outgoing PATH as the single 
digit N to use this capability. 


As we go to more and more users, and therefore smaller DIGI areas, these 
compact and effecient routing methods may not be as necessary as they were 
originaly envisioned. But for special applications where you can put up a 
network of D700 digis, this may help improve channel loading. Also 

others of you writing "smart" digipeater code should consider implemening 
these in your digi... 


If anyone experiments with these methods we would like to hear of your 
experiences.

AMSAT-DC & SAREX Subscribers: 


I wanted to alert each of you of a very exciting, limited opportunity to 
experience the ISS ham radio station a few months before it reaches orbit. 


Right now one of the ISS ham radio training sets are operating on-top of 
building 11 at the NASA Goddard Space Flight Center in Greenbelt, 
Maryland. Each training set includes a 2 meter and a 70 cm Ericsson radio 
(about 5-6 watts output power), a PacCom Picopacket TNC, and the 
interconnecting hardware. The antenna on the roof of building 11 is a 5/8 
dual band mag mount. During the testing activities we will operate on 
either 2 m or 70 cm. 


Over the next few days we will be testing two identical sets of 

hardware. One set is for the Gagarian Cosmonaut Training Complex (GCTC) in 
Star City Russia and one set is for the team at RSC Energia in Korolev 
(Moscow Area), Russia. These training sets will support cosmonaut and 
astronaut training and some testing on the Complex Integrated Stand (KIS) 
at RSC Energia. 


We are currently testing the GCTC equipment on the 2 meter band. The plan 
is to switch over to the 70 cm radio sometime tomorrow (Sunday) 

afternoon. Those in the Washington area are welcome to connect up to the 
ISS equipment, digipeat through it (including APRS), and use the bbs. 


We are operating on the following freqs: 


On 2 meters: 
145.80 "downlink" 
144.49 "uplink" 


On 70 cm: 
437.650 simplex 


The station is using the callsign, W5RRR. To reach the BBS, the callsign 
is W5RRR-1 


Please note that there is currently not a "Packet Robot" as was on the old 
SAREX equipment. Dave Larsen's (N6CO) team is working on a firmware 
upgrade for the TNC that we hope to fly later on ISS. 


If you have the opportunity to work the station, please send me an e-mail 
with your location. I hope to compile these and send the compiled list out 


later.

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Since the International Space Station Packet hardware is on the air at 
Goddard for a week long test, and only those of us within about 15 miles 
can hit it, we CAN extend the range of this test EASILY with APRS. 


Its call is WSRRR. If you can digi though it, then you can LEAVE your 
station on frequency and then others can digi through you. If everyone 
has the MYAlias o£ RELAY (as they should if they are an APRS station) then 
others can get to W5RRR via RELAY. But it is tricky, you have to think 
about it, since W5RRR is operating on different uplink and downlinks. 

It listens on 144.49 and transmits on 145.80. 


THe first tier of outlying stations will thus listen on 80 and transmit 
on 49. The next tier of stations will then have to invert to use one of 
these as a digipeater. ANd they would have to set their path to 
RELAY,W5RRR,RELAY to hit it and see their packet successfully. The next 
tier out would have to set RELAY,RELAY,W5RRR,RELAY,RELAY etc. 


There is no real goal here other than to let more people hit it. Itsa 
good exercise in thinking about virgin, bootstrap networks under unusual 
circumstances. I will have a "1st tier" station set up in Annapolis and 
in Glen Burnie. ANyone else? 


Lets see how far out we can build this in a week! hi hi 
THis is just for fun. I am NOT trying to invent anything here...

Here is how special event stations can all find each other worldwide; for 
example, for the upcoming Friday night FREQUENCY event. As you know, 
packets will not go through IGates to RF unless you already know the 
callsign of the intended recepient. The way to do this is as follows: 


1) Put a TNC on the air in your area with the MYCall of "FREQ". Then 
give it a BTEXT of ":FREQ :QRZ the FREQUENCY, de XXXXXX" where 
XXXXXX is the call of your EVENT station. Give it a BEACON rate 
of once every 20 minutes or so. This can be at home or anywhere 
within the range of the IGATE you will be using. 


This will put the call of "FREQ" onto your IGate as a local station 
Thus, any similar messages TO FREQ from everyone else will get through 
the IGate to RF so you can see them. Lets call these TNC's "SEEDS". 


2) Give it a path ONLY long enough to get to your nearest IGate 


3) Now at your EVENT station, just sit back and watch your MESSAGE or 
TRAFFIC list. You shuld see similar messages from ALL other event 
stations everywhere. Now seeing their XXXXXX calls you know who you can 
QSO in the normal manner. 


SUMMARY: By having a station on the air in your area with the call of 
FREQ, it will give a TARGET for the IGate to send to RF these QRZ messages 
from other event stations. But these exchange no information, they only 
let you see who else is participating by their XXXXXX event calls. Then 
you use that information to make the QSO from your EVENT station. 


You cant do this from the EVENT station itself for several reasons. 
1) "FREQ" has to be the MYCALL in the TNC to fool the IGATE 
2) APRS stations all seem to have different timeout mechanisms so you 
cant get the repetitive 20 minute message on a regular basis) 
(APRSdos will settle down to a 20 minute rate if it has 2 digis 
in the path, but each program is different) 


YOu CAN use a spare THD7 with the MYCALL of FREQ to send this message. 
But you have to do the timing manually. SImply enter the message, 
and let it transmit ONCE (successfully) then turn it off for 20 minutes. 


It will remember that it has 4 retries to go. ANd will retry again each 
time it is turned on. When it runs out, then re-do the message. 


We used this technique for CQFD 2 years ago and it worked.

As you know, this 
program runs on a DOS PC and automatically feeds Satellite PASS data to 
all D700 and D7 HT's and Mobiles in the area so that they need no prior 
knowledge to operate through any of the 7 or so FM satellites... 


APRSdata also responds to QDOS Queries to provide local information about 
the nearest objects, locations, or information included in the Query... 
such as HAM Stores, Wrecks, Digis, Gates, Hospitals, EOC's, CLubs, 

nets, etc.. 


Here are the new changes in this version: 


1) It can be configured to automatically convert raw remote WX stations 
data to APRS format so that those stations will SHOW on D7 and D700 
mobiles in the area. Currently Mobiles wont see this info... 


2) Other minor tweaks: 
a) Now has a NEXT (-) command so you can see the "previous" 2 hours

A total of 13 hops and its a DIGIPEATER! If each WIDE can see about 3 
other WIDES, then this packet could have generated over 1.6 MILLION 
packets (1%3*3*3*3*3*3%*3%33*3*3%*3x3). We dont need this kind of lunacy 
on our network. 


I could care less where a digipeater is beyond its LOCAL area! 
If I want to look into South Carolina just overlay the DIGIS.POS file. 
In DOS, just hit MAPS-OVERLAY-DIGIS! 


I DO agree that a digi should show its presence and that it is alive 
frequently to is OWN LOCAL users, Beyond that, it should be in the 
DIGIS.POS file. It also needs to show it self to the surrounding area at 
a rate proportional to driving time between areas. I recommend something 
like: 


1) Once to Jeff Brenton where it is incorporated into DIGIS.POS for ALL 
2) Every 10 min DIRECT 
3) Every 30 Min VIA TRACE, TRACE or VIA TRACE2-2 
. and if you must... 
4) Every 60 min via TRACE,TRACE,TRACE,TRACE or VIA TRACE4-4 


Local conditions may vary. 
EVERYONE PLEASE: 


1) do a MAPS-PLOTS-DIGI or whatever the command is in your version of 
APRS and confirm that YOUR loca digis are plotted in DIGIS.POS 


2) Check out the path of your digis and be sure they are considerate 
of others...

My intent in this thread was not to condemn any individual user, but to 
alert us all to be careful with path selections (in your area). Path 
usage is regional in nature, so there is no one answer for all. 


I had not actually looked at paths in over a year or so, and was shocked 
to see the number of WIDE6-6's here in the mid-atlantic area where we have 
digis every 30 miles and almost as many IGates. 


For other DOS users, you can instantly check these paths out. 


1) Go to the Digi-Path page 
2) hit JUST-WIDE6 


And you will get a list of all calls that are using WIDE6 in their path. 
etc... 


THE AMAZING THING is that we dont have a WIDEn-N network! Only 13 out of 
the 50 digis I can see from Baltimore are WIDEn... 


I think this tells us that people are sticking in WIDE6-6 because they see 
it on other peoples paths and are just using it without thinking... 
Remember, most of the APRS people on the air now were not with us back 
before the smart digis when WIDE,WIDE was the absolutely longest path 
possible without on-air melt-down due to DUPES. 


Again, WIDE6-6 may be appropriate in your area, but in general it may not 
be elsewhere... 


Be considerate in your path and also be considerate when you discuss the 
issue with someone else who may have a different opinion than yours.. :-)

WIDE ,WIDE4-4,GATE 


ARGH! The WIDE,WIDE4-4 will generate 61 copies of the packet, and 29 of 
them will be looking for an HF gateway! If they are all successful, this 
will be 29 consequitive HF packets at 3 seconds each for a total key down 
of 1.5 minutes for every packet from that station! 


In general, NEVER use GATE in a VHF path. Special exceptions may apply if 
you are on a SPECIAL trip AND you have a special reason to QRM the very 
low bandwidth HF net. With APRServe, you will be seen far better on VHF 
anyway!

Might be time for a rehash of this: 


APRS was designed for local nets to allow real-time exchange of small data 
items among all participants. To work as designed, everyone must be able 
to see all packets from everyone and each person must set up his path to 
hit the "common" area. Here is a SAMPLE worksheet that roughly applies to 
the topology we have here in xMaryland*x. Your area will vary greatly 
based on terrain & population density...

NOTE: With the "OPTIMUM" number of users shown above, the network stays 
below the ALOHA optimum of about 18% channel loading and xeveryonex (even 
the state level system) sees GOOD RELIABLE APRS communications. 


BUT!: With "normal" everyday APRS activity on 144.39, you can only get 
good results over about 2 hops before QRM begins to drastically cut down 
on reliability. 


99% OF THE TIME: most of us use APRS in the POOR Category for FUN! But 
that is *not what it is designed to dox and no one should plan on it that 
way unless they can tolerate the lack of reliability over greater areas. 


IGATES: Notice, however, that we can still go to more and more IGates, 
and expect WORLDWIDE GOOD communications as long as there is an IGate 
within each local net. THis way, two communicating stations are still 
only 2 RF hops apart anywhere on the planet! 


CONCLUSION: We must be careful to not try to use APRS in applications 
where it cannot work well... But conversly, it will work far better than 
you actually see on the air, if you operate your "SEPCIAL EVENT" at thee 
optimum rates and somehow avoid the QRM coming from out of area...

I'm happy (you don't know xhowx happy) to announce that APRS Protocol 
Specification Version 1.0 was approved by the APRS Working Group on 
August 29, 2000 and has been made available for download at the Working 
Group web page, http://www.tapr.org/tapr/html/Faprswg.html. 


This Version 1.0 (technically, due to change control, version 1.0.1) 
document is nearly 130 pages long and does a tremendous job documenting 
the APRS protocol as used on the air in the summer of 2000. We should 
all thank the Working Group members, and especially Ian Wade, G3NRW, the 
Technical Editor who actually wrote the thing, for their hard work. 
Although the process took far longer than anyone anticipated when we 
started, I think the end result is definitely worth the wait. 


Where do we go from here? Although this is an excellent document, it 
almost certainly still contains errors, omissions, and ambiguities. In 
addition, it reflects only the current protocol, and not any of the areas 
in which the protocol might be extended. The WG members will be meeting 

at the DCC in Orlando next month and electronically thereafter to put in 
place a mechanism to deal with requested corrections and enhancements. 

The WG Charter outlines a way to handle this, but experience has shown that 


some modifications may be necessary for a workable process. 


Also at the DCC and thereafter, the WG will consider adding new members. 
Since its founding, several new authors have come on the scene, and two 

of the original members have resigned. Any author of software or firmware 
implementing the APRS protocol who wishes to join the WG should contact 

me (jra@febo.com or n8ur@tapr.org) directly. Please -- we need to hear 
directly from those interested in joining, so rather than writing to ask 
that someone be considered, encourage that person to get in touch with me. 
Also, please remember that the WG is not affiliated with TAPR. Membership 
decisions will be made by the group, and I can't tell you now how many (if 
any) new members will be added.

Hello, 
I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.1.7. 


If you don't know what DIGI_NED is, it is a dedicated digipeater, 
does not have a GUI but is very stable and good at its job (If 
you disagree, tell me what's wrong and I fix it...). It runs in 
DOS on cheap 286 class PC's (or better) and on Linux using all 
kind of modems, from cheap BayCom/BayPack and YAM modem to KISS 
TNC's and SCC cards. It can have up to 8 ports so can also act 

as a cross-band digipeater. The source is published under the GPL 
licence. 


There are a number of new things. First of all the SSID digipeating 
now works differently. The rules I had could cause loops and had 
some other problems. For the new method I had to implement a new 
rule "digissid:" and a new operation "keep". So now you have even 
more options now... 


Furthermore DIGI_NED now has a "kenwood_mode:". This means that 
long messages are taken care of. There are 2 options: truncate 
or discard. When the "kenwood_mode:" is switched of then the 
digipeater works like the preivous versions; when switched on 
the digipeater can not be used for AX.25 connections via the 
digi or use the digi for IP, NETROM or APR messages (since you 
cannot truncate those without problems when they are too long). 
Using the "kenwood_mode:" only AX.25 UI frames can be digipeated. 


There is also good news for the French speaking people. Jean-philippe 
Aumaitre, F5SMZ, translated the DIGI_NED documents to French! The 
files are in FR_docu.zip inside the distribution package. 


As usual the version is posted on APRS7@NLDNET (Packet Radio) 
as DNEXE017.ZIP. The source is not posted since it is a big 
too big to post everytime. The source, DNSRCO17.ZIP, will 
appear on the web.

New rule: "“digissid:". This rule behaves like "digito:" but now 

on frames that has digipeaters in the path. All these digipeaters 
shall be "unused", when one of them is "used" the "digissid:" rule 
will not be evaluated. Just like "digito:" the "digissid:" rule is 
only evaluated for UI type packets with PID set to FO (normal AX.25). 
The "digissid:" rule was needed to correctly implement SSID 
digipeating. The old method had some problems because you could 

not see if a frame was already digipeated and it was not possible 

to determine if a station was local. 

New operation "keep". With "keep" the digipeater path is not changed, 
but you can manipulate te "digipeated" bit. For example "keepO" will 
leave the digipeater path unchanged, "keep" will use up the next 
digipeater in the path without changing the call. This was needed 

to correctly implement the new SSID digipeating rules.

You are encouraged to addopt these new rules and discard the old 

ones (search for "digito:" and you will find the rules in digi_ned.ini). 
The new method was verified with the APRS SIG at "http://www.tapr.org". 
Using the new SSID rules detection of "Local" stations is 

enhanced. This will avoid ping-pong effects and misinterpretation 

of "local" calls. 

Checking a call with "x-0" to test if a call does NOT have a SSID 

also works. 

You could send ?APRS? directed to digi_ned to ask for its beacons. 

It turns out ?APRSP was designated for this, so that is now also 
supported. 

The "list" in the sample digi_ned.mes was incomplete, forgot the 

the build-in queries. Added them, including the new ?APRSP command 
Changed the number of kept stations in the sample d_relay.ini file 
from 6 to 16. 6 is a bit small even for a simple Relay. 16 means 

max. 5 data-lines for a MH <port> query. 

Changed "digi_id.ini" into a status message by adding a ">" prefix 
Added a "Kenwood mode" 


It appears that at least the TH-D7E can not handle formatted 
packets with a total length of more than 195 octets. The 


formatting used internaly seems to be the same as the monitor 
format used by the build-in TNC.

This problem applies to at least to UI packets with PID=FO (normal 
packet unproto frames). I've seen on a normal link that the 
TH-D7E's APRS function also stops on other packets, but I could 
not determine which packet types. Maybe all packets with lengths 
above what the TH-D7E can take cause problems. I have no 
information if other Kenwood models behave the same way as the 
TH-D7E v2.0 does. 


Long UI packets are legal to appear on the air. These are for 
example FBB unproto packets, ID packets with a long length, APRS 
packets with a long third party header or one of the few APRS 
packets that do not have a length limit. 


There are 3 kenwood_mode settings that have effect on UI packets 
with PID=FO (normal AX.25 UI frames): 


0 = switch off, allow UI frames with size 256 
1 = switch on, too long frames are truncated before transmission 
2 = switch on, too long frames are not transmitted at all 


Default is 1. In almost all cases it is just comment that is too long, 
truncating that is no problem. But you can change it if you disagree. 


When you choose anything else then ©, then only UI packets with PID=FO 
are digipeated (normal AX.25 UI frames) and no other packets like I, 
RR, REJ, SABM etc. are digipeated. Also no UI packets for Net/Rom, 

IP and ARP are not digipeated when using this "kenwood_mode". 

This is done because these packets are usually long and truncating 

or not transmitting these packets causes corruption of data.

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Hello, 
I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.1.8. 


If you don't know what DIGI_NED is, it is a dedicated digipeater, 
does not have a GUI but is very stable and good at its job (If 
you disagree, tell me what's wrong and I fix it...). It runs in 
DOS on cheap 286 class PC's (or better) and on Linux using all 
kind of modems, from cheap BayCom/BayPack and YAM modem to KISS 
TNC's and SCC cards. It can have up to 8 ports so can also act 

as a cross-band digipeater. The source is published under the GPL 
licence. 


A nice new interesting feature in DIGI_NED this time, the DX function. 
With a message "DX" and a port number you can see the most remote 
located station the DIGI has received. Default it returns the best 


and second best DX from the mheard list of the port, the best and 
second best DX of the last 24 hours and from the last hourt (this 
can be changes of course). For example "DX 1" sends 3 messages in 
return: 


DX-P1 of all 263.3 km DOBRP DOABH-1 
DX-P1 of 24h 161,4 km DO4BH-1 PDOJBR-1 
DX P1 of ‘1h 123.9 km PA3ESK-2 PE1ABT-15 


"DX QO" gives the best DX independen of the port. "MH 0" also works 
now by the way. 


You can "zoom in" on a station by using DX with a call: 
"DX PDOJBR-1" gives: 


PDOJBR-1 138.1 km bearing 026 degrees 


But that's not all! The DIGI can also send DX bulletins when a better 
"DX" is reveived. There is a threshold value, stations below the 
threshold never cause transmission of a DX bulletin. For stations 
above the threshold a DX message is transmitted when it is the best 
DX of the last hour. Of course this can be changed in DIGI_NED to 
suite your own needs. 


Furthermore some small changes and a bug-fix regarding so called 
‘third-party’ messages. Also nice is the "MH STAT" query to show 
the size of the mheard list and to see how old the oldest entry is. 
As usual the version is posted on APRS7@NLDNET (Packet Radio) 

as DNEXE018.ZIP. The source is not posted since it is a big 

too big to post everytime. The source, DNSRC018.ZIP, will 

appear on the web.

- Added ‘-a' commandline flag, contributed by Alex, KG4ECV. With this flag 
you can see which queries enter the system, which ones are accepted and 
which ones are rejected. When you use this flag without '-v' then you 
have good overview what happens without suffering from information- 
overload. 

- Not a new feature, but forgot to tell with 0.1.7. Now a beacon file 
can have more than 1 line. Each line is send as separate beacon. I 
build it in when I was experimenting with telemetry. For telemetry 
some messages need to be send which tells what the telemetry data means. 
It was neat to keep it in one file so it is transmitted as one block. 
The telemetry code itself didn't last, but the feature to have more 
lines in a beacon file was kept. 

- Buglet in handling 3rd party headers. I patched the source call of 
the packet with the real call which is found in the 3rd party header. 
This was needed for the query functions so the answer would be send 
back to the correct station. Unfortunately it also damaged packets 
which were not directed to DIGI_NED at all or were not even messages. 
This caused all 3rd party packets to get send with as originator 
call the call of the real originiator from the 3rd party header and 
not with the call of the originater as it was received. 

Thanks to Alex, KG4ECV, for noticing and reporting it. 

- MH now accepts port '0' which means ‘all ports’. 

- New rule called "digi_pos:". With "digi_pos" the position of the 
digipeater is defined, needed for the functioning of the DX functions 
below. Example: digi_pos: 5213.61N 00600.00E 

- DIGI_NED has a DX function build in. First of all you can get distance 
information through queries. This works with the command ?DX. It works 
like ?MH - with port number or call. It uses the entries in the MHEARD 
list, so when the MHEARD list is small the DX will also not give much. 
DX with port number 1 returns for example the next 3 messages: 


DX-P1 of all 263.3 km DOBRP DOABH-1 
DX-P1 of 24h 161,4 km DO4BH-1 PDOJBR-1 
DX P1 of 1h 123.9 km PA3ESK-2 PE1ABT-15 


The first is the best DX for all entries available in the MHEARD list. 
It shows the distance to best DX station, the call of the best DX 
station and second-best DX station. 


The second and third lines are almost the same, but the second is for 
the stations received in the last 24 hours and the last for stations 
received in the last hour. 


If there is no second best DX station then only one call is shown. 


Tip: ports are numbered 1 to 8, number © can be used to mean 
"all ports". This also works for the MHEARD command by the way 


We can zoom in on a station with "DX <call>" for example 
"DX PDOJBR-1" 


This returns: 
PDOJBR-1 138.1 km bearing 026 degrees 
(If you want to know when the station was received, use "MH PDOJBR-1") 


It shows distances and bearing from the digipeater to this station. 
Distance uses a great-circle calculation, bearing is based on a flat 
earth model. Bearing "0" is True North. 


The DX <call> not only works on calls returned by DX <port> command but 
on all calls in the mheard list. Like MH also port 0 is accepted to 
mean ‘any port'. If there is no distance and bearing information the 
returned message will say so. 

New rule "size_heard_show:" defines how many calls are shown ona 
"mheard <port>" command. This used to be "side_heard_list:" but the 
size of the heard list may need to be bigger now that it is also 
used for the 'dx' function. Still we may want to display only a 
limited number of stations from the heard list. If "size_heard_show:' 
is not defined then it is the same as "size _heard_list:". 

Query "MH STAT" returns now the number of calls in the list and 

the date of the oldest entry. 

Changed implementation of timer.c Was much too complicated for its 
task (I reused this from existing code where it served a purpose..) 
New rule "dx_times:" defines the period of time for which the best 
DX is shown. 

New rule "dx_metric:". 

Dx metric defines the presentation of distances and the threshold 
for distances in the dx_level: rule. Options are "km" for kilometers, 
"mi" for statue miles and "nm" for nautical miles. Default is "km". 


mi 
New rule "dx_level:". 

The DX level command defines when we report a station as DX. It 
contains a parameter for the port for which this rule is valid (DX 
on 6m a is something different then DX on 2m, and DX on 70cm is 
different again), a parameter for a threshold, for example 
everything below 100 km is never DX, and a parameter defining the 
time in hours to look back. When for example a station is received 
which is the "best DX" for the last hour (1) and is further away 
then the threshold (100 km) then it is reported. The unit of 
distance is determined by "dx_metric:", default is "km". 

New rule "dx_path:". 

DX path contains the destination call and digis to be appended to 
DX messages transmitted by DIGI_NED. This path has to be defined 
per port, more definitions for one port are possible. Also 


"dx_path: 1 DX" works, no digipeater definitions are used in that case. 
DX messages are never transmitted on ports with do not have any 
matching "dx_path:" definition. 

- Added '-d' commandline flag to trace the DX function of the 
digipeater. 

- The query "mheard <port>" now shows how many calls are send.

On a whim, I just added remote control to APRSdos so that you can remotely 


control the 8 bits on your parallel port. You command it by sending a 
message to your station from any of your other SSID's: 


Message: SET 4 - will be ACKED and will set BIT-4 
OFF 16 - will be ACKED and will turn off BIT-16 
SET 12 - will be ACKED and will set BIT-4 and BIT-8 
OFF 255 - will be ACKED and will clear all bits 
READ - will send back a message with the current 


value on the port. It will not be ACKED 
and these reports will continue to be sent 
back every time the READ message is retried. 


Sending a READ from the THD7 for example will get back the message I/0 = X 
or if it is the second or more time with the same value, then you will 
only see DUPLICATE MESSAGE. But if the value does change, then it will be 
captured as a NEW message. 


For testing purposes and so that you can monitor the conditions on your 
port locally, use the APRSdos INPUT-MY-I/0 command which will return the 
current state or let you input a new value. 


You won't believe what made me think of this toy..... While flying back 
from DCC I think the plane passsed over my house (in Maryland), but it was 
dark.

The 
up and downlinks will both be 145.825 MHz. 


At all other times Sunsat will digipeat AX.25 UI packets in Mode B. 
The uplink for both 1200 bit/s and 9600 bit/s data is 436.291 MHz. 
Data from both uplinks are digipeated at 9600 bit/s on the 145.825 
MHz downlink. Set your unproto paths to SUNSAT or APRSAT.

Please 
note that the voice passes just prior to the parrot operations (on 
the 2nd and 3rd of October) may also be changed to Mode B (uplink 
436.291 MHz, downlink 145.825 MHz).

TAPR Elects Officers at 19th Annual Digital Communications Conference 


John Ackermann, N8UR, was elected the new president of TAPR at the 19th 
ARRL/TAPR Digital Communications Conference held in Orlando September 21-24. 


135 hams, including a dozen from outside the US, attended the annual event, 
which includes presentation of technical papers, hands-on demonstrations, 
and beginner's sessions. Over 100 people attended Friday afternoon's APRS 
seminar, and 70 were present for a technical symposium on programming PIC 
chips held Sunday morning. 


Ackermann succeeds Greg Jones, WD5IVD, who had served as president since 
1993, with Steve Bible, N7HPR, replacing Ackermann as vice president. Bob 
Hanson, N2GDE, will continue to serve as secretary, and Jim Neely, WA5LHS, 
remains treasurer. The elections were held at TAPR's annual board meeting, 
held in conjunction with the DCC. 


"Greg Jones led TAPR through a period of growth and innovation," 
Ackermann said. "On his watch, we brought significant new products to 
market, including the DSP-93 digital signal processing unit, Totally 
Accurate Clock, and Mic-E and Pic-E data encoders. Greg also laid the 
groundwork for our Frequency Hopping Spread Spectrum Radio project. He 
guided us into the Internet age, along the way creating the TAPR SIG 
mailing lists that now handle thousands of messages per month. Greg is 
also responsible for our increased publishing activities. His retirement 
leaves a void in TAPR that will be hard to fill." 


Ackermann said that his primary objective will be to ensure that TAPR 
remains on the cutting edge of radio technology, with a special 
emphasis on emerging concepts such as Software Defined Radios. He will 
also focus on increasing membership and optimizing the organization's 
management structure. 


Ackermann (ex-AG9V), who lives in Dayton, Ohio, has served on the TAPR 
Board of Directors and as vice president since 1995. He was first licensed 
in 1974 and has helped build packet radio networks in Ohio and Wisconsin. 
Ackermann is active on APRS, runs a Linux-based Internet site at his home, 
and can occasionally be found on CW chasing DX. 


Bible lives in Kingsland, Georgia, and has been a TAPR Board member since 
1996. He was project manager for TAPR's Totally Accurate Clock (TAC-2), 
EVM Radio Interface, PIC Encoder, and DGPS Reference Station kits. Bible 
is leading TAPR's development of a road map to develop Software Defined 
Radio technology for amateur use. 


In other news from the DCC: 


* TAPR announced that it will be offering the "EasyTrak" satellite rotor 
and radio controller. This PIC-based unit will control azimuth and 
elevation rotors for satellite use, as well as tune popular radios for 
Doppler correction. 


*x PRUG, the Packet Radio Users Group of Japan, demonstrated the 
possibilities of low cost Internet-connected sensors and software mobile 
agent technology. PRUG also introduced the TINI-AMEDES, a Java based 
one-board computer with Ethernet interface which supports the Dallas 
Semiconductor 1-wire interface, and provided an update on their 2.4Ghz 
spread spectrum radio, which has been commercialized by Root, Inc. 


x Geoffrey Dick, WA4IKQ, was winner of the grand prize awarded at the 
Saturday evening banquet. Geoff won a TM-D700 APRS-capable mobile radio 
donated by Kenwood. 


DCC 2001 will be held in Cincinnati, Ohio from September 21-23, 2001. 
Conference coordinators will be Steve and Sheila Bible assisted by local 
coordinator Hank Greeb, N8XX.

NEW RULES FOR NEW TOOLS (APRS): Classically, everyone learns that it 
takes 4 times the power to double your range. TRUE. A law of physics. 


But that assumes you want to talk from point A to B. With APRS generic 
digipeating, when you don't care who or what digipeats you, a 4 times 
increase in power, will double your range, but actually COVER 4 times as 
much AREA. Thus you DO get a 4 times better probability that a 

digi or other station somewhere heard your packet and will digipeate it! 


So for APRS (generic digipeating) the equation is linear (on average) ! 


Going from 5w to 15 watts does give you a 3 to 1 statistical advantage 
for a mobile station. ! 


Hummmh... I think I will call this "Bob's law of APRS propogation..." 
<grin> 


Also, most people assume that mobile PACKET is like voice. Good for 30 


miles to the nearest voice repeater. Wrong! We communicate all the time 
with voice with mobile flutter, picketfencing, noise, dropouts, and are 
quite happy with it. But anything will kill a packet. My experience 
there is that if the range of a repeater is 30 miles for voice, then the 
same site may support packet only 15 miles or less reliably. (covers only 
25% of the same area). Thus you need 4 or more times as many digis to 
cover the same areas (for mobiles) as we do for voice... ox somthing like 
that...

Hello, 
I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.2.0. 


If you don't know what DIGI_NED is, it is a dedicated digipeater, 
does not have a GUI but is very stable and good at its job (If 
you disagree, tell me what's wrong and I fix it...). It runs in 
DOS on cheap 286 class PC's (or better) and on Linux using all 
kind of modems, from cheap BayCom/BayPack and YAM modem to KISS 
TNC's and SCC cards. It can have up to 8 ports so can also act 

as a cross-band digipeater. The source is published under the GPL 
licence. 


Again something new in DIGI_NED: Telemetry and Remote control. 
These features were demonstrated on the yearly Dutch HAM Fest, 
"Dag Van De Amateur" at the stand of the Dutch Packet Workgroup. 
DIGI_NED can transmit telemetry all by itself but you can also 
query for telemetry using the "?TLM" command! 


Furthermore the SYSOP (owner) of the system can use "!OUT" to 
remotely control 8 TTL outputs (DO..D7) of at most 3 LPT ports. 


For the rest a number of additions and bug-fixes for the DX 
function, such as for example "block:" which noa also works 

for the mheard list, a maximum distance for DX (rediculous long 
distances are most likely caused by incorrect settings and not 
DX) and naming the ports. Due to a bug DX announcements only 


appeared on Port 1, instead of all the ports that were specified, 
error... 


Finaly AX25_MAC is now described using a dedicated document. 


As usual the version is posted on APRS7@NLDNET (Packet Radio) 
as DNEXE020.ZIP. The source is not posted since it is a big 
too big to post everytime. The source, DNSRCO20.ZIP, will 
appear on the web.

- Made a revision step since we now introduced telemetry! In the 
digi_ned.ini file (or another file if supplied on the command-line) 
you can specify a 'telemetry:' rule. On this command 6 telemetry 
sources can be specified; 5 analog channels and 1 digital channel. In 
this first attempt only the parallel port (lpt<n>), an 8 bit input via 
parallel port (lpt<n>_8) and a dummy device ‘off' are supported. The 
‘telemetry: ' rule will cause regular telemetry transmissions. Note 
that the telemetry stuff is commented out in digi_ned.ini by default. 
Using it requires additional hardware and configuration, also 
described below. 

- In the APRS Specification (to be found at www.tapr.org) there are a 
number of messages the digipeater can address to itself which 
describes the name and interpretation of the APRS telemetry. In 
digi_tlm.ini you will find sample beacons to transmit. For the exact 
syntax and allowed field widths (they do not have all the same 
length!!) see the APRS Specification. Without reading that you will 
most likely not guess what everything means or guess wrong. If you do 
it right you can also do some math on the analog value. A telemetry- 
aware APRS client will do the same. 

- With "tele_info:" you can supply the beacon information to DIGI_NED, 
this info will be used when querying DIGI_NED with the TLM command. 
Without this info DIGI_NED will just report with generic names, but 
when you can have it return things like "lamp is on" or "lamp not on" 
for example for a digital value. Or "Battery 12.5 Volt" for an analog 
value. 

- With a ?TLM query you can retrieve telemetry values manually. The TLM 
query needs an argument specifying what you want. This can be A1..A5 
for the analog channels or B1..B8 for the binary bits. These names 


correspond with the names used in the APRS Specification. 

Sending a message like !OUT 2 01001001 you can change bits DO..D7 of 
an LPT port. '2' will mean LPT2 or "/dev/1lpi" in Linux (Linux starts 
counting at 'Q'). Using the 'x' or '/' character ('/' is located just 
below the '0' which makes entry of digits on a THD7 easy...) you can 
leave bits in there original state. The first digit affects bit '0' 
on the LPT port, the next one bit '1' etc. up to bit '7'. Extra 
characters after these 8 bits are ignored. 

Queries were optionally prefixed with a '?'. From now on all non 
alphanumeric ASCII characters can be used, except '!', '/' and '\'. 
This way you can do more queries without DIGI_NED blocking 
repetitions. DIGI_NED blocks 100% equal request to avoid Ping-Pong 
problems with auto-answer stations. The '!' prefix has been reserved 
for remote control. The prefix '/' and '\' are reserved to allow you 
to make ‘filesystem’ like queries. You can use any other prefix in 
front of '!', '/' and '\', so you can send for example the same 
remote control command within a short period, for example "?!OUT 2 1" 
works just like "!OUT 2 1". "#!OUT 2 1", "$!OUT 2 1", "%!OUT 2 1" 
etc. are all the same but will not be regarded as "duplicate" so you 
don't have to wait unit DIGI_NED accepts your command again, just 
change the prefix every next time. 

The "block:" list now also works for "mheard" and "DX" so you can 
keep bogus calls or calls that send beacons that are misinterpreted 
as a position (as happened to a VK station which had an DX of 17529.8 
km!) out of the lists. Reported by VK5ZTY, thanks! 

On compressed and uncompressed position packets I now check that the 
destination address starts with "AP". If not, the position is ignored. 
(For MIC-E this check obviously does not work...). 

Now "4C" can also be used to normally exit the DOS version. I added 
this because I kept interrupting the program this way since I use 
Linux most of the time. So now a break signal can be used in addition 
to ALT-X. 

Added "dx_portname:" rule so you can give you port a name for the 

DX messages. Default portname, if nothing is specified, is "Portx" 
where 'x' is the port number. Addition suggested by WA7NWP. 

Changed default "dx_level:" in sample digined.ini file to 25 km (was 
100 km but there were not many DX messages in our flat country this 
way). The idea is to be informed about what the maximum distance is 
at regular intervals and to be alarmed when it goes up due to more 
frequent messages. But of course you can configure this differently 
if you want. Even setting to © may be interesting since it will 
report the best DX over the last hour anyway. Since there are most 
likely stations beyond 25 km al the time this setting only avoids 
ridiculous reports of nearby stations during startup and restart of 
the digipeater. This also ensures regular updates to be transmitted 
so you can watch the DX conditions change. 

Found a bug in call matching. Matching "PE1DNN" with "x-0" in the 
"block:" list worked but matching "PE1DNN" with "PE1DNN-0" failed. 


Reported by VK5ZTY, thanks! 

- Error in DX bulletin transmission, it only went out through the first 
port due to a bad positioning of the duplicate transmission check. 
Reported by VK5ZTY. There was also a potential memory-leak, fixed 
also. 

- "Dx_Level:" now also has a maximum range to filter-out obviously 
bogus reports. 

- The owner can now remotely clear the MHeard list with the "!CLEAR" 
message. "!CLEAR" clears all MHeard entries, "!CLEAR 1" clears all 
MHeard entries for Port 1, "!CLEAR PE1DNN-2" clears the call 
PE1DNN-2. 

- Ran spelling checker on all documents.

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The APRSdata.exe program has been updated to include A040. One copy of 
APRSdata running in each region will transmit to the front panel of all D7 
HT's and D700 mobiles in the area on 144.39, the location of any 
satellites in view. For those D700's with the voice module, if you set 
the CUSTOM-1 comment, then it will speak to you the satellite in view. 


Think of it as a tiny-web-page update to the radio's front panel, showing 
the name of the satellite, the range and azimuth to the bird, the 
up/downlink freugqencies and the present doppler. For A040, it shows the 
elevation angle. In addition, once every 10 minutes the DX-LIST in the 
radio is updated with a schedule of all satellites in view in the next 80 
minutes. 


I had to modify the program for AO40 which is in view for hours at a time 
so that it was not updated every minute like the others.

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Now that the launch of the US Naval Academy student built Satellite 
project is announced for August 2001, here are some design details. This 
was presented at the annual AMSAT conference in Portland Maine in October 
2000. The students call it "PCSAT" for Prototype Communications 
Satellite although it is designed for APRS digipeating.

USNA PCSAT: 


The mission of PCsat is unique in the Amateur Satellite Service as it 

is designed to support the text messaging and position tracking needs of 
mobiles and handhelds only and to provide links into the worldwide 
internet linked APRS system. 


UPLINK/DOWNLINK QUALITIES: Typical uplink and downlinks fall into several 
different classes based on user ERP and receiver antenna gain as 

shown below. The column labeled Standby-receive gain is for the user who 
is not aware of, nor optimized for satellite reception. For example, an 
HT in a pocket, or mobile parked under trees. It is assumed that stations 
intending to transmit to the satellite will be in the clear.

(1200 baud VHF). Igate uplink is relatively unconstrained.

HARDWARE ALIGNMENT: Using the above as the basis, our design evolved to 

a pair of dual-port KPC-9612 TNC's. Each KPC-9612 can cross relay from 
either of its two inputs to its two outputs. Since we only have two 
transmitters on VHF for best downlink, we can output both the 1200 and 
9600 baud channels to the same transmitter (with appropriate PTT/DCD cross 
strapping to avoid colllisions). ALthough we do not yet have frequency 
coordination for our two 2m downlinks and two 2m uplinks and two 70cm 
uplinks, we have gone ahead and penciled in the SUNSAT APRS channel and 
North American 144.39 APRS channels that we hope to share.

Igates will monitor both downlinks to capture every packet heard anywhere 
and feed to the worldwide APRServe internet linked network for 
distribution everywhere. 


DISCUSSION OF THE FREQUENCIES: : 

1) 145.825 could be a shared UI digipeating frequency for such low 
dutycycle operations in synergism with other similar satelltes on the same 
frequency with agreement amongst them. See my AMSAT SYMPOSIUM Paper 1999. 
2) VHF UPLINK#2 on any 2m frequency hopefully not shared with any other 
satellite uplink so that we do not QRM any other sats. We have no 
objections if this frequeny is another satellite downlink. Our user 


uplinks on this frequency will be about 5W ERP only for special 
applications in remote areas and will have minimum terrestrial range. 


3) UHF UPLINK#1. Any 20 KHz frequency in the ITU UHF satellite band 
4) UHF UPLINK#2. Any other 20 KHz frequency in the ITU UHF sat band 


5) 144.39 has been blessed in North America for APRS by TAPR, ARRL and 


AMSAT-NA and their Canadian counterparts. Downlink on this frequency 
over North America is a unique opportunity hopefully welcomed by all 
current users in the region. This downlink will only be SPARSELY USED by 
special authorized stations for special events or special comms needs or 
special messaging to users not reachable by the terrestrial system. 


CONCLUSION: We hope that other amateur satellites will consider adding a 
transponder of this simplicity to join our constellation in supporting 
handheld and mobile amateur radio operators throughout the world. The 
power of APRS is its use of generic digipeater callsigns. Thus it does 
not matter what satellite is in view, they all will function equally to 
link the users to the rest of the world. Secondly, each user's need is 
only a few 1 second packets. THus the throughput and number of users 
supported can be far greater than the other FM satellites (voice). 
Similarly there is no advantage to channel hogging. Each user only gets 
one POSITION, One STATUS packet and any one-line messages pending.

This is the one most people are likely to use, it is the one displayed in 
Stan's article. However there is still a problem with this one. I build a 
URL request for MapBlast with each of the points for which a position was 
received. However, MapBlast tries to fit these points into a road route, 
often with unrealistic results. I'd like MapBlast to simply draw lines 
between the points, but so far I have been unable to figure out if this 
is possible. MapBlast releases no documentation on their map parameters, 
everything you see is reverse engineered. If anyone wants to dig in and 
try to find something that works, I'd love it... 


Both tracks go back 2 days or 190 points, whichever is less. Most likely 
I will make the time to search backward a parameter, but the number of 
points is limited by MapBlast.

This gave compilation errors on a lot of systems. (except 
mine...). Realy removed this time, I already said I removed it last time 
but to my surprise the line was still in! 


- Ultimeter stations use a string that starts with "!!" and cannot be 
distinguised from a compressed position. String that start with "!!" are 
not 


regarded as position anymore, sorry if your compressed location starts 
with 

"li". A whole range of compressed locations cannot be used compressed 
because 

of this. DIGI_NED will not use these compressed positions for its DX 

functions anymore to prevent bogus positions due to these Ultimeter string 

transmissions. 

- Cleanup of code. I was decoding strings with port numbers at many places, 
now I made a support function for this. This meant that I had to change 
code in many of the source files to untilize this new function. 

- DigiTo: and DigiSsid: changed in the default digi_ned.ini. Now they only 
work if the destination call starts with "AP". The old setup caused SSID 
changes on the desitination call when a local packet from a UIview 
message exchange was recieved. 


- Added rules "“allow_to:" and "allow_from:" to restrict packets to be 
accepted for digipeating on a specific port. This is used for advanced 
cross-band digipeating where you only want to pick up very specific 
packets. 

- On the monitor output the dump of the digi_ssid: rule did not show the 
replacement SSID, fixed. 

- On the monitor output the dump of the DX transmission showed the wrong 
port number, fixed. 

- Telemetry headacke hopefully solved. When using the 8 bit LPT port 
input (lpt2_8 for example) somehow the data register is reset to 0, so 
all set output bits vanish. This behaviour differes per LPT port 
implementation, some do it and some don't. DIGI_NED was verifying the 
data written to the LPT's control register by reading it back. It seems 
that this reading caused a reset later. I don't read the values anymore 
and now it seems to work. 

- On the !out command you can now specify a 'P' in the string. This will 
toggle the indicated bit for 1 second. Can be used as 'reset' pulse 
or something similar (we had a need for it). 

- New command for the .ini file: "command:". The text after this command is 
fed to DIGI_NED's messsage mechanism (like the keyboard commands used by 
the DOS version users). This can be used to send "!out" commands at 
startup to get the LPT port in a defined state. 

- Cleanup of the AX25_MAC directory. It contained some files for the YAM 
modem which I used for testing. I planned to remove these files but 
forgot over and over (I hardly ever look in the ax25_mac directory, the 
MAC driver is running stable since the very first beginning...). 

- The digipeater position can now be read from the first line of the 
beacon-file with "digi_pos_file:" so that the icon position and the 
originating position for DX messages is the same. This can only be done 
when the beacon is in uncompressed or compressed format, not MIC-E. If 
you want to use MIC-E the position can also still be explicitly specified 
using "digi_pos:". 

- Added timestamp to command responses so they are uniq and it is visible 
what the most recent response was. 

- Added keyboard command ALT-A for DOS users to toggle activity logging on 
and off. 

- Removed the French documentation, its outdated. There is better 
documentation on the web in French! Brouwse to the MAPG site 
at: http://mapg.ifrance.com/mapg/index.html or reach this site through 
our portal at http://www.qsl.net/digi_ned/ (also for all other pages).

Run this with your D7 or D700 with just a 20" WHIP antenna over a ground 


plane and SHORT coax and you will hear up to 12 different satellites over 
30 times a day... Look ma.. no hands! 


The 20" whip is 1/4 wave on the uplink and is a 3/4 wave 7.9 dBi gain 

UHF omni antenna on most downlinks. It is the ideal simple Satellite 

OMNI antenna. With it, you should hear most of the 12 FM satellites when 
they are above about 25 degrees.. This is only about 1/3rd of all access 
times, but it is automatic and simple. A nice way to leave the rig when 
it is not doing something else. 


AND this antenna can be at ANY level, since it only needs to see the sky 
above say 20 degrees. No need to go higher (and add lossy coax)... On 
the roof of your car is perfect, or just outside your window...

The increasing bandwidth of the APRS internet stream is close to maxing 
out the T1 at the Miami Museum of Science. This evening with 174 
connections the reported bandwidth was over 120,000 bytes a second. Add 
the web server and name server traffic, and my machine was very close to 
the limit. 


In order not to wear out my welcome at the museum I have set the 
connection limit to 135, which should leave plenty of bandwith for those 
people that pay the bills. The server has not been under 150 connections 
for months, so this means there will often be no available slots on the 
server. 


It would be nice if someone were to volunteer a high bandwith machine to 
be a third server, even better would be two volunteers, with those 
becoming first.aprs.net and third.aprs.net, allowing www.aprs.net to 
serve only the javAPRS connections (which cannot go anywhere else). 

If you have such a machine let me know and I'll add you to the DNS.

Everyone needs to check their confiuration. I've had forwarded a sig 
posting where someone was complaining the IGates were not interoperating. 
You should have first.aprs.net, second.aprs.net and third.aprs.net in the 
rotating file. Hopefully each author (or a knowledgable user of each 
program) will produce config files for each program. Nice would be 
separate ones for both buffered (port 10151 on all servers) and 
unbuffered (port 23 on first and second, 10152 on third) connections. No 
one should be connecting to www.aprs.net any longer! 


All IGates should check their list. With the exception of the three 
central servers, all other aprsd servers ought to have just first, 
second, and third in a hub command, each line including the callsign and 
password so that data is accepted for forwarding. 


I also wish to take exception to Bob's recent comment that I "refused to 
step forward" and author an internet document. As I have stated before, I 
am willing to participate in a group if one is created. I answer any 
questions related to how things are set up now, and a large amount of 
documentation covering everything about the system is publicly available 
on my web site, the DCC proceedings, and the aprssig archives.

It never fails. Wait too long to release something and it all comes 
crashing down. 


A couple of bugs reported with today's release are significant, and certain 
folks may want to wait for the next release. In order of "relative 
disaster": 


1) Maps will not display properly on Palm OS devices with the Dragonball-EZ 
CPU. This includes most Palm OS products released within the past year, 
which will be at least the Palm IIIxe, Palm Vx, Visor Platinum, Visor Prism 
and (I think) Sony CLIE. I don't know yet if it also affects the m100, but 
it does affect the m105 (which was released today). 


2) Using the zoom popup menu with large-scale maps such as the Interstates 
map will crash the program if you zoom out past 1/2-X. This will also 
affect multiple zooming by tapping and with the page up/page down keys. 


3) Loading the program "fresh" may result in inability to enable transmit. 
This appears to be solved by loading v1.08, running than stopping the 
program, then loading v1.10 on top of the older version. This is an 
internal preferences file problem and is something minor that I've 
overlooked. 


In the meanwhile, I would still appreciate any other bug reports so fixes 
can be located and the gremlins squashed in one release. 


I thank everyone for their indulgence, and offer my apologies for being 
less than thorough with this release.

With non-US pocketAPRS users starving for maps for almost 
three years, we now have Canadian province maps available. They are located 
at:

We were able to do this because Eric Cuthbert and Steve Jones found a site 
offering a collection of Canadian province and territory map data in the 
easy-to-digest DXF format. 


These maps are large-area views and only cover major roads. There was no 
discussion I could find with the geodata concerning reference datum, but 
given the coarse resolution of the data (documented as +/- 2 km), 
inaccuracies from the more common datum shifts would be moot. 


If anyone else knows of public-domain (that is, *freex) map data for non-US 
locations also published in the DXF format, I encourage you to drop me a 
line and we'll take a look. Please be forewarned that DXF is a 
general-purpose format and not a geodata expression system, so every DXF 
file (or related collection) is going to be unique and will require 
"tuning" . 


Anyway, next time you see Eric or Steve, be sure to tell them "Thanks!" for 
finding a solution for what has been a frustrating problem.

This version cleans-up several areas of minor "unsanitary" handling 
of low-level memory, especially relative to the just-announced Palms 
running Palm OS 4.0 (the Palm m500 and m505). I think a couple of 
folks experienced these as weird or otherwise unexplainable one-time 
crashes. 


Also, I had forgotten to enable the map beaming feature in the 
distribution versions (it had been under test for over a year!). 
Beaming maps is still not reliable, and there's nothing I can do 
about it - it's just a device limitation. It should only be tried in 
a pinch, only between newer Palms (running 3.5 or better), and then 
only with smaller maps. 


In addition, "APUxxx" has been added to the known APRS station types. 
As usual, enjoy!

I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.2.5. I had send 
out 0.2.4 but discovered a anoying bug which I corrected. 


If you don't know what DIGI_NED is, it is a dedicated digipeater, 
does not have a GUI but is very stable and good at its job (If 
you disagree, tell me what's wrong and I fix it...). It runs in 
DOS on cheap 286 class PC's (or better) and on Linux using all 
kind of modems, from cheap BayCom/BayPack and YAM modem to KISS 
TNC's and SCC cards. It can have up to 8 ports so can also act 

as a cross-band digipeater. The source is published under the GPL 
licence. 


Besides small enhancements a new function, the satellite tracker, 
designed by Alex Krist, KG4ECV. Determine azymuth and elevation through 
APRS. Let DIGI_NED tell you through APRS when a satellite will fly 

over in your area. Follow the sattelite on your map. 

Furthermore big news, DIGI_NED has now a coordinated destination call 
which is world-wide assigned to DIGI_NED. All packets with "to"

Apparently one of the types I created "“timer_t" now is also included in 
GCC. This caused compilation errors on systems with a new GCC version. 

I renamed my type to "digi _timer_t". 

Removed object from the message-file, the shop for which it was is gone. 
DigiTo: and DigiSsid: changed back in the default digi_ned.ini. Now they 
only there is an explicit test for UIview messages to avoid SSID 
substitution on those. The patch from the previous version was no good 
since it also did not allow MIC-E packets anymore. The rule used to 
solve this is ssid_ignore_prefix: which now has the "~" character to block 
UIview messages for SSID digipeating. 

Keyboard commands now also work in Linux. The handling is a little bit 
restricted in the sense that it uses the 0x08 character as backspace, 
disregarding any terminal settings. Commands can be entered with ESC 
flowed by the command character. On my RH5.2 installation this also 
works with ALT-<key> since that just outputs the character with an 

ESC prefix character. YMMV but at least for some users these keyboard 
commands will work. For Linux I did not add the ALT-D (or ESC+D) 
command, starting a shell from DIGI_NED is useless for Linux. 

Since you don't want DIGI_NED to mess with the keyboard when you want 
to run it in background, keyboard support has to be switched on by 
supplying a '-k' flag at the commandline. 

Implemented ALT-H which gives keyboard-help. Now you don't have to 
memorize al the ALT-<key> commands anymore, just ALT-H! 

From the message file you can now start a program. You can also read 
the query response from a file. 


Response strings starting with '!' are executed. Response strings 
starting with '>' will read the data from a file named in the text. 
When starting a string with '!!' execution is restricted to the 


digi owner. 
In a message text you can use %q which will be replaced runtime 
with the complete query string from the user (converted to lowercase). 
You can now use wildcards in queries to match the rest of the query. 
This works the same way as wildcards in the the call-matching used 
with the rules. The wildcards are: 

* Matches any 0 or more character(s). 

? Matches any 1 character.

This can be used to simplify the alternatives for a query, I had 
the need for this to implement the ?whois example. 
Added Satellite tracker, donated by Alex Krist, KG4ECV. Read 


Sattrack.txt and Sattrack.doc for details. Thank you very much, it is a 
very nice addition to DIGI_NED! You can send "sats" or "sat list" to get 
a list of available satellites. All satellites are identified with a 4 
character AMSAT identifier. When a satellite has only 3 characters append 
underscores to make it 4 (e.g. ISS becomes ISS_). 
You can have DIGI_NED plot the location of a satellite for you. Send 
‘sat ao40' for example to get an A040 satellite object on the map. The 
satellite will have comment text that specifies when it will come above 
the horizon in your area.

The satellitte comment shows you bearing and azimuth 
to the satellite but also the up dan downlink frequency including the 
current dopler shift for you. Besides that the mode op operation is 
visible.

- As usual moved some code to enhance the program structure. 

- Started using APNDxx as destination code instead of APZxxx. 

- New format destination addess:

The prefix APND is reserved 
for DIGI_NED now in coordination with the APRS protocol workgroup.

I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.2.6. This is an bugfix 
release for version 0.2.5. A error was discovered in the "trk" and "sat" 
queries which could hang a DOS system or cause a Segmentation fault in 
Linux. Thanks to Boris, OK1RQ, for quickly reporting this! While I'm at 

it I also fixed a problem with the UTC offset value in digi_ned.ini, the 
tracker only worked correctly under DOS when a TZ environment variable was 
present. 


Besides the bugfix a few touchups, like the ability to specify more then 
one satellite with the "trk" or "sat" queries.

- Nasty bug in the "trk" and "sat" query, specifying more than one satellite 
caused a crash in the DOS version. Most Linux systems survived this out 
of array-bounds abuse. Now the logic is fixed and even enhanced! You can 
now supply more than 1 satellite on the "sat" and "trk" command, when 
using a 3 letter sat like ISS the digi will add the trailing "_" for you! 
Thanks to Boris, OK1RQ, for reporting this bug. Keep reporting bugs 
and ideas for enhancements! There is no guarantee that it will get 
implemented (but you can always do it yourself too) but without this 
input it will for sure not be implemented! 

- The UTC time-difference setting in digi_ned.ini did not work on DOS 
systems. On DOS either the environment variable TZ is used or if not 
available the setting in digi_ned.ini. The latter failed because even 
when TZ is not specified the Borland-library still provided a UTC time 
offset! As a result the reported satellites were ahead of time. Now 
it works. The value "digi_utc_offset:" is only used when no timezone 
information is provided by the system. Added information about this and 
about setting the TZ environment variable in the digi_ned.ini file. 

This one caused me a real headacke so it better be working now... 

- Keplersets updated up to the newewst 2 line elements received on 
the KEPLER@AMSAT packet area on the Dutch packet network. 

- Modification when a second station wants to track a satellite that is 
already being tracked. The previous version ignored this, now tracking 
is restarted. This way an object will appear soon and the tracking stops 
"track_duration:" minutes after the last received request (was after the 
first received request). Solves the problem that it sometimes looks that 
the digipeater does not respond to the "trk" command (it was already 
tracking but the next object deposit could take a while).

I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.2.7. This is an bugfix 
release for version 0.2.6. A bug was found in the DOS version which 


could cause rapid transmission of SAT objects. Another timing problem. 


For background: The problem with DOS is that there is no timezone 


handling. You can set the TZ environment value but also use the 
digi_utc_offset: rule if the TZ string is not present. The problem is 
that this offset is read after the timers for the beacons are allready 
started. Therefore the timer functions in 0.2.6 use local-time in DOS 
now which fixed a problem with the beacon timing. Unfortunatly the AOS 
time, which is in UTC, was used directly with the internal timer 
structure, which caused in some cases immediate expiration when UTC is 
behind your time, resulting in a lot of sat Object transmissions. In 
Linux all the timers work in UTC and therefore there is not problem 
with Linux. 


I verified this bug is fixed now, hopefully this is the last one. If 
not then I think I will throuw out the "digi_utc_offset:" rule because 
that is causing all these timer problems.

Alaska and Hawaii have significant data problems in the original 
TIGER files and won't be ready in time for the CD. 


All maps from last year's CD are included in their own folder for 
folks who still prefer using the USGS DLG-sourced maps.

Purchasers of the first CD ("v1.0") will get the updated version for 
free.

I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.2.8. 


If you don't know what DIGI_NED is, it is a dedicated digipeater, 
does not have a GUI but is very stable and good at its job (If 
you disagree, tell me what's wrong and I fix it...). It runs in 
DOS on cheap 286 class PC's (or better) and on Linux using all 
kind of modems, from cheap BayCom/BayPack and YAM modem to KISS 
TNC's and SCC cards. It can have up to 8 ports so can also act 

as a cross-band digipeater. The source is published under the GPL 
licence. 


New function: send serial data. You can use DIGI_NED now for the 
transmission of data received from the serial port. Connect your 
GPS, weatherstation or direction-finder to DIGI_NED! 


Furthermore, enhancements to the satellite tracker. As owner of the 
digi you can show which kepler data has been used for the creation of 
the satellite object. 


It's now easier to deliver telemetry data to the LPT port, the timing gives 
you more time now. For the telemetry activities with APRS and DIGI_NED 

you can take a look at the DIGI_NED telemetry APRS temperature meter and 
the DIGI_NED interface (including a schematic diagram at:

- A few output messages were missing a <CR>, resulting in wrong output of 
the activity on the digi_ned screen in DOS. 

- When the digi_ned.tle file was empty a segmentation fault occurred. Fixed. 
- Added new rule, "serial:". This enables you to connect a GPS, Ultimeter 
or other serial device to DIGI_NED. You can sent multiple sentences if 

you want. The format for the setting reads as follows: 

serial: 10 all com3 4800 GPSODN,WIDE,WIDE3-3 

$GPRMC $GPGGA 

If the wanted type of sentence is not specified (empty line following 
the "serial:" rule) all the data on the serial input is accepted (if 
it doesn't fail the checksum). Note that DIGI_NED will only output the 
most recently read complete line in this case. 

In the example serial data is send with an interval of 10 minutes to 
all ports. The data is read from COM3 (under Linux /dev/ttyS2) at 4800 
baud in this case. Supported baudrates are 1200, 2400, 4800 and 9600 
baud. The serial line uses hardware-flowcontrol on send an receive. 

In DOS COM1 to COM4 can be used with the following mapping: 


COM1 = IOA=0x3£8, IRQ=3 
COM2 = IOA=0x2f8, IRQ=4 
COM3 = IOA=0x3e8, IRQ=3 
COM4 = IOA=0x2e8, IRQ=4 


As usual the DOS restriction not to have active traffic on 2 COM ports 
using the same IRQ applies. The IOA and IRQ are fixed. I might add it 
if there is demand to have this configurable. In DOS only 1 serial port 
can be assigned at a time due to limitations in the used driver code. 
In Linux COM1 to COM9 can be used with the following mapping: 

COM1 uses /dev/ttySO 

COM2 uses /dev/ttyS1 

COM3 uses /dev/ttyS2 

COM4 uses /dev/ttyS3 


COM9 uses /dev/ttyS8 

If a checksum is present in the DATA, DIGI_NED will validate the sentence 
and ignore corrupted sentences. When no checksum is present data is 

used as is. The data is transmitted with the call DIGI_CALL (that's 

the call of this DIGI_NED) to the first call in the path given in 

the serial command. The next calls in the path of the serial command 

are the digis, in this case WIDE, WIDE3-3. The next line in the .ini 

file specifies the sentences to be picked up from the serial line for 
transmission. Multiple sentence types can be specified. All sentences 

are transmitted at the same time.

The DX function now also decodes frames from dumb-trackers. Recognized 
GPS sentences are $GPRMC, $GPGGA and $GPGLL. 

Fixed some typo's in "digi_ned.ini", thanks to Rolf, DK7IN, for 

reporting this. 

When not specifying the "message_file:" in digi_ned.ini a query causes 

a hangup or crash. I overlooked something in the code when the run 

time variable "%q" was added to the message file handling. Thanks to 
Rolf, DK7IN, for reporting this. 

The "d_relay.ini" file has now an accompaning "d_relay.mes" file with 

the bare basic subset of queries. 

A problem was found with bogus DX messages. These are caused by Kantronics 
digipeaters which leave a the end of WIDEn-N digipeating a WIDEn in 

the path without a "*" (H_FLAG) indication. If someone used a path like 
PE1DNN>APRS,WIDE3-3 the final packet looked like PEIDNN>APRS,WIDE3. Since 
no "*" is present DIGI_NED thought this was direct. Fixed now. It is 
however recommended to use a path like PEITDNN>APRS,WIDE,WIDE2-2 anyway 
Since then the first station which picks up the packet will be identified. 
Sattracker enhancements. The Satellite object can now shows the date or 
the epoch (daynumber) of the used kepler-sets. A new rule to control that 
is introduced, "sat_obj_format:". The number in this rule specifies the 
format of the sat-object: 

0) Show as "A040 E" (where E is for the Elevation column) 


1) Show as "A040 126E" (where 123 is the epoch of the used kepler

Default is 0, the standard digi_ned.ini file has value 2. 

- Cleaning up parts of the Predict code, but that doesn't have functional 
impact. There could have been a potential problem for non-English language 
Linux users. I'm only running an English version here so I can't verify. 
Anyway, if that was the case then it has been eliminated now. 

- The DX function now also decodes maidenhead grid-squares if this appears 
at the start of the data, enclosed in "[]". 

- Relaxed time on multiplexing input. There is now at least 1ms time between 
changing the strobe output and actually reading the input. 

- For telemetry the association of port numbers put on the 3 bit address 
lines of the control port can be overruled. For example to completely 
reverse the numbers, so the first value is read from address 5, the next 
from 4 etc, you can specify: 
telemetry: 20 all lpt2_8/5,1pt2_8/4,1pt2_8/3,1pt2_8/2,1pt2_8/1,1lpt2_8/0... 
(path truncated to be able to fit the example on 1 line...) 

The 3 bit address on the control port can take values 0..7. 
- Added 2 sections to the FAQ in digi_ned.txt: 
- How to let digi_ned behave as Kantronics TNC 
- How to update the kepler data in the sattracker (note that this, and 
more, is also described in the sattracker documentation) .

This release has one very important fix of a bug introduced with 
v1.15. This bug fooled the program into thinking that the GPS was 
offline whenever it saw a $GPGGA string, only to be put back online 
with the next $GPRMC. In the worst case, if "full GPS alerts" was 
enabled, the toggling between the off and on states would eventually 
fill the alert buffer and crash the program. In the best case, manual 
initiation of position transmit would fail if the program was in the 
false offline state. 


This bug primarily affected users of full TNC's (KPC-3 and Pico 
Packet) and anybody attempting to connect a GPS directly. 


On a positive note, this fix of the fix has resulted in outstanding 
program stability, with no crashes of any kind reported during two 
weeks of testing. 


IMPORTANT WIRING INFORMATION 


Added to the pocketAPRS website wiring page, 
http: //www.pocketaprs.com/wiring.html , are helpful tips for two 


previously poorly-documented needs: 


Kenwood TM-D700 - with the capable assistance of John, K1DE, and 
Brad, N4PYI, it was discovered that using the Palm HotSync cable with 
the D700 needs two handshaking pins in the null modem connection. If 
you have had trouble getting pocketAPRS talking to the D700, this 
seems to solve the problem. 


Agrelo DFjr Multi-Port Adapter - the Agrelo MPA was a handy port 
combiner for those lucky/unlucky folks with the DFjr. With this 
company long gone, folks wanting to acquire the MPA after the fact 
were out of luck. To solve this, the MPA has been reverse-engineetred, 
and the wiring page has notes and a link to a PDF file with a full 
schematic. 


Even if you have an MPA and don't need to roll your own, there are 
notes on the schematic which explain non-obvious connections and 
engineering flubs which frustrated many who tried to get the MPA to 
work and just couldn't.

(Version 0.2.9. was an internal intermediate version for PI1APK, 
http://go.to/pilapk) .

It runs in 
DOS on cheap 286 class PC's (or better) and on Linux using all 
kind of modems, from cheap BayCom/BayPack and YAM modem to KISS 
TNC's and SCC cards.

as a cross-band digipeater. The source is published under the GPL 
licence. 


First some things about 0.2.9: 

The changes for PI1APK were some small things, thinks that didn't quite 
work as it was supposed to and to aid testing of different startup- 
rulefiles. In the mean time some errors were discovered that popped up 


when reading a rule-file containing syntax errors. No functional changes. 


Version 0.3.0 contains all the changes of 0.2.9 and more. 


Version 0.3.0 contains a chains which is handy for cross-band digis. The 
DX and MH functions were not very usable to handle the beacons of a 
neighbour-digipeater which transmits with the same call on both 2m and 
70cm. The digi stored a call only once so a call was only available in 
either the 2m or the 70cm MH list (not both). This is a nuisance if you 
want to know what ths digi does receive. Also the DX function did not work 
optimal for cross-band digis for this reason. Now the list is kept per 
port, so this problem is now something of the past. The DX query for 

a call assumes that one and the same call is used from 1 position, you 

onl get one distance as response (the most recent). With MH <call> you get 
the data for each port on which the call was received directly. 


On requeest of a user a "via_block:" rule was added. This block packets 
that were send via a specific digi. With this you can block for example 
TCPIP or IGATE packets. 


For telemetry a change was made in the port address that is put onto the 
control-lines. The LPT port hardware inverts 2 of the 3 address bits 
causing port © to appear as binary 101 on the control-port. Now the 
software inverts those 2 bits do address © appears as 000 binary.

the APRS digi at KootwijkRadio, see http://go.to/pilapk. Also used 
for other special versions, for example a test version for the 
telemetry interface work. 

- Some of the 3 bit address used to multiplex the telemetry ports 
are inverted by the LPT port hardware. These are the "Auto Linefeed"

Changed the Mheard and DX function a bit. Now calls are kept per port.

So 100 entries 
is about 3400 bytes. Changed to 150 entries, 5100 bytes. Now we also 
have some room for double calls that arrive through multiple calls. 

Of course you can adjust this to your own needs, I just changed the 
default and checked if it does not consume to much under DOS. 

Note that still only the last 40 calls are shown due to the 
"mheard_show:" rule. 


25-05-2001 version 0.2.9 


When digi_pos: or digi_pos_file: is specified, but the satellite stuff 
is not then DIGI_NED still complained about the missing satellite database 
-> small error in my satellite switch-on detection logic, fixed. 

Added defines in the Makefile and Turbo-C++ project file. This makes 
it easier to leave out parts of DIGI_NED when you want to build the 
executable yourself from the source. This also makes it easier to port 
the software to other platforms. 

Now you can execute the "?exit" query via the keyboard, this was requested 
to make debugging of startup .bat files simpler. Different exit codes 
can be used to select what to start next after DIGI_NED terminated (an 
example can be found in the sample "“run.bat" file). This was already 
possible on-air (when enabled) but new is the ability to do the same 
from the keyboard.

I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.3.1. 


If you don't know what DIGI_NED is, it is a dedicated digipeater, 
does not have a GUI but is very stable and good at its job (If 
you disagree, tell me what's wrong and I fix it...). It runs in 
DOS on cheap 286 class PC's (or better) and on Linux using all 
kind of modems, from cheap BayCom/BayPack and YAM modem to KISS 
TNC's and SCC cards. It can have up to 8 ports so can also act 

as a cross-band digipeater. The source is published under the GPL 
licence. 


First off all there is now an OWNER manual in HTML. This will become 
THE documentation for DIGI_NED. 


Version 0.3.1 adds support for home-brew WX hardware, connected via 
the telemetry interface on the LPT port. It add variables that can 

be associated with a telemetry port and the ability to create 
formatted output using these variables which can be send as WX report. 


Due to the flexibility also a lot of other applications are possible. 


This version also includes an enhanded MAC layer driver for DOS. Now you 
can start a QBASIC program via a query to the digi, even when you use a 
simple BayCom modem. Previously this was not possible due to confilicts 
with the internal PC timer in the PC. Both the MAC layer driver and 
QBASIC took ownership which made that after qbasic had run the BayCom 
would not work anymore. This is solved now by reinitializing the PC timer 
when QBASIC runs. 


When the response to a query is read from a file it is now possible to 
also have an object in that file. Previouly the data was always send as 
a message. This enables more experiments with queries that will start 
another program (shell-scrips, QBASIC, perl-scripts) and feed back 
information to the user via a file.

An execute response with two !! for SYSOP only did not work. I mananged 
to make 2 mistakes with this in part of code. I feel ashamed... 

Made a change to AX25_MAC, new version 0.05. Now the PC timer is re- 
programmed to the correct rate if the TSR needs this and another program 
messed with this timer. This is for example needed when starting qbasic 
from the a query if you have a BayCom modem. Qbasic.exe re-programs the 
internal PC timer to the original rate, but AX25_MAC needs this at a much 
higher rate to handle BayCom modems. AX25_MAC will now detect if the PC 
timer is reset to the original rate and re-programs it to keep the PC 
timer at the higher rate needed to work with the BayCom modem. 

(note that the versions inbetween were internal test versions to test out 
different methods and to avoid breaking something) 

New rule, "beacon:". This rule is just like "send:". From now on the 
beacons defined with the "beacon:" rule are transmitted at regular 
intervals and when an "?APRS?" broadcast or query is received, the 
beacons defined with "send:" are only transmitted a regular intervals and 
not affected by an "?APRS?" broadcast or query.

New rules "wx_var:" and "wx:" 

With these 2 rules it is possible to create WX information beacons 

from the telemetry data. A number of variables can be created which 

are associated with a LPT telemetry port (inculding multiplexing) . 

These variables can accumulate data to calculate "minimum" and "maximum" 
values of telemetry data or to sum-up differences when a counter is 
connected on the telemetry input. Of course also the raw value can be 


read. A formula a(xx*x)+b(x)+c is used to scale the input value to the 
wanted metric, for example input in km/h and output in mph or knots. 
Also variables can be defined which reflect the current date and time, 
both in local or zulu time. 
Using "wx:" a data string can be transmitted which is build up with 
the created variables using a formatting specification. This formatting 
is straigt forward by inserting the variable values at the wanted place. 
Formatting is availabe to have fixed or variable side, right or left 
allignment and optional zero padding. 
The purpose of all this is to be able to connect home-brew WX hardware 
to DIGI_NED using a interface connected to the LPT port. For more 
information consult the DIGI_NED web page at http://www.qsl.net/digi_ned 
and the links from the TechWeb page at the DIGI_NED site.

It appears in light testing this evening that packet transmit in KISS 
mode may not be working due to the severity of the changes made in 
serial port handling. It's my impression that this probably doesn't 
affect anybody routinely using the program; if so, then stick with 
v1.16 and hold on until I can find out what's going on.

A parameter has been added, autoDisplayID, which sets the scale at which 
callsigns are displayed. For simplicity, I made it depend on the pixels 
per degree latitude (1 degree = 60 nm). Because display resolutions 
vary, this allows someone to base it on the height of the applet.

The way APRSdos does it (and all military tactical displays) is that the 
length of the vector is constant at all map scales. If it is 1 inch 
long, then it is 60 MPH. (or whatever you define). THus no matter what 
scale you are on, you can visually conclude his speed. 


Also, APRSdos then varies the length of the vector proportional to the 
LOG of speed. THus if 60 MPH is defined to be about 1 inch, then chose 
coeficients so that someone walking at 3 MPH is about 1/8th inch long and 
an Airplane at 450 MPH is only 2 inches long or so. 


THis gives the operator at a glance at all scales and all zooms, a 
consistent variable velocity leader that covers the full range of APRS 


speeds and yet does not clutter maps at any scale... 


Many "popular" APRS software implementations overlooked such well 
established techniques and details for tactical displays...

Major features of this release of aprsdigi: 


- MYCALL substitution. 

- WIDE, WIDEn-n, TRACE, and TRACEn-n. 

- AS many radio interfaces as you can plug into your Linux machine 
with flexible gatewaying between them. 

- Special handling for Mic-Encoder, Kenwood TH-D7, and TheNet X1J34, including 
SSID-based digipeating. 


- Suppression of duplicate and looping packets. 

- Works with Linux 2.4 kernel AX.25 network stack. This means any AX.25 
interface supported by the kernel will work, not just a TNC2 clone. 
Examples include all the BAYCOM interfaces (BAYPAC, PICPAR, PICSER, etc.), 
soundcards, 8530 SCC cards, etc. 


This distribution also includes a version of aprsmon, but, unless you 
require support for other than a TNC-2, I recommend using WA4DSY's 
aprsd instead.

It's rare any more that we have a truly new development in the 
Amateur AX.25 world, but I am tickled to have the opportunity to let 
everyone know that I am currently testing a totally new TNC, designed 
expressly for the Handspring Visor line of PDA products. It is the 
SM2496DSP from Shine Micro, a communications electronics development 
firm in the Seattle area. 


This new TNC is a "Springboard", the expansion module standard for 
the Visor. It handles 1200 and 9600bps AX.25 through a TI 320C54xx 


DSP chip. The TNC presents a KISS layer to the Palm OS application. 
The support software being tested at the moment only supports UI 
mode, but there are plans for connected mode support. What's 
especially amazing is that THIS TNC IS THE SIZE OF A BOOK OF MATCHES! 
No kidding! It slips right into the Handspring's module slot with no 
increase in profile. 


At the moment the hardware is still in beta development, and the 
support software is best characterized as "rough drafts". The primary 
reason I have an early version is to write native support for the 
SM2496 into pocketAPRS. Testing is going quite well, as I've had it 
only two days and it's already receiving APRS packets. It should be 
fully functioning with APRS before the week is out. 


This module is ALSO an MP3 player, and includes an SM/MMC memory slot 
which supports up to 128MB of add-in memory for MP3 playback. I 
didn't get any indication that they're planning to support the memory 
slot for general Palm OS access, but it's probably too early to rule 
that out, especially given the flexibility of the DSP processor in 
the module.

Now that it is a signed applet, it allows javAPRS to reside on ANY web 
site. As a signed applet, the browser gives the user the option of 
allowing off-site network connections (such as to another server running 
aprsD). The applet is now only available in signed form as a .jar file 
(Netscape 4.x & 6.x) and as a .cab file (MS IE 5.x and 6.x). Both 
should be put in your javAPRS directory. In conjunction with this 
improvement, I added MapBlast map support similar to Tiger map support.

I have been running CTCSS 100 for the last 3 
weeks and still have not heard a single packet break squelch... 


Think of it as a FREE Voice calling channel using existing hardware. 


Of course, NO QSO's on 144.39. Call them and QSY for the QSO is the 
plan...

Obviously, the preprocessor shouldn't do the 
conversion since the speed component of ccc/sss is always knots.

Let me make this absolutely clear: findU will not be used to generate 
revenue for any entity. The new server is to be a mirror of my server, 
which does not contain any ads or commercial content, nor will it ever. 
Last month (a short one at that) the server got over 1.6 million hits, an 
incredible number for an amateur radio site. I'm proud of the system and 
I'm not about to abandon it, nor am I going to allow anyone else to 

profit from it and cheapen what I've accomplished. 


DCARC, like TAPR, is an honorable organization, and I fully endorse their 
efforts. This server will be under the control of DCARC, because they 
were the first and only group to come up with a workable plan for 
providing a backup server. However, it will belong to the APRS community 


as a whole, in spirit if not law. As far as I'm concerned DCARC are 
merely the custodians, because someone needs to be. 


In the extremely unlikely event something were to happen with the server 
that I felt compromised my principles, I would fight tooth and nail to 
get the server moved to some other group or individual that would more 
properly manage the resource. Those of you that have been around APRS for 
a while have seen my actions through the QSY effort and the APRS WG 
formation. While you may not always agree with my opinions, you know I'm 
one to translate those opinions into action and get results, and I simply 
will not tolerate commercialization of findU. 


By the way, commercialization is the primary reason I've not open-sourced 
my code. I've gotten a surprising number of requests from persons inside 
the GIS industry to either give or sell them my code, or consult for 
them. After looking at a lot of the commercial systems, the entire APRS 
system really holds its own, and on many counts including 
(in-my-not-so-humble-opinion) findU, it is better than anything else out 
there. Winning the Earthlink AVL competition to me was objective 
confirmation of this opinion. If my code were GPL'ed, it would probably 
be used in commercial systems. I get my satisfaction from producing a 
useful system that does cool things, and letting people use it for free. 
I'm lucky enough not to need to charge for it, and I wouldn't like to see 
other people making money from my efforts either. 


I had expected that the Linux Lunacy Geek Cruise I went on last October 
would convince me once and for all of the benefits of free (as in speech) 
software. In fact, it had the opposite effect...I spent a lot of time 
with the infamous RMS (Richard Stallman, president of the Free Software 
Foundation) since we ate dinner at the same six person table. Let's just 
say the discussion was as enjoyable as, and far spicier than, the Holland 
America food! After all the arguments and much contemplation, I've come 
to agree with the also infamous ESR (Eric Raymond, also on the cruise, 
talk about storm-at-sea!), that RMS and FSF are seeking power, not 
freedom. Now that I really understand it, I find the FSF vision of the 
world a far scarier place than even a Microsoft controlled world. 
Software is a creative work (RMS agrees), the disposition of which 
rightfully belongs in the hands of the creator or their employer (RMS 
turns red and starts screaming, because useful creations like a home 
improvement TV show, how-to book, or software program, morally belong to 
the collective). I believe the decision to donate code to the public good 
is an altruistic act, not a moral imperative, and a choice deserving 
admiration, not expectation. 


My choice for now is to keep control of the code, and provide a service 
to the community for free (as in beer!). Not a purely altruistic 
decision, but the one I am most comfortable with. In the event I someday 
lose interest in findU, it will be passed to someone else for 


development, as javAPRS eventually was (and BTW Pete is doing a great job 
with it). 


I've made good on my pledge to donate $100 to the fundraising effort, and 
I hope all those that have offered me money over recent weeks or in the 
past, as well as all those that use findU and consider it useful, will 
donate money for this effort, and do it now. 


What the TAPR board has discussed doing is not to charge credit cards or 
cash checks until the fund approaches the cost of the server, and I think 
this is a reasonable approach. I hope this is not a problem, it certainly 
wouldn't make me feel that the last two years building findU have been 
appreciated! This is not money that can trickle in over a period of 
months. If you plan to donate, do it now so APRS can get get the backup 
findU server it needs.

Steve Dimse has been instrumental in developing the network of citizen and 
ham radio weather observers who send in their data to findu.com. Presently 
there are about 570 registered stations and about 350 to 390 are 
contributing data at any one time. 


The contributed data are used for numerical weather prediction research at 
NOAA's Forecast Systems Laboratory (FSL) and for training and research at 
the National Center for Atmospheric Research (NCAR), both in Boulder, CO. 
The data are sent to the National Center for Environmental Prediction (NCEP) 
in Camp Springs, MD. In Florida, the data are used by NWS Weather Forecast 


Offices for local area weather prediction. They are also used at Kennedy 
Space Center (KSC) for weather prediction in support of launch operations. 
The data are also used by the Long Island Railroad for weather monitoring 
along their routes. This summer the data will be used for a major 
temperature and air quality study in the New England area. 


Congratulations to Steve for his award and thanks to all of you who go to 
the trouble and expense of setting up a weather station and sending your 
data to findu.com. All of your weather data are being put to good use.

LESSONS LEARNED at Dayton about APRS: 


GOing to dayton with only the kenwood D700 and a GPS map display was a 
real eye-opener as regards deadreckoning in APRS. For years I have driven 
the 500 miles using APRSdos on an old laptop and the map display always 
shows all of us on the highway traveling just fine. You see just what 

you expect to See... 


With deadreckoning, any instant you look at the map, you see those that 
are supposed to be ahead of me are ahead and those that are behind, 
remain behind... All moving along the higway in generally the same 
relative positions.. this is becasue Dead reckoned positions keep 
moving instead of being just another dead dog on the highway... 


Without deadreckoning, one never has a clue where anyone is. Each time I 
look at the display, the same guy who is "near me" is half the time 2 to 5 
miles in front of me, or 2 to 5 miles behind me, it all depends on the age 
of his LAST position. Like dead-dogs on the highway, these spots on the 
map are completely useless UNLESSS you see the spot the instant it comes 
in. 


This is why dead reckoning is so important. AND it showed me another 
lesson learned: 


1) If you are mobile and you want the other mobiles near you to be aware 
of your relative position, you SHOULD set your POS RATE to 1 minute! Most 
of the above problem was due to good considerate operators setting their 
pos rate to 5 minutes... But this makes them LEAP FROG along the 

highway with their position being just plain 'wrong' the other 4 minutes 


out of 5. All mobiles such as in caravan to Dayton, should set a 1 
minuite rate AND compensate by making their PATH shorter or direct. 


2) Further at a 5 minute rate in the wilderness passing at 60 MPH, with no 
digipeaters, you may never see someone passing. Mutually, you travel more 
than 10 miles in 5 minutes and that is out of simplex range. So if you 
are outside of APRS coverage, again, you should use a 1 min rate if you 
hope to find other APRS loners too... 


3) The good news is that the Sprouls announced an improved dead-reckoning 
for WinAPRS. 


Anyway, the GPS displays connected as map displays on the Kenwoods will 
never be able to dead-reckon, but having ALL distant travelers (expecting 
to find or QSO other mobile APRS stations) should definately set a 1 minte 
rate AND shorten their path to compensate... Then APRS works much better 
for the mobiles. And THAT was FUN!

APRS VOICE-ALERT: 


I thought everyone with a Kenwood was aware of "Voice Alert", but at the 
APRS PIZZA meeting, fewer than 20% raised their hands and it was 

obvious by monitoring the channel that most APRS mobiles are not aware of 
this very powerful feature:. 


Having a 144.39 radio in a vehicle with the audio turned down or the 
speaker disconnected is a waste of a perfectly good radio, ESPECIALLY 
Since everyone KNOWS you have a radio tuned to 144.39! Thus, anytime, 
anywhere, anyone can key up on 144.39 and call you by voice and know that 
you will hear it.... if..... 


Of course, no one wants to listen to packets, so, instead of turning down 
your volume or disconnecting the speaker, just set CTCSS to "100"... 
Bingo, no packets. The only thing you will ever hear will be someone 
calling you on voice with a PL of 100... (and of course, the occassional 
packet of anyone else within range that is also running Voice Alert.) 

But this is not bad. In my county, there are about 5 of us running Voice 
alert. But 99% of the time we are not in simplex range and so we never 
hear any PL100 packets. But when we do, then we ALSO know that one of us 
IS nearby and on the air, and so we usually strike up a QSO on the local 
repeater. 


The one place that I thought that Voice Alert would be a real nuisance 

and cause me to turn my volume down too was at Dayton. I expected to hear 
dozens and dozens of other PL100 packets... but I only heard TWO!.. Out 
of the 50 to 100 APRS mobiles in Dayton, I remember only hearing 3 or four 
packets in the morning when I drove into the HAMVENTION and only a few 
more in the afterhnoon driving away... 


So, only hearing one or two packets every few mnuntes I did not find to be 
a problem at all. In fact, when I pulled over to the side of the road 
with an overheated engine, someone saw me (not even running APRS) and he 
dialed in PL100 on 144.39 and asked if I needed help. No way would he 
have ever found me on the oddball repeater I was tuned to at the time. 


THere is another GREAT advantage of running voice alert on the Handheld D7 
too. that is that by setting CTCSS 100 on 144.39, you dont have to mess 
with the BALANCE setting. How many times have you totally missed voice 
operations because you forgot that your balance was set to ZERO for band 
A? Avoid the problem by setting CTCSS 100 and leaving the volume set to 
normal... 


Of course, only the Kenwoods can do Voice Alert easily because their TNC's 
are internal and they hear all packets BEFORE the CTCSS squelch, but other 
mobiles can do it too, if the owner is willing to tap his TNC off of the 
discriminator before the normal audio squelch circuit... 


Anyway, even if you cannnot use it in your situation, EVERY APRS person 
should be aware of VOICE ALERT (CTCSS of 100 on 144.39). 


And finally, this is NOT for QSO on 144.39. Only as a calling means.... 
then QSY...

Given the severity of the changes to accommodate the new hardware 
capabilities, this release is essentially a beta of what is planned 
to become v2.0. There are a couple of limitations to be aware of. 


The HandEra 330 hi-res screen support is under construction and may 
not behave itself in many circumstances. I hope that the gremlins 
will be mostly nailed by the next interim release. One thing, though 
- maps on the hi-res grayscale screen look *greatx, and for this and 
several other reasons I recommend this platform for those who don't 
feel the need to have a color display. 


Support for maps on external memory cards works generally well, but 
there is some manner of system limitation which causes the indexing 
system to crash if there are more than 25 or 30 maps. Try not to 
fill-up your map cards right away and you should stay out of trouble 
until I find the bug. At the moment there is no support for inserting 
or removing a memory card while the program is running - you must 
have the card inserted before starting pocketAPRS. It is hoped that 
card insertion and removal detection will be added in the next 
release. 


Development versions of the program containing most of the new 
features have been running reliably for several weeks. The HandEra 
screen features are the weakest area at the moment.

APRS on ISS: 


Now that ISS is again doing packet, and APRS is welcome,.... I caution 
everyone not to overdo it. Seeing your duplicated packet many many 
times makes you look bad and APRS look bad. One guy (not APRS) was 
transmitting every 10 seconds! 


Also the BBS is again active and everyone is arguing over who gets to use 
it. The ARISS receommendation is still to not use it. Leave that for the 
crew and the VIP stations. Remember these guidelines: 


1) Dont operate unattended (or set one packet every 5 mins if you need to) 
2) If attended, and a 50W Mobile, I would transmit no more often than 
once every three minutes. If a D7 HT with only 5W, I might do 2 minutes. 


Your goal is not to QRM anyone else, but to get your packet in at least 
once on the pass so others can see you and or QSL or contact you... Same 
for Messages. One successful digipeat and everyone will have seen it...

PCsat users: 
We just turned DIGI OFF and all 1200 baud TLM off. 


Although PCsat has been perfectly usable in the afternoons into early 
evenings, we are still running the batteries down on every eclipse. 

So today I thought of one last low power mode I can try so we turned DIGI 
and TELEMETRY OFF to see if we can make it through just ONE eclipse. 
Thats all we would need to recover PCsat back into positive power budget. 


I will try this for the daytime passes over the USA this week (which will 
effect the evening passes over Europe)... 


The lowest power mode of PCsat has been with all BULLETINS and all 
DIGIpeating turned off. Also we disable 9600 baud 1 minute telemetry as 
well. THus the only thing remaining was the once per minute single 1200 
baud telemetry packet which is required to keep the heart-beat fail-safe 
reset timer tickled. Whats new, is that we realized that if we switched 
the 1/min TLM to 9600 baud instead of 1200, we would further reduce the 
minimum transmit duty cycle in our lowest power mode. Thus halving our 
transmit current drain. 


Unfortunately, our TRANSMIT power is already less than 10% of the overall 
bus power, so this move will only gain us about 5%, but worth trying... 
Our minimum transmit average current drain (1 packet per minute) is 


only about 16 ma out of the nominal 160 ma low power mode. Droping this 
in half saves us about 8 ma. Who knows, maybe it is the straw that can 
give new life to the camel? 


Anyway, when PCsat is in this minimum mode, the ONLY thing you will hear 
will be a once a minute half second noise burst... (9600 bd TLM)... 


nothing else. 


Sorry for the inconvenience. If you were planning a PCsat demo this week, 
let us know and we will turn it back on.

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IPRS: IRLP<==>APRS 26 July 2002 


WB4APR 


IPRS is an acronym to describe the potential of a marriage between 
the global APRS digital network and the global Internet Radio 
Linking Project. Combining the first and last letters of IRLP 
with the final three letters of APRS yields IPRS! 


As APRS grew to global proportions in the late 90's through the 
internet connectivity pioneered by Steve Dimse (K4HG), I began 
looking for ways to add internet voice connectivity to APRS and 
called it AVRS. Over the same period, Dave Cameron's (VE7LTD) 
Internet Radio Linking Project has risen to prominance world wide 
by providing that same kind of global conectivity as APRS but with 
voice. 


Taking advantage of the voice connectivity of IRLP, recently we have 
defined many ideas and APRS formats to be able to use APRS as an 
adjunct data link to facilitate the end-to-end signalling between 
end users of IRLP using APRS. Further the mobile APRS data 

displays make an excellent function for displaying IRLP network 

data to the mobile user. One of the ultimate objectives of the 

APRS adjunct to IRLP is the ability of an APRS mobile user to 
establish an end-to-end voice connection to any other amateur on the 
planet with no other knowledge than his callsign. 


We can already send him a real-time APRS message, why not Voice? 


Thus, the IRLP system and the APRS-IS (Internet System) could work 
together to make the end-to end voice connection using the nearest 
available IRLP nodes. At the Radio Amateurs of Canada (RAC) National 
convention in Vernon, BC on 26 July, I discussed this concept with Dave 
Cameron and suggested we might define this marriage as "IPRS". This 
"IPRS" term will facilitate further discussions about this revolutionary 
potential! THe following is 3 phased approach could be used to 

arrive at that ultimate objective. The first is MANUAL, the second is 
ASSISTED and the third is called AUTO-QSY. 


MANUAL - APRS user-to-user Call-back message. (Works now today!) 


ASSISTED - Central IPRS server watches global IRLP and APRS-IS system 
and when seeing IPRS-CQ, sends APRS-QSY msg to BOTH users 
informing them both of the nearest not-in-use IRLP node 
numbers and freqs. Users manually QSY and the caller 
establishes the IRLP link. 


AUTO-QSY - End user's radio, on receipt of the APRS-QSY message, will 
AUTOMATICALLY QSY, and central IPRS server will automatically 
establish the IRLP node links! (HAM CELLULAR) 


The following paragraphs elaborate on the above phases and add 
additional details to this concept. Also, by using the CQ-I call 
indicator to indicate the request for an IRLP link, provision can also 
be made for CQ-L for ILink, and CQ-E for eQSO links as needed. 


MANUAL - APRS user sends simple message to another APRS user indicating 
his call-back IRLP number. APRS recepient initiates IRLP call back. 
This works, NOW, TODAY! The format of the APRS message is simply: 


From: WB4APR To: VE7LTD Msg: CQI #1234 


The meaning is that WB4APR is asking VE7LTD to call him back on his 
current IRLP node #1234. The APRS message reaches VE7LTD (live) no 
matter where he is on the planet via the APRS-IS assuming he is on the 
air. On receipt, and if VE7LTD is available, he will establish the 
call-back IRLP link. 


ASSISTED - A distributed IPRS server system monitors both the IRLP 
active node status and also the global APRS-IS stream looking for IPRS-CQ 
messages. On detection, it compares the positions of the users and the 
nodes and identifies the nearest non-busy IRLP node numbers to each one. 
If one of the nearest nodes is connected to a CONFERENCE node, then both 
users are invited to join the conference in session. This reply message 
to both end users is tailored to fit on each one's APRS message screen. 


APRS PC user: 67 character free field line 
TH-D7 HT user: 45 char line arranged as 12,12,12,9 
TMD700 user: 64 char line arranged as 22,22,21 


EXAMPLES of the IPRS Messages sent to each user on the TH-D7 HT display: 
WB4APR sends APRS msg to VE7LTD saying "CQI" requesting an IRLP 


voice link. IPRS distributed server responds with messages to 
to both users informing them of nearest nodes to each of them.

If either of the nearest nodes to either of the users is currently 
connected to a conference node, then both users are informed of that 
situation so they can join the conference. The following message 
would indicate that #2323 near the callee is on a conference node:

This same message would be sent to the originator if his nearest 
node was the one that was currently connected to a conference. 


AUTO-QSY - The ultimate IPRS implementation is when the end users radio 
can respond directly to an IPRS command to automatically QSY to a given 
link frequency. This can be done through newly manufactured radios or 
retrofitted to existing radios with a simple external pic-processor. The 
Pic processor watches for the QSY packet command on the serial port and 
then sends the appropriated radio-control codes to set up the call. 


Of course end users may enable various levels of auto-QSY to maintain 
some level of control over their radio response to these external 
influences. QSY commands may come in as BULLETINS to all stations 

in an area or as commands directed to only your station. Such a menu 
might consist of the following. Each level is assumed to include 

the processing of lower levels 


OFF - No QSY commands accepted. Displayed but not prompted 

1 - No QSY action, but prompt for Directed Commands 

2 - No QSY action, but prompt for all QSY commands 

3 - Respond to only Emergency Directed QSY Commands. 

4 - Include Priority Directed and above QSY commands. 

5 - Include all Directed QSY commands. Prompt for BLNS 

6 - Include all Directed QSY commands and Emergency Bulletins 
7 - Include all Directed QSY commands and Priority Bulletins 
8 - Auto-QSY to all 


Since the Kenwood D7 and D700 packet data can be monitored on the serial 
port while in APRS mode, an external PIC processor can watch for QSY 
commands and then command the radio as indicated. Thus, this 

IPRS automated QSY idea is backwards compatible! 


NOTE to ALL AUTHORS: The "IPRS" processor that watches for CQ-I 
end-to-end IPRS user messages (on the APRS-IS) and then sends messages to 
BOTH END USERS with a recommendation about the nearest IRLP node and 
frequency to each end user, can be written BY ANY 3rd PARTY. Its 
operation is stand-alone and does not need any special access to IRLP 
engines or APRS engines. In fact, it does all of its work as an 
autonomous 3rd party.. Its only doing APRS messaging... 


It would only need to twiddle within the IRLP system architecture if we 
get to the fully automatic stage where it not only finds the best 
end-to-end node recommendation, but then needs to automatically initiate 
the IRLP connects itself.. 


In the mean time, someone with nothing else to do could just sit down and 
do it.. ;-)

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Actually, since we have a growing number of IRLP type systems providing 
end-to-end HAM voice connectivity, an "IPRS" system would need to be 
comaptible with them all. In other words, we need these systems to tell 
US their active node status, not having to re-invent a new interface to 
each new IRLP clone that comes along. 


The answer is to have each NODE of any voice system report its 
instantatenous status on APRS with a conventional LOCAL packet as we began 
suggesting months ago. This single one-line packet contains EVERYTHING 
necessary for any IPRS process. That is, it contains POSITION, STATUS, 
FREQS, PL and FCC call. For example: 


;MDannap.*3859.11N/07629.11W&IRLP#12345 on 147.555 PL156 


Where: ;...%*... is the standard APRS object format 
MDannap is the 8 char node name (Human readable, Annapolis MD) 
The "." means IDLE. "=" is connected. "?" is down etc 


LAT/LONG is the position.. 
IRLP#12345 identifies the node 
147.555 is the frequency and PL 


This packet is from IRLP node number 12345 and has the geographical 
IPRS node name of MDAnnap indicating it is in Annapolis MD. (All IPRS 


nodes need an 8 byte human readable name for ease of human reference). 
This assures that we can display the node status on the front panel of the 
APRS mobile and HT displays. See my IPRS web page for how it looks... 
Remember, the radio also computes your distance and directon to the node! 


Any IPRS engine watching the global APRS feed will see the current 
status. Other systems will have similar identifiers such as: 


TiHHHHF are IRLP nodes 
LIHHHHE are I-Link nodes 
EdHHHHF are Echo-Link nodes 
QiHHHHF axe eQSO nodes 

etc 


Of course the existing numbering plans are internal to each respective 
system, and these first letter TYPE groupings are only for external IPRS 
discrimination. Generally, IPRS (APRS) only cares about the LAT/LONG of 
the node. That is what it uses for link determination... 


Controversally (KUOG's concerns), I think these nodes should simply send 
their PACKET status on RF direct, no hops on 144.39. Advantages: 


1) Instantaneous status avaialble to local mobiles. 

2) Mobiles can display NODE status on the front panels 

3) Status also available to the APRS-IS system 

4) Its a universal interface (IRLP never needs to be concerned about 
how or where or why this gets into APRS... 

5) APRS can take data and use it in creative ways independent of 
the differing types of nodes sending it (IRLP, ILINK, ELINK, etc) 


This does NOT add any significant load to the APRS network at all. It 
adds ONE local packet on each change in status of the LOCAL IPRS voice 
node. No Big deal... Remember, APRS was designed for LOCAL use. It was 
NOT designed for the 24/7 monitoring of tens of thousands of square miles 
of activity across 5 states on a totally saturated channel... Its like 
cellular. Use the cell locally, and put on it what the locals IN SIMPLEX 
RANGE need. 


Use the APRS internet if you want to see into another state...

AUTO-REPLY messages in APRS are ONLY intended for real-time conveyance of 
useful real-time information about your real-time situation. (Gone to 
Shelter, be back at 1430). They should NOT be ON at any other time. (IMHO) 


HERE's WHY: 


Last night (near midnight as going to bed), I saw a new ICON and sent one 
line to an old friend that I had not seen on APRS before congratualating 
him on his coming to APRS... Here is the sequence somethign like this:... 
(Words simplified: ) 


BOB: Hi joe. congrats! <figured he was in bed. just wanted him to 
<see it in the morning> 
REPLY: This APRS is GREAT! 


BOB: OH your still up! ...<ACK> 

BOB: well you should see this.. ... ... ...<ACK> 

BOB: more line... sie eek. Vewan Bae, el eSACKS 

BOB: more lines. Scfestan Svan Ttenkes elle et evtetes” Brean Sweatt <ACK> 


But it took longer and longer for my lines to get to him and longer and 
longer for the ACKS to get back.. I was getting his ACKS, but his message 
saying "This APRS is Great!" was apparently stuck... APRSdos recorded 27 


copies of it (APRSdos starts ringing bells after the 3rd to tell you that 
something aint right...somewhere)... Then I realized his line had no MSG 
NUMBER on it.... THen I realized it was an AUTOMATED REPLY! 


The system was working properly. His station was trying its darndest to 
make sure I got his AUTOMATIFC REPLY. I got it in spades.... 


BUT AUTO REPLY SHOULD NEVER BE ON unless you are expecting an IMPORTANT 
incoming message and just have to temporarily leave the radio.. Like when 
you are the only operator at the EOC and need to go to the bathroom or 
something. 


OTHERWISE they are only QRM! 


In my opinon, AUTO-REPLY should always time out to OFF after 30 minutes. 
If you are gone from APRS for more than 30 minutes, then you arent doing 
anything that demands that kind of real-time response in the first 
place... TURN AUTO REPLY OFF...

P.S. Nothing personal to joe. In fact, thanks for this lesson! 


REPLY MESSSAGES are resource HOGS. They REPLY on not just every incoming 
message, but EVERY COPY of it and ALL its dupes. This was intentional to 
make sure a copy gets back. As you can understand, they are not sent 
with MSG numebrs or then the sender would then be generating even more 
ACKS and the channel would melt down. Therefore, without message numbers 
they are only sent ONCE. But that is why we have them sent back on ALL 
incoming copies, as the redundant mechanism to make sure they are 
delivered. The system works. Just DONT use it when it is not needed! 
QRM!

NEW IDEA! 
How about we implement a GENERAL HEARD QUERY that works as follows: 
Sending station sends ?APRSH?cccccc 


And every station within range that has heard station ccccccc DIRECT 
responds (with a random 1 minute time delay) with the normal response to 
a directed APRSH query. (no report if not heard direct). 


Then the SENDING station's APRS can simply plot the PHG's of responding 
stations and color them solid to show the area in which the missing 
station can be found. Brighter colors for more packets and most recently 
heard... 


The multicolor PHG plots would use a similar scale of colors that 

APRSdos uses (for example) to show signal strength contours in omni-dfing. 
Thus the location of the largest number of stations that heard the 
missing station the most recently would be bright red and those that 
havent heard him for a while would be more and more dark and gray....

When finding or tracking a station, you can now specify whether you want 
to see all SSID's of that callsign or just the requested callsign-SSID 
combination. 


Station Find pages now sets javAPRS to track the requested station (map 
moves with station). 


For Station Find pages or the tracking page, you can specify that you 
are behind a firewall which does not let you get a live feed. These 
pages will then have javAPRS automatically retrieve updated packets from 
the server on a timed interval (user set). This will give a 
semi-realtime display without the overhead of downloading new pages or 
maps. 


Try the "By Station" form to see how to set up your own URL's.

USER ASSIGNED-ON-RECEIPT TACTICAL CALLS ARE A COMM DISASTER WAITING TO 
HAPPEN. 


Because APRS is designed for "tactical real-time digital communications" 
in support of emergency/special/local communicatiosn needs. This means 
people-to-people digital communications. I strongly oppose the concept of 
user-assigned-aliases-on-receipt because it leads to confusion, 
ON-THE-AIR. 


If a few people refer to the FireTruck-3 as FIRE-3 and everyone else sees 
W3XYZ-14 on their maps, I can GUARANTEE CONFUSION. Remember APRS is an 
AUGMENT to human communicatiosn with humans looking at MAP data. EVERY 
map must be GUARANTEED to be showing all human viewers the SAME THING, or 
you are using a system that only adds confusion instead of helping it. 


Yes, in an "ideal" world with 100% of every operator and every APRS 
program on the air EVERYWHERE within your EMERGENCY, all taking the time 
to assign an "alias" in the heat of battle, yes, this is a nice 
capability. But a receipe for disaster if you have any users in your net 
with a D7, D700, HAM-HUDS, APRSdos, no FINDU.COM, or any late commers. 


COMMS is NEVER "ideal" in the real world! APRS is "come-as-you-are", with 
now DOZENS of non-homogeneous APRS decodign software out there. In such 
an environment, any COMMUNICATIONS PLANNER with any sense of the real 
world would be shooting himself in the foot if he encouraged such a use of 
end-user-assigned aliases.. 


Thus, either assign tactical calls to the TRACKERS before the event, or 
refer to them by their HAM CALLS throughout the event. 


END-USER-ON-RECEIPT-ASSIGNED Tactical aliases are a receipe for 

CONFUSION (and communications failure). None of the D7's, D700's, 
HAM-HUDS, FINDU.COM, or any latecomer, or APRSdos, or I can think of all 
kinds of people who wont get the alias assigned correctly. Thus half your 
APRS folks will be referring to the same object with two different names, 
some with a CALL and some with a TACTICAL name. Now throw in about a 
dozen such dual-labeled, miss-assigned mobiles and you have A receipe for 
disaster. 


I have STRONLGY opposed end-user-assigned-tactical-calls from the 
beginning. The ONLY WAY I would accept it is if such software that 


allowed it would ALWAYS DISPLAY BOTH the REAL call and the TACTICAL CALL 
in Parenthesis EVERYWHERE in the program and on the map. 


Anything else, undermines the integrity of APRS as a tactical real-time 
communications system.

I'm involved in an APRS project that requires telemetry with greater precision 
than the 8 bits provided for in the APRS spec. This data will be transmitted 
using the "user defined" part of the spec. Rather than develop a format specific 
to this application, I am going to make it as general as I can, so that the 
findU tools I am writing to manipulate the data can be used by other 
applications (thereby hopefully avoiding some requests for special user-defined 
formats). 


I'm bringing this up here because I'm open to suggestions, at least up until the 
first remote device is deployed. If you have ideas that would make this more 
uesful, please share them. 


The basic plan is for two different packets, one with positive hex integers, the 
other with base 10 numbers (which may be signed or unsigned, integer or floating 
point). 


The reason for two formats is that hex is easier for embedded devices to encode 
than decimal, and can also save a few bytes on ech packet, depending on the 
number and size of the values. However, it is hard to do negatives in hex(when 
there is not a set bit-length of the number...is FF a 16 bit 255 or an 8 bit 
-1?) and damn near impossible to do efficient, cross-platform floating point. 


There is no official limit on the number of values in the packet (there are 
practical issues, but the format, and my code do not set the limits), fields are 
comma delimited, datapoints without values are represented by a true empty field 
(two consecutive commas or comma at the end of a line). I propose using the 
character T (telemetry) for the user character, and H and D (hex and decimal) 
for the format character. 


Note there is no timestamp or sequence number in this spec. An individual user 
is free to designate one of the fields for that function, but there is no wasted 
space for those who don't need it. 

Examples: 


$TH243,AE,4F2,,12,0,FF 


$1D134.2,42,0,-23.3,0, 


Again, this is under the user-defined part of the spec, so it is not a matter 
for the APRS WG (other than allocated the specific format characters). If you 
have a need not met by whatever we end up using, you can create at different 

format to meet your needs. As I say, I'm bringing this up now because I would 
like to have the spec and tools as general purpose as possible. 


As a teaser, I'll show an example of a prototype of a new telemetry cgi. This 
uses the Ploticus plotting package (http://ploticus.sourceforge.net)...a very 
powerful program with its own complex scripting language, but this prototype 
uses one of their "prefab" scripts, chron, which plots time on the x axis. It is 
limited to plotting a single line, obviously not good enough, I'll have to learn 
the scripting language, but this hints at what can be done:

(param is which of the tele values to plot, in addition 0 is the transmitted 
sequence number, while -1 is the received sequence number). 


The final tele cgi will work on the original 8 bit format and either of the new 
ones automatically (i.e. it will sense the datatype and do conversions 
automatically, no need to specify the format). 


Comments encouraged! (and can someone post this on the aprsspec group, I'm not 
subscribed! )

Hello, 
I released a new version of DIGI_NED, version 0.3.3. 


If you don't know what DIGI_NED is, it is a dedicated digipeater, does not 
have a GUI but is very stable and good at its job (If you disagree, tell me 
what's wrong and I fix it...). It runs in DOS on cheap 286 class PC's (or 
better) and on Linux using all kind of modems, from cheap BayCom/BayPack 
and YAM modem to KISS TNC's and SCC cards. It can have up to 8 ports so 

can also act as a cross-band digipeater. The source is published under the 
GPL licence. 


It has taken quite some time. In the mean time version 0.3.2 was durability 
tested. In our digi PI1APK this version ran for half a year without any 
interruption or malfunction of any kind. Is super stable software. 


This versions contains a number of small but usefull addaptions. First of 
all the port number used by AX25_MAC are aligned with the numbers in 
DIGI_NED now. The old AX25_MAC still works, the new AX25_MAC checks if 
"version: 2" is present in the AX25_MAC.INI file to avoid problems. 


Furthermore it is now possible to transmit beacons at fixed times. By 
changing the interval "10" for every 10 minutes to "@10" the beacon will be 
transmitted at every 10 minutes past the hour. Range is @00 to @59 but if 
you use for example @60 then the beacon is send every other hour. 


It is now also possible to automatically start maintenance programs. This 
works with the new "“automessage:" rule. With this rule you can at a specific 
interval or at a specific time automatically internally send a query to the 
digi. Since on the response to a query bulletins can be send, object posted 
and programs executed, you can automatically start maintenance programs to 
for example fetch kepler sets or to compensate drift of the PC clock. The 
digi reacts to the internal query as if it was send by anohter station, 

only direct responses to the originator are send to the screen. 


Two new rules were added "digifirst:" and "diginext:". They work as 
"digipeat:" but make a difference if the digi due is the first in the 
digipeater list or not. 


Finally some small problems were solved. The "whois" example didn't work 
anymore, for DOS is now works with a little qbasic program, so it now works 
without 'egrep' from the MKS toolkit. Now you can also see how it works an 
maybe more people will start experimenting with this now. 


DIGI_NED should also compile again with Suse 8.0 and Slackware 8.0, due 
to changes in the ax25 package of Linux it didn't compile clean without 
manual changes. Now it should work again. 


As usual the version has been posted to the dutch packet network as 
DNEXE033.ZIP. This version and the source are available on the web via:

WARNING: 

The port numbers in AX25_MAC now count from 1 instead of 0 to allign 

the port numbers with the numbers used in DIGI_NED. 

If you use version 0.06 or better do not forget to adjust your 

AX25_MAC.INI file. You can still use the old AX25_MAC if you want, 

function wise they are compatible. The new AX25_MAC checks if 

AX25_MAC.INI has the correct version number to prevent problems!

disabled, however it did not actually do it. Oops... 

- Added ALT-B keyboard command which forces transmission of the beacons. 

- After 1 minute of logging the logfile is now closed and reopend to give 
operating system a chance to update the file administration. This applies 
to the digi_ned logfile and the tnc logfile. This way the major part of the 
logfile is saved even when bluntly switching off the PC (or in case of 
a power interruption). Previously the logfiles would be empty in these 
cases because DOS only seem to update its administration after the file 
is closed. When exiting DIGI_NED normally this is not a problem, but it 
is when the PC is unexpectedly switched off. I don't know if this was 
also a problem for Linux - I don't want to jeopardize my filesystem to 
check this... 

- The tne logfile also contained non UI frames or UI frames with a PID 
unequal to OxFQ. Since the TNC log format is only for text UI frames 
this gave funny results. Now only UI frames with PID OxFO are logged, this 
are the APRS frames and not IP, NetRom and connection oriented packets. 


- Added "~" to the "data_prefix:" rule in the sample digi_ned.ini. Now 
dupe checking on UIview messages are treated like APRS conformant 
messages. 


- Added an #ifdef in mac_if.c to prevent inclusion of rose.h if a new ax25.h 
headerfile is used. Aparently this caused problems on an Suse 8.0 system. 
Don't know exactly why, but this should prevent it anyway. The new ax25.h 
header seems to include netrose/rose.h, but in the linux/rose.h file was not 
protected against this, which led to redefinition problems. 

- Some output missed a <CR>, two error outputs had an extra <CR>. Thanks 
to David, ZL3AI, for finding and reporting it. 

- Changed the template beacon to have an star with an overlay "D" for 
DIGI_NED as per suggestion of Bob Bruninga on june 23 2002 on the APRS SIG. 

- Problem in monitor output when sending DX messages. It shows as destination 
port the port on which the DX was recieved, instead of the port to which 
the data is tranmitted. So it looked like multiple transmissions went to 
the same port. The real transmissions were however on the correct port. 
Found by Jaap, PA5JB, thanks reporting it! 

- Modification to mac_if.c do that it compiles again on Slackware 8.0 
systems. Thanks to Diego, IW1DGI, for reporting this and testing the fix. 

- Repaired 'whois' example, it was broken after I added single quotes 
arround the query data (to avoid redirecton when a '>' appears in the 
query the user send). The DOS version now uses a simple qbasic Basic 
program instead of the MKS tooklit ‘egrep'. 

- New rule 'automessage:'. Enables to automatically send a message 
internally to trigger posting of objects, keep tracking running or 
to run programs at regular intervals. 

- Rules ‘send:', 'beacon:', ‘wx:', 'telemetry' and 'automessage' can also use 
absolute time now. Add an '@' sign to the interval, the number now specifies 
how many minutes past the hour the beacon shall appear. Note that numbers 
above 60 will start skipping hours; i.e. @80 specified 20 minutes past every 
other hour. 

- Added new rules "digifirst:" and "diginext". They work as "digipeat:" but 


"digifirst:" only acts if the digi due is first in the digipeater list and 
"diginext:" only acts if the digi due is not the first in the digipeater 
list.

A NEW digipeater satellite was launched today called SAFIR. It can be 
used for APRS! 


Listen for it this evening with the same PCSAT downlink of 145.825, but it 
will be 9600 baud. Because of the 9600 baud, any Kenwood or Alinco with 
the built in 9600 baud TNC can receive it, though we dont know how strong 
it is. My recommendation is for everyone with a Kenwood to LISTEN at 9600 
and everyone else without 9600 baud, TRANSMIT on the 1200 bauud uplink on 
435.275 MHz +/- 10 KHz of Doppler. Even if you cannot decode your own 
donwlink at 9600, maybe you will hear a noise burst just after you 
transmit. The path is VIA the callsign of DPOAIS (thats a zero). 


My suggestion is to be gentle. Maybe one packet every minute or so. or if 
unattended overnight, maybe one packet every 2 minutes.

V2.0 now. I hope to received reports if it works with the US versions too.

Info.txt: 


The enclosed DIGIFLOP.EXE is a self extracting 1.44 Mb disk image, build with 
a Freeware program called "DI" which can be found on the disk after creation. 
Use a fresh formatted 1.44 Mb floppy for this (format a: /U)! 


After creation of the disk you will have a bootable DISK with a complete 
DIGI_NED digipeater. As DOS Caldera DR-DOS 7.03 is used; this version of DOS 
is free for non commercial personal use. Read LICENSE.TXT, please respect 
Caldera's License. Also read README.TXT on the disk. 


After booting the first time a configuration screen appears. You can fill 
this in. Navigation is done with TAB and Shift-TAB and function keys. F3 
gives help on a field. You can choose 16 different predifined configurations. 


You can also make customized floppies by editing DNCONFIG.INI and making a 
matching "RUN.BAT" (in the DIGI_NED directory). You can make your own 
disk-image with the included disk image tool. 


After configuration the DIGI_NED files are copied to Ramdisk, this is also 
done after a reboot. For this to work your PC shall be at least a 286 with 
1 Mb memory. 


Don't be alarmed if files seem to be copied to "C:", it just means that the 
Ramdisk was created as "C:" because your harddisk was not recognized; Caldera 
DR-DOS does not understand FAT32 disks. If you have many harddisks and even 
use drive "F:" then you should be carefull, the floppy checks from "F:" down 
to "C:" to find the ramdisk. If not sure make a backup copy of your 
"\Autoexec.bat", "\Config.sys" and "\Command.com" files, that are most likely 
the only ones that are overwritten should the software use your harddisk 
instead of the ramdisk. 


This floppy includes a new "AX25_ MAC" driver. It is possible to use a TH-D7 
as digipeater, that is if the TH-D7 understands KISS like the TH-D7E V2.0 
does. I don't know if it works with the US TH-D7's, try at your own risk. 


This specific THD7 driver knows about the limitations of the TH-D7 and tries 
to avoid hangups. There is a build-in watchdog that tries to recover from TNC 
hangups if they occur. For my TH-D7E V2.0 this works fine. Please note that 
this is experimental code, so if you have problems please report. 


During operation you may notice that the TH-D7 is reinitialized. There are 2 
possible reasons for this: 


- The TNC hangs and does not send any RX data anymore, this is the build-in 
recovery procedure 

- There is just no RX data and the internal watchdog runs off, this happens 
when there is low traffic. Initialisation takes about 3 seconds and since 
it is low traffic anyway this is I think acceptable (and there is just 
no other option...). 


There is no sofisticated way to know if the TNC hangs so the drives watches 
if still data is received after it did a transmission. The away the driver is 
now it was possible to run for one day without any TNC hangup (disabled the 
watchdog and looked if it kept running). Watchdog time is 30 seconds after 
the last transmission. 


If you use KISS, then the software will put the TNC in KISS mode. It will try 
different methods; first the method for the TheFirmware/WA8DED, then "KISS 
ON" followed by "RESTART" and finaly "KISS ON" followed by "RESET". Be sure 
not the switch on the TNC on half way during this process as "RESET" will 
wipe all information in the TAPR TNC-2. In the normal sequence this is not 

a problem since by the time the RESET is reached the TNC is already in KISS 
and ignores it. 


If you TNC remembers KISS mode and you want to get it out of KISS again, 
use: 


.\kissinit -PCOM1 -K 


(for COM1, for documentation of KISSINIT look in the KISS directory on the 
floppy disk) 


If you want to run the configurator again, remove DNCONFIG.BAT from the 
root directory of the floppy and reboot. 


This is as out-of-the-box it gets! Good luck!

I fixed those, they 
depict the same information but are a lot smaller now (especially 
Scandinavia!). 


The maps for Southern Africa were build on request for Peter, 
LX1QF/VE3VEK/KC1QF. Made from currently available WinAPRS/MacAPRS maps. 

These maps have labels, but they are not very well placed (not my fault, 

that's due to the source material). I kept the labels since they make it 
easier to navigate, and you can always switch them off via the pocketAPRS menu.

I made an update to the boot-floppy distribution of DIGI_NED. At this time 
the software is stored on my own page as this was the most simple to do 
now. Maybe it will move to the main digi_ned site later.

This disk is meant to be able to quickly deploy digi's and to give a quick 
start to those that want to get started with DIGI_NED. Its using DIGI_NED 
0.3.3, but does not contain the full distribution! For that download the 
package from the main digi_ned site. 


I tested this at home but of course there are more configurations than I 
can make and verify myself. If there are problem's please inform me. 


Changes: 

- Small change to the generated DIGI_NED configuration file 

- Now it is easier to configure an SSID for the digi if you have a non-US 
keyboard 

- The TM-D700 and TS-2000 correctly switch to packet mode and are 
reinitialized after a power break. The TM-D700 and TS-2000 must be 

configured to 9600 baud serial line speed to be able to work with this floppy. 
- Changed the info file

Info.txt: 


The enclosed DIGIFLOP.EXE version 1.1 is a self extracting 1.44 Mb disk 
image, build with a Freeware program called "DI" which can be found on 
the disk after creation. Use a fresh formatted 1.44 Mb floppy for this 
(format a: /U)! 


After creation of the disk you will have a bootable DISK with a complete 
DIGI_NED digipeater. As DOS Caldera DR-DOS 7.03 is used; this version of 
DOS is free for non commercial personal use. Read LICENSE.TXT, please 
respect Caldera's License. Also read README.TXT on the disk. 


After booting the first time a configuration screen appears. You can fill 
this in. Navigation is done with TAB and Shift-TAB and function keys. F3 
gives help on a field. You can choose 16 different predefined 


configurations. 


You can also make customized floppies by editing DNCONFIG.INI and making a 
matching "RUN.BAT" (in the DIGI_NED directory). You can make your own 
disk-image with the included disk image tool. 


After configuration the DIGI_NED files are copied to Ramdisk, this is also 
done after a reboot. For this to work your PC shall be at least a 286 with 
1 Mb memory. 


Don't be alarmed if files seem to be copied to "C:", it just means that the 
Ramdisk was created as "C:" because your harddisk was not recognized; Caldera 
DR-DOS does not understand FAT32 disks. If you have many harddisks and even 
use drive "F:" then you should be carefull, the floppy checks from "F:" down 
to "C:" to find the ramdisk. If not sure make a backup copy of your 
"\Autoexec.bat", "\Config.sys" and "\Command.com" files, that are most likely 
the only ones that are overwritten should the software use your harddisk 
instead of the ramdisk. 


This floppy includes a new "AX25_ MAC" driver. It is possible to use a TH-D7, 
TM-D700 or TS-2000 as intelligent digipeater. A limitiation is that the 
TH-D7 has to understand KISS like the TH-D7E V2.0 does. The US TH-D7's do 
not seem to work. As far as I know the TM-D700 and TS-2000 should not give 
a problem with KISS. Note that the serial line speed is 9600 baud for 

the TH-D7, TM-D700 and TS-2000; otherwise it will not work! 


During operation you may notice that the TH-D7/TMD700/TS2000 is 
reinitialized. There are 2 possible reasons for this: 


- The TNC hangs and does not send any RX data anymore, this is the build-in 
recovery procedure 

- There is just no RX data and the internal watchdog runs off, this happens 
when there is low traffic. Initialisation takes about 3 seconds and since 
it is low traffic anyway this is I think acceptable (and there is just 
no other option...). 


There is no sofisticated way to know if the TNC hangs so the drives watches 
if still data is received after it did a transmission. The away the driver is 
now it was possible to run for one day without any TNC hangup (disabled the 
watchdog and looked if it kept running). Watchdog time is 30 seconds after 
the last transmission. 


If you use KISS, then the software will put the TNC in KISS mode. It will try 
different methods; first the method for the TheFirmware/WA8DED, then "KISS 
ON" followed by "RESTART" and finaly "KISS ON" followed by "RESET". Be sure 
not the switch on the TNC on half way during this process as "RESET" will 
wipe all information in the TAPR TNC-2. In the normal sequence this is not 

a problem since by the time the RESET is reached the TNC is already in KISS 


and ignores it. 


If you TNC remembers KISS mode and you want to get it out of KISS again, 
use: 


.\kissinit -PCOM1 -K 


(for COM1, for documentation of KISSINIT look in the KISS directory on the 
floppy disk) 


If you want to run the configurator again, remove DNCONFIG.BAT from the 
root directory of the floppy and reboot. 


This is as out-of-the-box it gets! Good luck!

APRS PROBING: (new name "PHGR") 

In summary, here is my final proposal for an addition of one byte to PHG 
to indicate "packets-per-hour" for the sake of allowing APRS software 
anywhere to evaluate real-time network reliability by comparing packets 
received versus packets sent. This proposal is 100% backwards compatible: 
I call it PHGR (by adding RATE on the end) 

PHG was "PHGabcd........ 4 


PHGR is "PHGabcdr/...... 


Where a,b,c,d are as defined in the APRS spec. 
Where r is the integer rate of PHGR packets XMTD in packets per hour 


And we add a specific "/" separator between the PHGR and any following 


text to help flag this as the new PHGR format. All existing software on 
receive should still receive the "PHGabcd" with no impact, since no 
following character was ever specified.. But, on transmit, most client 
applications transmit either a "/" or a SPACE as a separator before any 
free text that follows anyway, so in this case, we are just forcing that 
now to be a "/" to add reliability in recognizing the new PHGR 

digit. 


The uses of this new PHGR digit allows RECEIVEING software to 
evaluate the success of the network every Rth of an hour for every 
station transmitting a PHGR. A tremendous REAL-TIME tool for 
everyone if it is done pproperly... 


Imagine how you can make a MAP showing COUTOURS of reliability!
